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BREAKTHROUGH  AND  NEW  HORIZONS 

Christopher  Crittenden,  Director 

For  years  the  department  had  been  handicapped  and 
hamstrung  by  lack  of  adequate  space.  Now  at  last,  as  the 
biennium  drew  to  a  close,  it  appeared  that  a  breakthrough 
was  about  to  be  achieved.  With  the  construction  and  occu- 
pancy of  a  new  building,  the  various  phases  of  the  depart- 
ment's broad  program  could  be  conducted  more  efficiently 
and  on  a  larger  scale,  the  better  to  serve  all  the  people. 

Physical  growth  alone  is  not  necessarily  progress,  but  it 
does  at  least  indicate  that  movement  is  not  downward  or 
backward.  If  at  the  same  time  standards  are  raised  and  the 
quality  of  service  is  improved,  then  the  total  situation  may 
indeed  have  been  bettered. 

The  department's  operating  budget  (excluding  capital 
improvements)  increased  from  $1,368,570  in  the  1962- 
1964  biennium  to  $1,830,086  in  1964-1966,  or  34  per  cent. 
From  June  30,  1964,  to  June  30,  1966,  the  number  of  em- 
ployees grew  from  106  to  130,  or  23  per  cent.  This  is  indeed 
a  far  cry  from  the  bottom  of  the  great  depression  of  the 
1930's,  when  the  total  expenditures  for  one  year  dropped  to 
a  grand  total  of  $11,223,  and  the  number  of  staff  members 
to  8.  (How  they  survived  seems  difficult  to  understand,  but 
survive  they  did— and  of  course  a  dollar  in  those  days  would 
buy  far  more  than  today.) 

As  indicated  above,  for  a  number  of  years  it  had  seemed 
that  at  every  point,  whenever  the  staff  even  tried  to  turn 
around,  they  were  handicapped  for  lack  of  space.  The  de- 
partment was  actually  attempting  to  operate  in  seven  dif- 
ferent structures  in  the  city  of  Raleigh  (not  counting  various 
historic  sites  scattered  throughout  the  state,  but  including 
the  flood-plagued  basement  of  the  old  YMCA  building,  sev- 
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eral  former  bedrooms  in  a  motel,  and  a  former  warehouse 
now  partly  utilized  for  office  space).  But  as  the  biennium 
ended,  it  appeared  that  at  last  the  contract  for  the  new 
Archives  and  History-State  Library  Building  was  about  to 
be  let,  so  that  relief  was  in  sight. 

The  Executive  Board  continued  to  direct  the  general 
policies  and  program  of  the  department.  On  August  24. 
1965,  Governor  Dan  K.  Moore  appointed  Mr.  Harry  Gatton 
of  Raleigh  to  succeed  Mr.  McDaniel  Lewis  of  Greensboro 
and  Dr.  Hugh  Talmage  Lefler  of  Chapel  Hill  to  succeed 
Dr.  Robert  F.  Durden  of  Durham,  with  both  the  new  terms 
ending  on  March  31,  1971.  Mr.  Lewis  had  been  a  member 
of  the  board  since  May  20,  1947,  and  chairman  since  August 
20,  1954.  The  board,  at  a  meeting  on  September  21,   1965, 


When  the  General  Assembly  was  moved  to  the  State  Legislative  Building 
in  1963,  the  old  Senate  and  House  chambers  in  the  State  Capitol  were  turned 
over  to  the  State  Department  of  Archives  and  History  to  be  administered 
as  historic  shrines.

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elected  Mr.  Josh  L.  Home  of  Rocky  Mount  as  chairman 
and  Mr.  Harry  Gatton  as  vice-chairman.^ 

In  the  Division  of  Archives  and  Manuscripts  the  depart- 
ment's program  was  signally  honored  by  winning  the  first 
distinguished  service  award  of  the  Society  of  American 
Archivists.  Nearly  20,000  researchers  were  served  and  a 
new  and  expanded  edition  of  the  Guide  was  published.  In 
lecords  administration  the  department's  program  won  fav- 
orable comment  from  the  Governor  and  many  state  officials, 
as  well  as  from  various  professionals  outside  the  state.  In 
local  records  the  services  rendered  to  the  units  of  local 
government,  especially  the  counties,  were  widely  recognized 
and  appreciated,  though  the  need  for  more  effective  service 
to  the  municipalities  was  becoming  more  apparent.  Practi- 
cally all  North  Carolina  newspapers  before  1901,  except 
some  of  those  still  being  published,  were  microfilmed  and 
a  list  was  published.  Just  before  the  end  of  the  biennium 
there  was  published  the  first  volume  of  North  Carolina 
Troops,  1861-1865:  A  Roster,  which  had  been  in  prepara- 
tion for  several  years. 

In  the  Division  of  Historic  Sites  the  state  system  now 
consists  of  twelve  such  sites,  from  Fort  Fisher  and  Brunswick 
Toun  in  the  east  to  the  Zebulon  B.  Vance  Birthplace  in  the 
west.  Capital  improvements  were  made  at  several  of  these 
sites,  visitation  increased  markedly,  the  operating  budget 
had  risen  by  about  one-third,  and  the  staff  had  grown.  In 
1964  the  Richardson  Foundation  made  a  grant  of  $100,000 
which  greatly  stimulated  the  historic  site  interest  and  ac- 
tivity. Since  it  was  felt  that  the  total  program  might  be 
growing  too  fast,  without  adequate  planning  or  control,  the 
1963  General  Assembly  established  the  Historic  Sites  Ad- 
visory Committee  to  control  expenditures  of  state  funds  for 
this  purpose.  This  committee  in  1965  tightened  up  regard- 
ing all  such  appropriations.  Furthermore,  early  in  1966 
both  the  Executive  Board  of  the  department  and  the  Historic 
Sites  Advisory  Committee  recommended  that  until  January 
1,  1969,  no  state  appropriations  be  made  for  historic  sites

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that  had  not  already  received  such  aid.^  The  purpose  is  to 
give  the  department  time  to  catch  up  with  its  backlog.  Addi- 
tional funds  will  be  needed  for  this  purpose,  and  these  will 
be  sought  from  the  1967  General  Assembly.  The  over-all 
historic  sites  program  was  placed  on  a  more  efficient,  busi- 
nesslike basis,  and  by  the  end  of  the  biennium  the  results 
were  becoming  apparent. 

In  the  Division  of  Museums  there  were  many  develop- 
ments. The  old  name,  "Hall  of  History,"  had  been  con- 
fusing to  many  people  in  that  it  had  conveyed  the  meaning 
that  this  was  a  hall  of  fame  rather  than  a  state  historical 
museum.  The  name  was  officially  altered  on  July  1,  1965, 
to  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  History.  Much  of  the 
time  and  effort  of  the  museum  staff  was  devoted  to  making 
preparations  for  the  move  into  the  new  building,  A  special 
project,  made  possible  by  a  Contingency  and  Emergency 
appropriation,  undertook  to  preserve  large  numbers  of 
photographic  negatives  that  were  in  danger  of  being  totally 
lost.  The  program  of  underwater  archaeology  was  continued 
and  appeared  to  have  significant  possibilities.  The  Mobile 
Museum  of  History  had  its  exhibits  changed  and  continued 
its  tours  of  the  state.  The  Junior  Historian  Movement  de- 
veloped and  expanded;  it  was  stimulated  by  a  group  of 
awards  made  through  the  Literary  and  Historical  Associa- 
tion to  both  individual  students  and  to  schools. 

The  Division  of  Publications  continued  its  record  of 
achievement,  with  its  program  both  improved  in  quality  and 
increased  in  quantity.  Efforts  were  made  to  see  that  the 
department's  publications  were  better  known  to  the  general 
public  and  especially  to  teachers  in  both  the  public  schools 
and  the  institutions  of  higher  learning.  The  receipts  of  the 
division  increased  to  $50,027  for  the  biennium  as  compared 
to  only  $12,602  ten  years  ago.  No  less  than  229,425  items  of 
mail  went  out  through  the  division,  up  from  60,865  a  decade 
past.  The  1965  General  Assembly  established  a  special  joint 
committee  on  printing  and  binding,  and  representatives  of 
the  department  testified  before  this  committee,  presenting

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samples  of  all  items  printed  during  the  1963-1965  biennium. 
The  1965  Assembly  reduced  by  20  per  cent  the  appropria- 
tions for  printing  by  all  state  agencies.  This  was  a  blow  to 
the  department's  program,  but  the  loss  was  partly  made  up 
by  increased  receipts.  The  price  of  the  department's  publi- 
cations was  kept  low,  in  accordance  with  long-established 
policies,  in  order  to  secure  wide  distribution.  Numbers  of 
documentary  volumes  and  other  publications  were  issued, 
and  many  others  were  in  various  stages  of  preparation. 

The  Colonial  Records  Project,  in  spite  of  problems,  made 
progress,  especially  in  the  direction  of  publication.  (The 
first  volume  of  the  new  Colonial  Records  series  was  pub- 
lished in  1963.)  On  June  30,  1966,  almost  ready  for  the 
printer  was  copy  for  the  second  volume  of  the  series,  which 
"would  consist  of  seventeenth-century  records  of  courts  that 
had  jurisdiction  over  the  entire  colony";  some  "1,000  pages 
of  draft  transcriptions  for  the  next  volume  had  been  made"; 
and  some  work  had  been  done  on  still  another  volume. 

The  Tryon  Palace  Commission,  which  works  closely  with 
the  Department  of  Archives  and  History,  continued  to  serve 
the  state  and  the  nation  efficiently  and  well.  In  1965  the 
commission  celebrated  its  twentieth  anniversary  with  appro- 
priate ceremonies.  The  commission  took  over  and  restored 
several  additional  historic  houses,  and  acquired  yet  more 
real  estate  in  the  palace  area.  Total  visitation  at  the  palace 
was  60,928,  an  increase  of  3  per  cent  over  the  previous  bien- 
nium, in  spite  of  the  destruction  by  fire  of  the  leading  motor 
hotel  in  New  Bern,  a  loss  which  cut  down  on  subsequent 
visitation  to  the  palace.  The  total  number  of  visitors  from 
the  opening  in  1959  through  June  30,  1966,  was  220,535. 

In  the  fall  semester,  1965,  a  group  of  fourteen  Meredith 
College  juniors  and  seniors  took  the  internship  course  of- 
fered by  the  department,  with  credit  from  the  college. 


DIVISION  OF  ARCHIVES  AND  MANUSCRIPTS 

H.  G.  JoNES^  State  Archivist 

Introduction 

A  signal  honor  was  bestowed  upon  the  department's 
archival  and  records  management  program  on  October  8, 
1964,  when  it  received  the  Society  of  American  Archivists' 
first  distinguished  service  award  for  "outstanding  service 
to  the  American  people  and  for  exemplary  contributions  to 
the  archival  profession."  A  30-inch  trophy,  representing  the 
award,  was  first  accepted  by  the  state  archivist  in  ceremonies 
during  the  annual  meeting  of  the  society  in  Austin,  Texas. 
Subsequently,  on  November  23,  1964,  Dr.  Everett  O.  All- 
dredge,  assistant  archivist  of  the  United  States  and  president 
of  the  society,  officially  presented  the  award  to  Governor 
Terry  Sanford  in  Raleigh. 

The  award  cited  the  department  on  seven  points: 

Demonstrably  contributing  to  archival  theory  and  devel- 
opment of  new  archival  practices. 

Serving  its  constituency  in  an  outstanding  fashion. 

Showing  extraordinary  ingenuity  and  resourcefulness  in 
improving  efficiency  of  operations  and  improving  methods 
of  work. 

Bringing  great  credit  to  the  archival  profession  by  being 
a  model  for  other  organizations. 

Going  beyond  the  normal  performance  requirements  ex- 
pected of  an  archival  agency  and  so  being  an  incentive  to 
others. 

Publishing  exemplary  and  meritorious  finding  aids, 
guides,  and  statements  of  available  service. 

Developing  over  a  period  of  years  an  archival  program  of 
such  depth  and  scope  as  to  warrant  especial  recognition. 

The  recognition  noticeably  affected  the  morale  and  ef- 
ficiency of  the  division  staff  and  contributed  toward  a 
determination  to  build  an  even  stronger  and  more  com- 
prehensive program  upon  existing  foundations.  The  follow- 
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The  department  in  1964  was  the  recipient  of  the  first  distinguished 
service  award  ever  given  by  the  Society  of  American  Archivists  for  "out- 
standing service  to  the  American  people  and  exemplary  contributions  to  the 
archival  profession."  The  large  trophy  was  retained  for  a  year  and  the 
smaller  cup  is  a  permanent  possession  of  the  department. 

ing  report  will  be  largely  a  recitation  of  progress  made  in 
that  direction. 

Organizationally,  the  division  remains  basically  un- 
changed, though  an  additional  quasi-archival  function  was

added  to  its  program.  The  five  closely  related  but  physically 
separated  units  are  as  follows: 

The  State  Archives,  located  in  the  Education  Building, 
is  the  final  repository  of  all  permanently-valuable  public 
records  of  the  state  and  its  subdivisions.  In  addition  to 
official  records  of  the  executive,  legislative,  and  judicial 
branches  of  state  government  and  of  counties  and  munici- 
palities, the  archives  holdings  include  large  and  valuable 
collections  of  private  manuscripts,  account  books,  church 
records,  organization  and  institution  records,  genealogical 
materials,  maps,  newspapers,  and  copies  of  historical  ma- 
terials in  other  repositories.  Mr.  C.  F.  W.  Coker  is  assistant 
state  archivist  in  the  archives. 

The  State  Records  Section,  located  in  the  State  Records 
Center  at  the  corner  of  North  McDowell  and  West  Lane 
Streets,  serves  as  the  records  management  agency  for  state 
government  and  as  the  "funnel"  through  which  state  rec- 
ords are  transferred  to  the  archives.  The  staff  gives  advice 
and  assistance  to  state  agencies  in  connection  with  problems 
of  creating,  maintaining,  and  disposing  of  records,  furnishes 
microfilm  services  to  the  agencies,  and  operates  the  State 
Records  Center  for  the  economical  storage  of  records  having 
low  reference  frequency.  Mr.  Thornton  W.  Mitchell  is 
assistant  state  archivist  for  state  records. 

The  Local  Records  Section,  located  in  the  Education 
Building,  gives  advice  and  assistance  to  county  and  munici- 
pal governments  in  connection  with  records  problems,  in- 
ventories and  schedules  the  records  of  local  governments, 
transfers  to  the  archives  records  no  longer  needed  in  the 
administration  of  the  counties  and  municipalities,  and 
microfilms  permanently  valuable  local  records.  Rear  Ad- 
miral A.  M.  Patterson,  U.S.N.  (Ret.),  is  assistant  state  ar- 
chivist for  local  records. 

The  Microfilm  Services  Center,  located  in  the  basement 
of  the  Old  YMCA  Building  at  the  corner  of  Edenton  and 
Wilmington  Streets,  is  made  up  of  two  functions:  (1)  the 
Newspaper  Microfilm  Project  which  is  recording  on  micro- 
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film  all  extant  North  Carolina  newspapers,  and  (2)  the 
Microfilm  Processing  Laboratory  which  processes  all  micro- 
film exposed  in  the  department  and  produces  positive  copies 
therefrom.  Mr.  Thomas  G.  Britt  is  supervisor  of  the  former 
project  and  Mr.  Donald  E.  Horton  heads  the  laboratory. 

The  Civil  War  Roster  Project,  located  in  the  National 
Archives,  Washington,  D.C.,  was  transferred  to  the  division 
on  July  1,  1965,  when  the  North  Carolina  Confederate  Cen- 
tennial Commission  was  terminated.  Its  function  is  to  com- 
pile service  data  on  all  North  Carolinians  who  served  in  the 
Civil  War  and  to  publish  volumes  of  North  Carolina  Troops, 
1861-1865 :  A  Roster.  Dr.  Louis  H.  Manarin  is  editor  of  the 
project. 

On  June  30,  1966,  the  staff  of  the  division  numbered  54,* 
divided  by  unit  as  follows:  state  archivist's  office,  6;  State 
Archives,  9;  Local  Records  Section,  15;  State  Records  Sec- 
tion, 17;  Newspaper  Microfilm  Project,  2;  Microfilm  Pro- 
cessing Laboratory,  2;  and  Roster  Project,  3.  The  current 
budget  for  the  division  is  approximately  $350,000  per  year. 

Evidences  of  accomplishments  recited  in  unit  reports  be- 
low need  not  be  repeated  here,  but  it  is  worthy  of  note  that 
in  almost  every  aspect  of  the  division's  program  marked 
statistical  progress  was  made. 

In  the  archives,  nearly  20,000  researchers  representing 
49  states  (North  Dakota  continues  to  elude  the  division)  and 
12  foreign  countries^  were  served  in  person  and  by  mail, 
their  subjects  varying  from  genealogy  to  specialized  topics 
of  the  scholar.^  The  section  furnished  44,027  paper  copies 
and  3,222  feet  of  negative  microfilm'^  of  records  in  the  ar- 
chives, recorded  approximately  600  separate  accessions, 
arranged  and  described  many  records  groups,  and  issued 
several  significant  guides. 

The  State  Records  Section  completed  the  scheduling  of

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records  of  all  state  agencies  and  continued  to  give  records 
management  services  to  state  government.  At  the  end  of  the 
biennium  43,791  cubic  feet  of  semi-current  state  records 
were  in  the  State  Records  Center  and  168,461  reference 
services  were  provided  during  the  past  two  years.^ 

The  Local  Records  Section  completed  retention  schedules 
for  15  additional  counties,  bringing  the  total  completed 
since  1959  to  60.  More  than  14,000  volumes  of  local  records 
were  microfilmed  and  754  volumes  and  427  cubic  feet  of 
unbound  original  records  were  transferred  to  the  depart- 
ment. Pages  of  county  records  laminated  totaled  135,573  and 
423  volumes  were  rebound.  Staff  members  made  109  sepa- 
rate visits  to  county  courthouses." 

All  pre- 1901  North  Carolina  newspapers— except  a  few 
papers  that  are  still  being  published— have  now  been  micro- 
filmed by  the  Ne^vspaper  Microfilm  Project,  and  work  has 
begun  on  selected  papers  of  the  twentieth  century.'^  A  third 
edition  of  North  Carolina  Newspapers  on  Microfilm  was 
issued. 

The  Microfilm  Processing  Laboratory  processed  11,479 
reels  of  microfilm  totaling  1,128,970  linear  feet  of  which  984 
reels  were  newspaper  positives  produced  for  the  Search 
Room  and  for  sale  to  the  public.^ 

Nearly  200,000  pages  of  deteriorating  papers  were  lami- 
nated in  the  Document  Restoration  Laboratory,  including 
135,573  pages  of  county  records,  34,060  pages  of  other  ma- 
terials in  the  archives,  and  24,070  pages  for  the  public.^ 

Finally,  the  first  volume  of  North  Carolina  Troops,  1861- 
1865:  A  Roster,  was  published  under  editorship  of  the 
Roster  Project. 

A  measure  of  the  division's  public  activity  is  its  cash 
receipts  which  totaled  $26,083  from  the  following  sources: 
public  lamination,    $2,182;    wastepaper,   $1,046;    microfilm,

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$11,002;  and  photocopies,  certified  copies,  division  publica- 
tions, and  miscellaneous  items,  $11,853.^° 

Out-of-state  and  foreign  professionals  continued  their 
visits  to  observe  North  Carolina's  archival  program.  For- 
eigners included  Miss  Natividad  Jardiel,  presidential  archiv- 
ist of  the  Philippines;  Mr.  Patrick  P.  Dial,  national  archivist 
of  British  Guiana;  and  Mr.  Olaf  Hansson,  architect  for 
the  Finnish  National  Archives.  State  Senator  Robert  Wil- 
lians,  chairman  of  the  Florida  Governmental  Reorganization 
and  Efficiency  Committee,  brought  two  separate  delegations 
to  Raleigh,  and  Missouri  Secretary  of  State  James  C.  Kirk- 
patrick  and  his  records  management  assistant  toured  the 
facilities  and  discussed  that  state's  plan  for  an  archival 
program.  Other  observers  came  from  the  National  Archives 
and  from  the  states  of  Alabama,  Georgia,  Kentucky,  Louisi- 
ana, Massachusetts,  Minnesota,  South  Carolina,  and  West 
Virginia. 

Dr.  Harold  T.  Parker  of  the  Department  of  History,  Duke 
University,  and  consultant  to  the  State  Board  of  Higher 
Education,  and  Drs.  Ralph  W.  Greenlaw  and  Marvin  Brown 
of  the  Department  of  History,  North  Carolina  State  Uni- 
versity, studied  the  archives  holdings  and  facilities  on  June 
29,  1966,  in  connection  with  the  movement  to  establish 
graduate  studies  in  history  at  the  latter  institution.  It  is 
anticipated  that,  if  graduate  work  is  instituted,  the  State 
Archives  will  be  the  principal  source  for  research  for  the 
graduate  students. 

The  division  was  unsuccessful  in  obtaining  an  appropria- 
tion for  the  sound  recording  of  sessions  of  both  houses  of 
the  General  Assembly.  Lieutenant  Governor  Robert  W. 
Scott,  presiding  officer  of  the  Senate,  expressed  interest  in 
the  proposal,  and  the  sessions  of  the  upper  house  were  re- 
corded nevertheless.  Two  archivists,  Messrs.  Roger  C.  Jones 
and  Don  R.  Nichols,  alternated  as  recorder  and  prepared 
running  indexes.  The  disc  recordings,  made  by  a  Gray 
Audograph  dictating  machine  which  was  plugged  into  the 
Senate's  public  address  system,  will  be  preserved  in  the 
archives.  While  the  equipment  used  was  not  altogether  satis-

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factory,  the  experiment  was  deemed  a  success,  and  present 
plans  are  for  it  to  be  repeated  in  the  1967  Senate. 

The  division's  1965-1966  budget  represented  an  increase 
of  approximately  $60,000  over  funds  available  the  previous 
year.  Most  of  this  increase  came  through  salary  raises  and 
the  transfer  of  the  Roster  Project  to  the  division.  The  num- 
ber of  employees  increased  from  47  to  54,  three  of  the  latter 
being  transferred  with  the  Roster  Project.  One  part-time 
clerical  position  in  state  records  was  made  a  full-time  job, 
and  a  clerk  II  position  was  added  in  local  records.  Several 
temporary  employees  were  utilized  from  time  to  time  in 
the  various  units,  particularly  the  archives. 

Archives  Section 

A  45  per  cent  increase  in  the  number  of  researchers  visit- 
ing the  Search  Room  and  a  16  per  cent  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  persons  seeking  information  by  mail  reflect  the 
continuing  addition  of  historical  materials  and  the  widening 
reputation  of  the  State  Archives  as  a  research  institution. 
More  than  8,200  researchers  from  41  states  and  four  foreign 
countries  were  assisted  by  members  of  the  staff  in  the  Search 
Room,  and  over  8,500  mail  inquiries  were  answered.^^ 
Hundreds  more  were  given  information  by  telephone  and 
by  letters  written  without  reference  to  the  Search  Room. 
Forty-nine  institutions  of  higher  learning  were  represented,^^ 
and  topics  of  research  covering  all  periods  of  North  Carolina 
and  southern  history  were  reflected  by  their  interests.^^ 

Assisting  these  thousands  of  researchers,  coupled  with  the 
normal  activities  of  arranging,  describing,  accessioning,  and 
preserving  an  estimated  40  million  pages  of  documents  in 
the  originals  or  on  microfilm,  resulted  in  a  busy  and  fruit- 
ful biennium  for  the  archives.  The  staff  continues  to  com- 
prise the  assistant  state  archivist  for  archives  (payroll  title: 
archivist  III) ,  four  archivists  II,  two  archivists  I,  and  one

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janitor.  An  additional  archivist  II  is  detailed  to  the  section 
from  the  administrative  staff,  and  occasional  temporary 
personnel  are  added  as  funds  are  available. 

More  than  600  separate  accessions  Avere  recorded, ^^  Among 
the  more  significant  groups  of  public  archives  received  were 
the  official  records  of  Governor  Terry  Sanford,  1963-1964; 
minutes,  dockets,  record  books,  and  original  case  files  of  the 
North  Carolina  Supreme  Court,  c.  1799-1909;  minutes  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  Com- 
pany, 1866-1965;  records  of  the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina 
Railroad  Company,  1858-1954;  records  of  the  State  School 
for  the  Blind  and  Deaf  (Governor  Morehead  School)  ,  1869- 
1945;  and  records  of  the  Governor's  Commission  on  the 
Status  of  Women,  1963-1965.  Important  vinofficial  collec- 
tions included  records  of  the  Committee  on  Cooperative 
Research  of  the  North  Carolina  College  Conference,  1937- 
1965;  the  Zebulon  Baird  Vance-Harriet  Espy  Vance  Letters, 
1851-1878;  the  Lyman  Wilson  Sheppard  Collection,  1861- 
1914;  the  Josiah  Collins  Papers,  1761-1892;  the  Isaac  Spen- 
cer London  Papers,  1769-1964;  and  additions  to  the  W.  Kerr 
Scott  Papers.  All  of  these  acquisitions  were  arranged  and 
described  and  made  available  for  use  in  the  Search  Room, 
except  the  Vance-Espy  Letters  which  are  closed  for  five  years, 
and  the  Scott  Papers  which  are  closed  except  with  the  per- 
mission of  Lieutenant  Governor  Robert  W.  Scott. 

Several  long-term  projects  were  completed  during  the 
period.  Of  especial  significance  was  the  completion  and  pub- 
lication in  1964  of  the  Guide  to  Private  Manuscript  Collec- 
tions in  the  North  Carolina  State  Archives,  compiled  by  Beth 
G.  Crabtree.  This  volume  describes  1,175  private  collections, 
51  private  collections  on  microfilm,  approximately  1,000 
account  books,  and  the  several  collections  of  private  papers 
in  the  World  War  I  and  World  War  II  collections.  For  col- 
lections which  had  been  received  by  the  archives  prior  to 
1939,  the  new  Guide  represents  a  revision  of  the  Guide  to 
Manuscript  Collections  which  was  prepared  by  the  North 
Carolina  Historical  Records  Survey  under  the  auspices  of

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the  Work  Projects  Administration  and  which  was  published 
by  the  North  Carolina  Historical  Commission  in  1942. 
Additionally,  it  includes  summary  descriptions  of  the  several 
hundreds  of  collections  which  were  acquired  between  1939 
and  1964. 

Co-ordinate  with  the  compilation  of  the  Guide  to  Private 
Manuscript  Collections  in  the  North  Carolina  State  Archives 
was  the  renumbering  of  all  private  collections  in  the  ar- 
chives. Heretofore,  large  collections  had  been  assigned  blocks 
of  numbers  which  were  used  to  identify  the  various  boxes 
and  volumes  within  a  particular  collection,  a  system  which 
did  not  adequately  provide  for  additional  materials  which 
were  received  at  a  later  date.  Collections  which  consisted 
of  only  a  few  items  had  been  filed  alphabetically  by  name 
of  collection  under  "Miscellaneous  Private  Collections,"  and 
this  identification  also  did  not  provide  for  the  contingency 
of  additional  materials  acquired  for  a  particular  collection. 
During  the  editing  of  the  new  Guide,  the  decision  was  made 
to  assign  each  collection  one  whole  number,  regardless  of 
the  size  of  the  collection.  Each  box  or  volume  within  the 
collection  could  then  be  identified  by  a  decimal  number.^^ 
While  the  addition  of  new  material  might  require  some 
learrangement  and  renumbering  within  a  particular  collec- 
tion, it  does  not  create  confusion  in  the  arrangement  and 
numbering  of  other  private  collections. 

To  facilitate  the  use  of  private  collections  and  to  comple- 
ment the  summary  descriptions  included  in  the  Guide,  mem- 
bers of  the  archives  staff  are  preparing  detailed  descriptions 
and  finding  aids  for  each  collection  of  private  papers.  Ap- 
proximately 25  per  cent  of  the  private  collections  in  the 
archives  have  received  this  type  of  analysis  thus  far,  includ- 
ing the  George  E.  Badger  Papers,  Tillie  Bond  Collection, 
Lawrence  O'Bryan  Branch  Papers,  Mrs.  Lawrence  O'Bryan 
Branch  Papers,  W.  H.  S.  Burgwyn  Papers,  Richard  Caswell

A  Guide  to  Civil  War  Records  in  the  North  Carolina 
State  Archives,  which  was  begun  in  1963  under  the  auspices 
of  the  North  Carolina  Confederate  Centennial  Commission 
by  Mr.  Fleming  C.  Fraker,  of  the  commission's  staff,  and  by 
Mr,  John  R.  Woodard,  of  the  archives  staff,  was  completed 
in  1966  by  Mr.  Coker  of  the  archives  staff.  Copy  was  sent  to 
the  printer  and  publication  is  expected  in  late  summer, 
1966. 

Along  with  the  completion  of  the  Guide  to  Civil  War 
Records  was  the  preparation  of  a  detailed  finding  aid  to  the 
Civil  War  Collection.  Approximately  150  typed  pages  long, 
this  indexed  finding  aid  for  the  first  time  permits  the  effec- 
tive use  of  this  large  and  significant  collection  of  records  by 
researchers. 

One  of  the  archives'  general  information  leaflets.  Genea- 
logical Research  in  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Ar- 
chives and  History,  was  revised  and  reprinted  in  1965. 

A  new  leaflet.  North  Carolina's  Revolutionary  War  Pay 
Records,  edited  by  Mr.  Coker  and  Mr.  Donald  R.  Lennon, 
was  published  in  1966,  as  Archives  Information  Circular 
No.  1.  It  is  anticipated  that  other  archives  information  cir- 
culars will  be  issued  from  time  to  time  to  assist  staff  members 
in  answering  certain  frequently  recurring  questions  from 
researchers.  North  Carolina's  Revolutionary  War  Pay  Records 
attempts  an  explanation  in  layman's  language  of  two  of  the 
more  perplexing  series  of  records  in  the  archives— the  Revo- 
lutionary Army  Accounts  and  the  Revolutionary  Pay 
Vouchers. 

Members  of  the  archives  staff  completed  a  number  of 
descriptive  finding  aids,  lists  of  records,  and  other  projects 
to  facilitate  the  use  of  records  by  researchers  in  the  archives, 
including  the  following: 

The  laminating  and  binding  of  the  1850-1870  census 
schedules  was  completed.

Civil  War  pension  records  were  abstracted  for  use  in  the 
Roster  Project. 

The  records  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company, 
1849-1952,  were  surveyed  and  arranged,  and  a  descriptive 
finding  aid  was  prepared. 

Several  thousand  contemporary  copies  of  Granville  land 
grants  were  repaired  and  arranged  by  county,  and  an  alpha- 
betical card  index  was  compiled. 

Chronological  lists  of  correspondence  and  papers  in  the 
Governor's  Letter  Books,  1775-1835,  and  in  the  Governor's 
Papers,  1777-1811,  were  prepared,  as  was  an  alphabetical 
card  index  to  these  records. 

Abstracts  of  extant  returns  for  gubernatorial,  congres- 
sional, state  convention,  and  constitutional  amendment  elec- 
tions were  compiled. 

An  alphabetical  card  index  of  the  members  of  the  General 
Assembly,  1665-1835,  as  well  as  lists  of  members  by  session, 
was  completed. 

Individual  descriptions  of  the  several  thousand  items  in 
the  map  collection,  as  well  as  a  complete  inventory,  were 
completed. 

A  checklist  of  manuscript  copies  of  the  Journals  of  the 
General  Assembly,  1665-1800,  showing  location  of  original 
records,  availability  of  microfilm  copies,  and  information  on 
published  versions,  was  compiled. 

The  sessions  of  the  1965  Senate  and  for  the  two  subse- 
quent extra  sessions  were  recorded  in  an  experimental  pro- 
gram approved  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor. 

One  of  the  primary  services  of  the  Archives  Section  is  the 
furnishing  of  photographic  and  typed  certified  copies  of 
records  in  the  archives.  During  the  biennium,  44,027  pages, 
including  copies  made  for  official  use,  were  furnished,  as 
follows:  5,191  photocopies,  37,284  electrostatic  copies,  1,053 
paper  prints  from  microfilm,  and  399  typed  certified  copies. ^^ 
In  addition,  3,222  feet  of  negative  microfilm,  258  reels  of 
non-newspaper  positives,  and  984  reels  of  newspaper  posi- 
tives  were  sold   to   the   public. ^^  A   Filmac    300   microfilm

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reader-printer  was  purchased.  While  the  machine  serves  a 
useful  purpose  in  making  prints  from  negative  film,  it  has 
been  found  less  satisfactory  for  prints  from  positive  film. 

Lack  of  office,  search  room,  and  storage  space  continues  to 
be  the  most  significant  problem  confronting  the  archives 
staff.  Five  archivists  share  one  office,  and  three  others  have 
desk  space  in  the  search  room.  The  storage  of  positive  micro- 
film for  use  of  researchers  has  temporarily  been  provided 
for  by  the  installation  of  double  cabinets  in  the  Microfilm 
Reading  Room  and  in  the  Search  Room.  Twelve  such  cabi- 
nets, each  accommodating  about  1,200  reels  of  35  mm.  micro- 
film, provide  storage  for  the  film  most  frequently  called  for 
by  researchers.  Less  frequently  used  film  is  stored  in  cabinets 
in  the  archives  storage  area,  and  conditions  of  heat  and 
humidity  make  this  arrangement  undesirable.  Inadequate 
space  for  records  in  the  archives  has  necessitated  the  tem- 
porary storage  of  a  considerable  quantity  of  archival  records 
in  the  State  Records  Center,  a  situation  which  results  in 
both  confusion  and  inconvenience.  Additionally,  storage  of 
records  on  available  shelving  in  the  archives  storage  area 
has  frequently  resulted  in  wide  separation  of  various  series 
of  records  ^vithin  a  single  records  group.  This  situation  is 
particularly  evident  in  the  case  of  county  records.  Here  an 
attempt  is  made  to  shelve  the  frequently  used  series  in 
spaces  most  accessible  to  the  Search  Room  staff,  while  less 
frequently  called-for  series  are  stored  on  the  mezzanine  or 
in  the  basement.  This  separation  results  in  frequent  delays 
and  unnecessary  time  lost  by  researchers  as  well  as  by  mem- 
bers of  the  staff. 

Happily,  the  anticipated  completion  of  the  new  Archives 
and  History-State  Library  Building  in  the  coming  bien- 
nium  will  offer  considerable  relief  in  both  the  quantity  and 
design  of  space.  While  the  new  facilities  will  provide  more 
adequate  and  more  attractive  working  and  research  areas, 
and  while  more  efficient  use  of  present  personnel  will  be 
possible,  an  increase  in  the  size  of  the  archives  staff  will  be 
necessary.  Several  thousand  cubic  feet  of  archival  records 
now  in  the  State  Records  Center  will  be  transferred  to  the 
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archives,  and  local  records  accessions  will  increase  dramat- 
ically. These  added  holdings,  coupled  with  the  heightened 
interest  in  history  as  the  bicentennial  of  the  American 
Revolution  approaches,  will  result  in  a  continuing  sharp 
increase  in  the  demands  upon  the  staff,  which,  even  in  the 
present  facilities,  is  inadequate  for  the  purpose. 

State  Records  Section 

The  State  Records  Section  continued  to  make  progress 
in  developing  and  installing  a  program  for  the  management 
of  the  records  and  paper  work  of  state  agencies,  licensing 
and  examining  boards,  and  institutions.  The  initial  phase 
of  the  records  scheduling  project  was  completed;  a  new 
project  to  revise  all  schedules  approved  before  1961  was 
started;  standards  to  govern  the  disposition  of  records 
common  to  several  or  to  all  agencies  or  institutions  were 
developed;  an  essential  records  protection  program  was  in 
process;  workshops  were  continued;  the  development  and 
installation  of  new  records  systems  were  continued;  records 
and  paper-\vork  surveys  were  made.  In  short,  programs  de- 
signed to  help  state  agencies  to  manage  their  records  more 
effectively  were  being  carried  on  and  new  programs  were 
being  phased  in  as  staff  resources  permitted. 

The  staff  of  the  section  comprises  the  assistant  state  ar- 
chivist for  state  records  (payroll  title:  records  management 
consultant  11),  two  records  management  consultants  I,  one 
archivist  II,  two  archivists  I,  one  clerical  unit  supervisor  I, 
three  clerks  III,  four  clerks  II,  one  stenographer  II,  one  clerk- 
messenger,  and  one  prisoner-janitor. 

The  magnitude  of  the  records  and  paper-work  problem 
in  state  agencies,  licensing  and  examining  boards,  and  in- 
stitutions can  be  seen  in  the  results  of  the  annual  reports  of 
records  holdings  made  to  the  department.  These  reports 
showed  that  state  records  were  increasing  every  year— 10,251 
cubic  feet  in  1964;  11,043  cubic  feet  in  1965;  and  6,597 
cubic  feet  in  1966.  Between  18,000  and  20,000  cubic  feet  of 
new  records  were  created  annually;   these  were  records  in 
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Modern  records  management  and  up-to-date  records  scheduling  cleared  an 
area  formerly  filled  with  obsolete  records  and  permitted  its  conversion  for 
other  uses. 
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existence  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  that  did  not  exist  on  the 
previous  July  1.  Between  July  1,  1964,  and  June  30,  1966, 
13,066  cubic  feet  of  records  were  destroyed  in  the  agencies 
according  to  approved  schedules  and  18,143  cubic  feet  were 
transferred  to  the  archives  or  to  inexpensive  storage  in  the 
State  Records  Center.  At  the  same  time,  35,293  cubic  feet 
of  new  records  were  being  created.  Thus,  new  records  were 
being  created  more  rapidly  than  existing  records  were  being 
destroyed.  Part  of  this  increase  was  the  result  of  natural 
growth  and  of  new  programs,  but  the  rate  of  increase  indi- 
cated a  continuing  need  to  emphasize  the  disposition  of 
records  not  used  in  current  operations  and  to  manage  more 
effectively  the  creation  of  new  records. 

With  approval  of  the  records  retention  and  disposition 
schedule  for  the  Civil  Defense  Agency  in  November,  1964, 
schedules  had  been  approved  for  all  state  agencies.  Recog- 
nizing, however,  that  many  of  the  early  schedules  were  out- 
dated, the  staff  started  a  planned  program  to  revise  entirely 
all  of  them  approved  prior  to  1961.  During  the  biennium, 
schedules  were  prepared  for  13  state  agencies,  boards,  and 
institutions.  Of  these,  seven  were  complete  revisions  of 
earlier  schedules. ^^  In  addition,  existing  schedules  of  23 
agencies  were  amended;  many  of  the  amendments  were 
caused  by  records  series  created  as  the  result  of  new  or  ex- 
panded programs. 

Studies  of  records  common  to  several  or  to  all  agencies 
were  made  in  order  to  provide  for  their  standard  disposition. 
Within  recent  months,  review  of  a  standard  for  the  disposi- 
tion of  fiscal  records  mentioned  in  the  two  previous  biennial 
reports  was  completed  and  its  use  by  state  agencies  on  a 
voluntary  basis  was  approved  by  all  staff  officers  concerned 
with  fiscal  matters.  In  approving  the  use  of  the  standard, 
the  director  of  administration  noted  that  it  was  "entirely 
consistent  not  only  with  the  operating  needs  of  State  agen- 
cies, but  also  with  the  Governor's  program  for  economy  and 
efficiency  in  State  operations."  A  proposed  standard  govern- 
ing the  disposition   of  personnel   records   was  drafted,  ap-

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proved  within  the  State  Department  of  Archives  and  History, 
and  at  the  end  of  the  biennium  was  awaiting  review  and 
approval  from  the  State  Personnel  Department. 

The  College  and  University  Records  Retention  and  Dis- 
position Schedule  was  published  in  July,  1964.  This  schedule 
was  based  on  experience  gained  in  inventorying  and  schedul- 
ing several  state  institutions  of  higher  education  and  on 
careful  review  by  an  Advisory  Committee  on  College  and 
University  Records.  Copies  were  distributed  to  all  state 
institutions  of  higher  learning.  Special  problems  at  several 
institutions  resulted  in  requests  for  specific  schedules  and 
these  were  either  completed  or  were  in  process  at  the  end 
of  the  biennium. 

During  revision  of  the  schedule  for  the  Board  of  Juvenile 
Correction,  board  personnel  requested  that  retention  and 
disposition  authority  for  institution  records  also  be  included. 
Accordingly,  the  records  of  several  institutions  were  inven- 
toried, and  a  "general  schedule"  applying  to  the  records  of 
all  of  them  was  included  in  the  board  schedule  when  it  was 
approved. 

The  workshops  designed  to  assist  state  employees  to  handle 
more  effectively  their  work  in  two  paper-work  areas  con- 
tinued. The  Correspondence  Management  and  Plain  Letters 
Workshop,  which  is  intended  to  help  state  employees  write 
better  letters,  was  given  25  times  during  the  biennium  to 
432  persons  representing  17  different  agencies.  Virtually 
all  supervisory  employees  of  the  Employment  Security  Com- 
mission, Department  of  Public  Instruction,  Civil  Defense 
Agency,  and  Board  of  Public  Welfare  participated  in  the 
workshop.  The  Files  and  Filing  Workshop  was  given  one 
time  to  21  employees  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion. A  consistent  effort  was  made  to  keep  the  workshops 
current  and  meaningful  to  state  employees;  the  scripts  were 
periodically  reviewed,  and  all  of  them  were  extensively 
revised  as  the  result  of  experience  gained  in  giving  the 
workshops. 

Many  of  the  available  resources  of  the  State  Records 
Section  were  devoted  to  assisting  state  agencies   with  files 
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and  filing  problems  and  systems.  Installation  of  a  centralized 
file  in  the  Driver  Education  and  Accident  Records  Division, 
Department  of  Motor  Vehicles,  was  completed  early  in  the 
biennium.  Preliminary  work  on  several  files  projects  at 
North  Carolina  State  University  was  turned  over  to  the 
university  archivist  for  follow-up  upon  his  appointment  in 
August,   1965. 

During  September,  1965,  the  department  was  asked  to 
assist  in  devising  a  method  of  combining  files  of  the  Proba- 
tion Commission,  Prison  Department,  and  Board  of  Paroles 
when  the  three  agencies  moved  into  the  enlarged  Prison 
Department  Building  upon  completion  of  construction  in 
March,  1966.  The  heads  of  the  three  agencies  had  agreed 
to  the  merger  of  the  files  in  January,  1964,  before  construc- 
tion started,  but  the  mechanics  of  the  combination  had  not 
been  worked  out.  A  comprehensive  survey  of  the  records 
of  the  three  agencies  was  initiated  by  department  personnel, 
and  in  December,  1965,  recommendations  were  made  to  the 
agency  heads.  The  proposed  manner  of  combining  the  files 
was  agreed  to  in  principle,  and  with  the  completion  of  the 
building  in  April,  1966,  installation  of  the  combined  records 
system  was  started  under  the  direct  supervision  of  State 
Records  Section  personnel.  The  record  of  an  individual  in 
the  adult  correctional  system  will  hereafter  consist  of  a 
probation  folder  in  the  case  of  revoked  probationers,  a 
three-part  custodial  folder  for  inmates  to  replace  the  previ- 
ous separate  prison  and  parole  custodial  files,  and  a  super- 
vision folder  for  inmates  on  parole  status.  Records  of  inmates 
and  parolees  were  being  brought  into  the  new  records 
system  as  the  biennium  ended. 

Drafts  of  form  letters  and  other  material  concerning  the 
revision  of  the  correspondence  system  of  the  Registration 
Division,  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles,  were  turned  over 
to  division  personnel  for  further  implementation  early  in 
the  biennium.  In  addition,  several  form  letters  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Welfare  were  revised  following  participation  in 
one  of  the  Correspondence  Management  Workshops.  The 
Board  of  Pharmacy  also  simplified  its  record-making  opera- 
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tions  by  adopting  a  carbon-interleaved  annual  license  forrn 
in  which  a  copy  of  the  form  replaced  a  stub  which  was  pre- 
viously filled  in  by  hand  after  the  license  was  typed. 

One  of  the  initial  goals  of  the  expanded  records  and 
paper-work  management  program  projected  after  the  ap- 
proval of  additional  legislation  in  1961  was  the  protection 
of  essential  operating  records  of  state  agencies.  This  project 
was  delayed,  however,  by  the  length  of  time  required  to 
complete  the  records  scheduling  project.  Need  for  protecting 
essential  operating  records  was  dramatically  demonstrated 
early  in  the  biennium  when  fire  gutted  the  Warren  Build- 
ing in  downtown  Raleigh.  Many  of  the  records  of  the  Board 
of  Nursing,  offices  of  which  were  located  in  the  building, 
were  burned;  others  were  dumped  into  the  downstairs  restau- 
rant when  the  floor  collapsed;  and  all  that  survived  were 
water  soaked.  Approximately  130  cubic  feet  of  the  files  of 
individual  registered  and  practical  nurses  were  salvaged  by 
the  State  Records  Center;  but  the  board  resumed  operations 
on  a  limited  scale  almost  immediately  because  its  essential 
financial  and  registration  record  books  were  locked  in  a 
safe  and  because  detailed  information  of  nurses  currently 
licensed  in  the  state  was  available  from  the  individual 
nurses  themselves. 

As  the  result  of  this  experience  and  the  possibility  of  fire 
in  several  older  buildings  housing  state  agencies,  plans  were 
developed  immediately  to  implement  the  essential  records 
protection  program.  An  outline  of  the  goals  of  the  program 
and  of  methods  of  protecting  records  was  circulated  to  all 
agencies  in  March,  1965,  and  a  meeting  to  discuss  the  pro- 
posal was  held  a  month  later.  Because  local  disaster  seemed 
to  represent  the  greatest  hazard,  the  program  was  geared 
accordingly.  Tentative  lists  of  records  considered  to  be  essen- 
tial were  furnished  to  all  state  agencies  and  to  the  licensing 
and  examining  boards.  These  lists  were  examined  by  agency 
and  board  personnel  and  were  then  reviewed  carefully  with 
a  representative  of  the  Department  of  Archives  and  History. 
On  the  basis  of  this  review,  a  definitive  list  of  essential 
operating  records  was  developed  for  the  individual  agency 
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or  board.  The  list  showed  the  title  of  the  essential  records 
series,  the  manner  of  protection  and,  in  the  case  of  dis- 
persion, the  location  of  the  security  copy. 

By  the  end  of  the  biennium,  essential  records  of  36  state 
agencies  and  ten  licensing  and  examining  boards  had  been 
identified  and  necessary  steps  taken  to  insure  their  protec- 
tion.^» 

The  continued  emphasis  on  the  disposition  of  noncurrent 
and  inactive  records  was  reflected  in  an  increase  in  the 
workload  of  the  State  Records  Center.  Since  records  are 
received  in  the  Records  Center  as  the  result  of  schedule 
provisions,  closer  adherence  to  the  schedule  on  the  part  of 
the  agencies  brought  an  increase  in  the  number  of  acces- 
sions. During  the  biennium,  19,490  cubic  feet  of  records 
were  received  in  nearly  1,000  separate  accession  transactions 
from  56  different  agencies,  boards,  and  institutions.  The 
size  of  the  accessions  varied  from  nearly  6,000  cubic  feet 
from  the  Department  of  Revenue  to  two  volumes  of  trustee 
minutes  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Charlotte. 

While  more  records  were  being  received,  others  in  the 
custody  of  the  State  Records  Center  were  being  disposed  of 
in  accordance  with  approved  schedules.  Total  disposition 
was  8,613  cubic  feet,  of  which  7,665  cubic  feet  of  records 
were  destroyed.  The  net  gain  in  records  holdings  of  10,877 
cubic  feet  brought  the  total  holdings  to  43,791  cubic  feet.^'^ 

This  increase  in  records  holdings  was  provided  for  only 
by  an  increase  in  the  total  capacity  of  the  Records  Center. 
Sufficient  shelving  to  hold  9,072  cubic  feet  of  records  was 
added  during  the  biennium  and  with  the  erection  of  this 
shelving,  records  were  placed  on  the  first  floor  of  the  build- 
ing. At  the  end  of  the  biennium,  the  capacity  of  the  Records 
Center  was  46,121  cubic  feet,  and  shelving  to  hold  an  addi- 
tional 2,000  cubic  feet  of  records  was  on  order. 

At  the  same  time  the  volume  of  records  coming  into  the 
Records  Center  was  increasing,  the  reference  use  of  those

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records  was  moving  sharply  upward.  During  the  biennium, 
168,461  reference  services  were  performed  for  40  state  agen- 
cies and  boards.  Of  this  total,  90,576  documents  or  items  of 
information  were  furnished,  and  77,885  items  were  refiled 
or  interfiled.^^  The  most  frequently  referred  to  records  were 
those  of  the  Department  of  Revenue,  although  the  records 
of  the  State  Board  of  Education  and  the  Department  of 
Motor  Vehicles  were  also  heavily  used. 

There  were  681  visitors  to  the  State  Records  Center  to 
consult  records  during  the  biennium.  Of  these,  610  were 
from  28  state  agencies;  40  were  from  eight  federal  agencies; 
and  31  were  from  nine  institutions  and  private  agencies. 
Several  extensive  research  projects,  including  an  examina- 
tion of  Board  of  Paroles  and  Prison  Department  records  of 
inmates  on  work  release  and  with  self-inflicted  wounds,  as 
well  as  studies  of  the  development  of  school  transportation, 
welfare  programs  in  North  Carolina  during  the  New  Deal, 
and  a  biographical  study  of  W.  W.  Holden,  were  responsible 
for  many  of  the  visitors. 

During  the  biennium  84.43  tons  of  mixed  wastepaper 
and  13.4  tons  of  punched  cards  were  sold  as  the  result  of 
disposal  activities,  with  total  receipts  of  $1,046. 

The  Microfilm  Project  continued  to  emphasize  quality 
filming.  Records  of  25  state  agencies  or  institutions  were 
microfilmed  either  to  conserve  space  or  to  provide  a  security 
copy.  In  all,  2,971,327  images  were  filmed  on  1,839  reels  of 
negative  microfilm.  At  the  same  time,  508  reels  of  positive 
microfilm  were  checked,  and  788  reels  of  checks  and  ledger 
sheets  filmed  by  the  State  Treasurer's  Office  were  read  by 
the  section. 22  Approximately  50  per  cent  of  the  available 
time  in  the  Microfilm  Project  was  spent  in  preparing  ma- 
terial for  filming;  preparation  varied  from  a  complete  re- 
arrangement of  the  material,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Budget 
Division  records,  to  the  verification  of  the  completeness  of 
a  numerical  file,  as  in  the  case  of  the  withdrawn  files  of  the 
Teachers'  and  State  Employees'  Retirement  System.

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Filming  to  provide  a  security  copy  occupied  much  of  the 
time  of  the  Microfilm  Project.  Minute  books  of  several 
boards  and  commissions  were  filmed,  and  filming  of  the 
Secretary  of  State's  Land  Grant  Books  was  begun.  Filming  of 
current  account  cards  of  the  Teachers'  and  State  Employees' 
Retirement  System  for  two  additional  years  was  completed. 
The  most  significant  microfilming  project  for  security  pur- 
poses involved  the  original  birth  certificates  filed  with  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  1913-1945.  After  1945  the  certificates 
were  filmed  for  the  federal  government;  but  before  that 
date,  the  records  were  not  adequately  protected.  In  con- 
nection with  a  rebinding  project,  the  earlier  records  were 
being  filmed;  the  project  required  more  than  a  year  and 
was  only  about  one  third  completed. 

During  the  last  six  months  of  the  biennium,  the  negative 
copies  of  microfilm  retained  by  the  Microfilm  Project  since 
1952  were  spot-checked  to  determine  the  extent  of  aging 
blemishes.  These  blemishes  recently  appeared  on  negative 
microfilm  stored  under  conditions  of  heat  and  high  humid- 
ity. A  considerable  number  of  reels  of  State  Records  film 
were  found  to  be  blemished,  particularly  those  that  were 
processed  in  1952  and  1953.  A  review  was  begun  of  all  film, 
and  eventually  each  reel  will  be  identified  as  security  or 
permanent  arcliival  fihn  or  as  a  use  copy.  Some  of  the  film 
will  be  disposed  of  since  the  records  that  were  microfilmed 
were  later  scheduled  for  destruction.  Permanent  film  will 
be  transferred  to  the  Security  Vault  when  the  proposed  new 
Archives  and  History-State  Library  Building  is  completed. 

The  future  will,  in  all  probability,  bring  continued  growth 
and  added  maturity  to  the  state  records  program.  The  in- 
creased work  load  in  the  State  Records  Center— an  increase 
over  which  the  department  has  little  control— is  straining 
the  space  and  personnel  allocated  to  this  function.  Quality, 
rather  than  quantity,  will  continue  to  be  the  goal  of  the 
Microfilm  Project.  Constant  updating  of  records  retention 
and  disposition  schedules  is  an  immediate  objective.  Both 
the  workshops  and  individual  surveys  and  installations  will 
continue  to  improve  the  records  and  paper-work  systems  of 
state  agencies. 
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The  essential  records  program  will  be  completed  for  all 
agencies  separately  and  will  then  be  reviewed  as  a  whole  to 
develop  a  co-ordinated  plan.  All  in  all,  the  future  promises 
a  period  of  significant  development  for  the  state  records 
program. 

Local  Records  Section 

In  1959  the  General  Assembly  passed  legislation  directing 
the  department  "to  formulate  and  execute  a  program  of  in- 
ventorying, repairing,  and  microfilming  in  the  counties  for 
security  purposes  those  official  records  of  the  several  coun- 
ties which  the  department  determines  have  permanent  value, 
and  of  providing  safe  storage  for  microfilm  copies  of  such 
records."  Funds  appropriated  in  the  same  year  enabled  the 
creation  of  the  County  Records  Section  within  the  Division 
of  Archives  and  Manuscripts.  Subsequent  developments  led 
to  the  extension  of  the  program  to  municipal  records  and 
the  name  of  the  unit  was  changed  to  the  Local  Records 
Section. 

The  section  staff  grew  to  14i/^  full-time  employees,  in- 
cluding the  assistant  state  archivist  for  local  records  (pay- 
roll title:  records  management  consultant  II),  two  archivists 
II,  three  archivists  I,  two  clerks  IV,  two  clerks  III,  three 
clerks  II,  one  clerk  II  (part-time),  and  one  stenographer  II. 
An  additional  clerk  IV  (document  restorer)  is  attached  to 
the  section  for  supervisory  purposes. 

Work  continued  on  the  microfilm  program  to  provide 
security  for  county  records  of  permanent  value.  Prior  to 
microfilming  records  in  a  county,  inventories  are  taken  of 
the  records  of  each  office  and  schedules  of  retention  and 
disposal  are  prepared  and  distributed  to  all  county  officials 
having  public  records  in  their  custody.  At  the  end  of  the 
biennium  work  had  been  completed  in  58  counties  and  was 
nearing  completion  in  two  more.  In  54  of  these  counties 
all  work  was  done  by  Local  Records  Section  microfilmers, 
while  in  six  counties  microfilming  was  done  by  county 
operators  with  departmental  assistance,  as  described  below. 
All  work  by  section  microfilmers  and  all  assistance  given  to 
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Members  of  the  Local  Records  Section  staff  are  shown  arranging  and 
describing  incoming  original  records  from  the  counties  and  proofreading 
and  splicing  microfilm.  Millions  of  individual  documents  and  thousands  of 
reels  of  microfilm  are  handled  each  year. 


counties  microfilming  their  own  records  are  at  state  expense. 
Staff  members  conducted  records  inventories  in  all  offices 
of  Buncombe,  Franklin,  Randolph,  Richmond,  Rutherford, 
Warren,  Wayne,  Rockingham,  Iredell,  Sampson,  Moore, 
Stokes,  Cabarrus,  Robeson,  and  Haywood  counties,  in  the 
order  named.  Using  The  County  Records  Manual,  1962, 
as  a  guide,  the  inventories,  with  schedules  of  retention  and 
disposal,  were  written  up  and  distributed  to  county  officials 
concerned.^^ 

The  inventories  and  schedules  serve  a  three-fold  purpose: 
(1)  They  provide  an  up-to-date  inventory  of  the  records  of 
a  county  found  in  the  State  Archives  and  in  each  county 
office;  (2)  they  furnish  custodians  a  convenient  and  legal 
guide  for  the  disposal  of  records  of  no  further  administrative

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value;  and  (3)  they  indicate  which  records  are  included  in 
the  security  microfilm  program.  In  addition,  they  are  also 
of  considerable  value  to  historians,  genealogists,  and  others 
doing  research  in  county  records. 

Following  completion  of  the  inventory,  cameramen— 
usually  two  for  each  county— set  up  equipment  in  the  court- 
house and  microfilm  all  records  classified  as  permanently 
valuable.  These  include  deeds  and  other  land  records,  mar- 
riage records,  armed  forces  discharges,  court  minutes  and 
judgment  dockets,  special  proceedings  and  orders  and  decrees, 
wills  and  all  other  records  concerning  settlements  of  estates, 
selected  tax  records,  minutes  of  the  board  of  county  com- 
missioners and  other  county  boards,  indexes  to  vital  statistics, 
and  many  other  records  of  historical  significance. 

The  arrangement  previously  agreed  upon  by  the  depart- 
ment and  officials  of  Guilford  and  Mecklenburg,  whereby 
these  counties  microfilm  their  own  records,  continued  in 
effect.  The  department  inventoried  and  scheduled  their 
records,  furnished  half  of  the  film  required,  inspected,  stored, 
and  serviced  the  security  microfilm  copies.  An  agreement 
was  made  with  Buncombe  County  to  accept  security  copies 
of  records  microfilmed  by  the  county.  Staff  personnel  in- 
ventoried and  scheduled  the  records  of  all  Buncombe  County 
offices  and  advised  and  assisted  the  records  administrator. 
A  number  of  counties  were  microfilming  current  records  and 
obtaining  page  copies  for  recording  purposes.  Hall  and 
McChesney,  Inc.,  Greensboro,  which  processed  the  film  for 
these  counties,  transferred  772  reels  of  negatives  of  21 
counties  to  the  department  for  security  storage. 

In  the  17  counties  in  which  microfilming  was  completed 
during  the  biennium  or  was  still  in  progress,  17,600  volumes 
(8,533  reels)  were  filmed.^*  Since  1959,  when  the  microfilm 
program  began,  46,561  volumes  (21,719  reels)  had  been 
filmed  by  section  and  county  microfilmers.  These  figures 
include  microfilms  from  the  60  counties  in  which  all  perma- 
nently valuable  records  had  been  or  were  being  filmed,  as 
well  as  the  microfilms  received  from  Hall  and  McChesney, 
Inc. 


For  statistical  data  on  microfilming,  see  Appendix  XX,  p.   182. 
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The  practice  of  microfilming  as  many  permanently 
valuable  municipal  and  church  records  as  possible  while 
working  in  a  county  was  continued.  By  so  doing  security 
is  being  provided  for  the  records  and  invaluable  North 
Carolina  history  is  being  collected  and  preserved.  There  was 
a  growing  awareness  among  churchmen  as  to  the  value  of 
this  service  and  the  number  of  churches  availing  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  to  have  their  records  microfilmed  is 
growing.2^ 

After  having  been  processed,  master  negatives  of  all 
records  microfilmed  are  delivered  to  the  section  for  in- 
spection. Operators  are  directed  to  remicrofilm  any  pages 
or  sections  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  corrections  are 
spliced  into  the  original  reels.  Positive  copies  are  prepared 
of  those  records  which  experience  has  indicated  will  be  in 
demand  for  research  purposes.  Master  negatives  are  finally 
labeled,  listed,  and  filed.  They  are  not  available  to  the 
public,  but  are  stored  for  security.  In  the  event  of  loss  or 
damage  to  an  original  record,  the  department  will  be  able 
to  supply  a  copy  at  cost.  Positive  copies  are  labeled,  cataloged, 
and  filed  in  the  Search  Room  where  they  are  available  to 
the  public.-'^ 

Under  the  terms  of  an  agreement  negotiated  in  December, 
1959,  most  of  the  film  used  in  the  local  records  program  was 
purchased  from  the  Genealogical  Society  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah. 
Most  of  the  film  used  by  section  microfilmers  was  processed 
by  the  department's  Microfilm  Processing  Laboratory,  while 
film  used  by  county  operators  was  processed  by  commercial 
companies.  The  practice  of  shipping  all  microfilm  negatives 
of  records  of  research  value  to  the  Genealogical  Society  for 
preparation  of  additional  copies  for  research  was  continued. 
The  society  prepared  one  copy  for  the  department,  one  for 
its  own  genealogical  library,  and  one  for  storage  in  its 
underground  vault  near  Salt  Lake  City.  The  agreement  with 
the  society  results  in  considerable  financial  saving  to  the

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state  and  provides  added  security  for  the  more  valuable 
records  by  having  copies  stored  in  Utah. 

The  repair  of  old  records  continued  to  be  an  important 
and  highly  appreciated  part  of  the  local  records  program. 
During  inventories  of  county  records,  those  of  permanent 
value  in  need  of  repair  are  transferred  temporarily  to  the 
Document  Restoration  Laboratory  where  they  are  restored 
by  a  process  of  deacidification  and  lamination.  In  all,  135,573 
pages  of  county  records  were  restored  during  the  biennium. 
Under  contract  with  the  Heckman  Bindery,  Inc.,  North 
Manchester,  Indiana,  423  volumes  were  rebound.  Restoration 
work  is  done  at  state  expense. ^'^ 

County  officials  continued  to  transfer  to  the  department 
large  quantities  of  historically  valuable  records  no  longer 
in  current  administrative  use.  During  the  biennium  754 
volumes  and  426.6  cubic  feet  of  unbound  records  were 
received  from  28  counties  as  follows  (the  first  parenthetical 
number  refers  to  volumes  and  the  second  to  unbound 
records)  :  Beaufort  (35  and  0.5) ,  Buncombe  (46  and  39), 
Bute  (1  and  0)  (received  from  Warren  County),  Cabarrus 
(2  and  39),  Chowan  (4  and  8.4),  Forsyth  (0  and  14.7), 
Franklin  (3  and  0)  ,  Gates  (4  and  0.1)  ,  Harnett  (6  and  7.2), 
Haywood  (61  and  42.5) ,  Iredell  (18  and  0) ,  Johnston  (1 
and  0),  Jones  (0  and  0.8),  Madison  (22  and  0),  Montgomery 
(83  and  8.1),  Moore  (16  and  24.5),  Perquimans  (62  and  36), 
Randolph  (1  and  0),  Richmond  (21  and  13.6),  Robeson 
(32  and  41.3),  Rockingham  (101  and  35.2),  Rutherford 
(59  and  1.8) ,  Sampson  (77  and  14.3),  Stokes  (4  and  0.5), 
Transylvania  (0  and  0.3),  Wake  (1  and  0)  (received  from 
Granville  County),  Warren  (25  and  15.6),  Wayne  (69  and 
83.3)  .  All  of  the  bound  volumes  were  repaired  as  necessary, 
cataloged,  and  accessioned.  The  bulk  of  the  unbound  records, 
however,  remains  to  be  prepared  for  accessioning.  At  the  end 
of  the  biennium  county  records  in  the  archives  totaled  4,959 
volumes  and  3,117  cubic  feet  of  unbound  material. 

Of  the  records  received  during  the  biennium  and  prior 
thereto,   784  volumes   and   516   document   cases   of  county

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records  were  appraised,  repaired  as  necessary,  arranged, 
described  (cataloged) ,  and  transferred  to  the  archives  for 
public  use.^^  Among  the  most  significant  achievements  during 
the  period  was  the  completion  of  work  on  223  document  cases 
of  records  from  Perquimans  and  120  cases  from  Tyrrell. 
Records  from  both  counties  date  back  to  the  early  eighteenth 
century.  At  the  end  of  the  period  work  was  in  progress  on 
large  groups  received  from  Brunswick,  Franklin,  Stokes, 
and  Wilkes  counties. 

Included  among  the  records  management  functions  as- 
signed by  statute  (G.S.  132-8.1)  is  the  program  of  inventory- 
ing and  scheduling  records,  restoring  those  in  need  of  repair, 
and  microfilming  for  security  those  of  permanent  value; 
major  emphasis  was  placed  on  that  area.  At  least  until  the 
first  phase  of  the  program  has  been  completed  in  all  counties 
in  the  state,  other  aspects  of  records  management  must  to 
some  extent  be  given  secondary  consideration.  Counties  and 
municipalities  will,  to  the  extent  practicable,  however,  be 
assisted  in  solving  their  problems  related  to  records  creation, 
utilization,  and  preservation. 

The  inspection,  splicing,  labeling,  cataloging,  and  filing 
of  microfilm,  and  the  appraisal,  arrangement  (in  folders 
and  document  cases),  cataloging,  and  filing  of  unbound 
records  are  slow  and  tedious  operations.  The  veritable  flood 
of  both  microfilm  and  original  records  received  was  so  great 
that  it  was  impossible  to  keep  up  to  date  in  arranging  and 
filing  them. 

The  enactment  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Judicial 
Department  Act  of  1965  will  profoundly  affect  the  section 
and  will  greatly  increase  its  work  load.  In  the  implementation 
of  the  act  plans  are  being  developed  in  the  Administrative 
Office  of  the  Courts  to  set  up  a  standard  system  of  microfilm 
recording  in  the  offices  of  all  clerks  of  superior  court  and 
to  require  that  security  microfilm  copies  be  stored  in  the 
department.  Furthermore,  tentative  plans  call  for  the  transfer 
of  original  records  to  the  department  after  periods  of  time

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yet  to  be  determined  for  each  type  of  record.  While  the 
impact  of  the  transfer  of  these  newly  created  records  will 
not  be  felt  for  some  time,  it  is  anticipated  that  transfers  of 
old  records  in  offices  of  the  clerks  will  be  greatly  accelerated 
in  order  to  provide  the  much  needed  space  required  to 
service  the  new  system  of  courts.  The  transfer  of  microfilm 
to  the  department  will  begin  in  December,  1966,  with  an 
ever  increasing  volume  thereafter. 

Rapid  developments  in  techniques  and  equipment  used 
in  data  recording,  processing,  and  retrieval  pose  many  prob- 
lems in  the  field  of  records  management.  Local  officials  are 
often  in  a  quandary  as  to  the  wisdom  of  installing  expensive 
systems  which  may  shortly  become  obsolete.  If  the  depart- 
ment is  to  carry  out  effectively  its  records  management 
functions  as  required  by  statute,  much  more  time  and  effort 
must  be  spent  by  section  personnel  in  keeping  abreast  of  new 
trends  and  developments  in  these  important  areas. 

Very  little  was  done  in  the  field  of  municipal  records.  The 
accelerated  growth  of  many  of  the  cities  and  towns  in  the 
state,  with  consequent  proliferation  of  their  official  records, 
rapidly  increased  the  extent  and  variety  of  their  records 
problems.  Here  again  personnel  considerations  limited  the 
assistance  which  the  section  was  able  to  render  municipal 
officials,  but  greater  efforts  in  this  direction  are  essential  if 
the  department  is  to  carry  out  its  assigned  records  manage- 
ment functions. 

The  assistant  state  archivist  for  local  records  continued 
to  attend  the  annual  conventions  of  various  state  associations 
of  local  officials  and  to  address  the  conventions  briefly  on  the 
various  aspects  of  the  local  records  program.  He  continued 
the  practice  of  visiting  as  many  counties  as  possible  in  order 
to  become  better  acquainted  with  county  officials  and  their 
problems.  He  and  members  of  the  staff  made  109  such 
visits.^^  The  conventions  and  visits  to  the  counties  were  not 
only  of  great  value  to  the  department,  but  they  served  to 
acquaint  local  government  officials  with  the  functions  and 
facilities  of  the  department.  They  helped  to  create  a  feeling

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of  mutual    understanding   and   respect   which    contributed 
greatly  to  the  success  of  the  local  records  program. 

As  in  the  past  years,  the  great  needs  of  the  section  are  more 
space  and  employees.  Some  space  relief— though  not  enough 
—will  be  available  when  the  new  building  is  completed. 
Additional  staff  members,  required  to  carry  out  more  effec- 
tively the  statutory  responsibilities  for  local  records  manage- 
ment and  preservation,  will  be  more  difficult  to  obtain.  Yet 
records  and  the  problems  of  records  increase  each  year,  and 
only  through  an  expansion  of  the  local  records  program  can 
the  department  keep  up  the  pace  that  it  has  set  during  the 
past  seven  years. 

Newspaper  Microfilming  Project 

The  Newspaper  Microfilming  Project,  begun  in  1959,  all 
but  completed  during  the  current  biennium  the  filming  of 
extant  newspapers  published  in  North  Carolina  prior  to 
1901.  The  few  exceptions  include  the  Fayetteville  Observer, 
which  will  be  completed  during  the  summer  of  1966,  and  a 
few  papers  that  are  still  being  published.  In  addition,  many 
extinct  papers  published  after  1900  had  been  filmed.  In  all, 
more  than  1,000  reels  of  North  Carolina  newspapers  from 
1751  to  the  present  are  now  available  for  researchers.  In 
addition  to  the  positives  available  in  the  State  Archives, 
copies  of  most  titles  had  been  purchased  by  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  and  East  Carolina  College 
at  Greenville,  and  many  had  been  purchased  by  other 
libraries  and  individuals.  Thus  within  seven  years  the  vast 
store  of  information  contained  in  newspapers  covering  a 
two-hundred-year  period  was  made  available  for  research. 
Previously  these  papers  were  accessible  only  in  scores  of 
repositories  scattered  throughout  the  country.  Now  historians 
can  do  their  newspaper  research  without  leaving  the  state. 
Perhaps  no  project  ever  undertaken  by  the  department  is  of 
more  significance  to  the  historical  profession. 

A  96-page  third  edition  of  the  booklet.  North  Carolina 
Newspapers  on  Microfilm,  edited  by  the  state  archivist  and 
Mr.  Julius  H.  Avant,  was  published  on  April  1,  1965.  This 
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checklist  contains  all  titles  which  had  been  microfilmed  at 
that  time,  and  Appendix  XXII  of  this  biennial  report  lists 
those  that  were  filmed  since  that  date.  Worthy  of  particular 
note  is  the  Progressive  Farmer,  1886-1909,  which  was  filmed 
as  a  memorial  to  the  late  Clarence  H.  Poe,  editor  of  the 
weekly  magazine  from  1899  to  1953  and  chairman  of  the 
board  of  directors  until  his  death  in  1964.  The  Tarborough 
Southerner,  and  its  predecessor,  the  Halifax  Free  Press,  one 
of  the  oldest  papers  in  continuous  publication,  was  filmed 
for  the  years  1824-1910.  The  Washington  Progress,  1887- 
1917,  1919-1924,  and  1942-1946,  was  also  filmed,  as  were 
the  several  Raleigh  newspapers  which  were  eventually 
merged  into  the  Neius  and  Observer. 

The  Raleigh  Register,  1799-1886,  was  the  first  newspaper 
filmed  under  the  program  in  1959.  Because  the  quality  of 
the  microfilm  edition  does  not  measure  up  to  present  self- 
imposed  standards,  this  title  will  be  refilmed.  Subsequently 
attention  will  be  turned  to  the  filming  of  the  twentieth- 
century  newspapers.  Plans  also  call  for  the  compilation  of 
a  union  list  of  North  Carolina  newspapers,  1901-1950,  as 
a  companion  to  the  Union  List  of  North  Carolina  News- 
papers, 1751-1900,  which  was  published  in  1963. 

Civil  War  Roster  Project 

Upon  termination  of  the  North  Carolina  Confederate 
Centennial  Commission  on  June  30,  1965,  the  Civil  War 
Roster  Project  was  transferred  to  the  State  Department  of 
Archives  and  History. 

The  1965  General  Assembly  appropriated  $25,000  to 
carry  the  project  through  the  biennium,  contingent  upon 
dollar-for-dollar  matching  funds  from  private  sources.  A 
solicitation  campaign  was  conducted  late  in  1965  by  the 
Roster  Advisory  Committee,  headed  by  State  Senator  Hector 
MacLean  of  Lumberton,  and  more  than  $10,000  was  raised. 
This  amount,  added  to  the  matching  funds  and  monies 
carried  over  from  the  previous  year,  enabled  the  project 
to  continue.  The  funds  available,  however,  permitted  the 
printing  of  only  Volume  I  of  North  Carolina  Troops, 
1861-1865 :  A  Roster,  which  came  from  the  presses  of  North 
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Carolina  State  University  Print  Shop  in  June,  1966.  This 
691 -page  volume  with  a  comprehensive  index  carries  service 
records  of  approximately  10,000  North  Carolinians  who 
served  in  Confederate  artillery  units.  Also  provided  is  a 
brief  sketch  of  each  unit.  Because  of  the  cost  involved,  only 
1,000  copies  were  printed. 

The  compiler,  Dr.  Louis  H.  Manarin,  and  his  wife,  Mrs. 
Jo  Ann  Manarin,  continued  their  research  in  the  records  of 
the  National  Archives  in  Washington.  Basic  research  for  the 
second  volume,  covering  the  cavalry,  was  completed,  and 
work  is  in  progress  on  the  infantry  units.  Although  funds 
are  available  to  carry  the  project  through  the  fiscal  year 
1966-1967  on  a  reduced  basis,  they  will  be  insufficient  to 
finance  the  publication  of  the  second  volume.  The  1967 
General  Assembly  will  be  asked  to  provide  appropriations 
to  permit  a  full-scale  resumption  of  the  research  and  publi- 
cation of  the  estimated  eleven  additional  volumes. 

Card  abstracts  of  the  records  pertaining  to  each  soldier 
are  being  preserved  and  will  be  transferred  to  the  State 
Archives  for  the  use  of  researchers. 

Microfilm  Processing  Laboratory 

Microfilm  processed  during  the  biennium  totaled  11,479 
reels  amounting  to  1,128,970  linear  feet,  as  follows:  2,823 
reels  (274,355  feet)  of  16  mm.  negatives;  5,814  reels  (573,530 
feet)  of  35  mm.  negatives;  488  reels  (48,600  feet)  of  16  mm. 
positives;  and  2,354  reels  (232,485  feet)  of  35  mm.  positives.^*^ 
Since  the  processing  equipment  was  installed  in  1961,  24,584 
reels  totaling  2,410,702  feet  had  been  produced.  The  labora- 
tory continues  to  occupy  the  ill-suited  basement  of  the  Old 
YMCA  Building. 

Document  Restoration  Laboratory 

The  Document  Restoration  Laboratory  laminated  by  the 
Barrow  process  193,703  pages  of  deteriorating  papers.^^  Of

these,  135,573  pages  were  county  records,  34,060  pages  were 
non-county  materials  in  the  archives,  and  24,070  pages  were 
private  materials  laminated  for  individuals  and  institutions 
for  a  fee.  The  developer  of  the  laminating  procedure,  Mr. 
William  J.  Barrow  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  continued  to 
advise  the  staff  on  latest  progress  in  the  field  of  document 
preservation. 

Professional  Personnel  and  Their  Activities 

Salary  increases,  several  position  reclassifications,  and  an 
increasing  professional  interest  all  contributed  to  a  reason- 
ably stable  staff  and  improved  morale.  No  doubt  the  Society 
of  American  Archivists'  first  Distinguished  Service  Award  in 
1964,  described  above,  had  a  good  effect  upon  both  the 
attitude  and  proficiency  of  staff  members,  and  more  em- 
ployees than  ever  before  participated  in  professional  activ- 
ities. 

While  attendance  at  national  meetings  is  necessarily 
limited  to  top  supervisory  personnel,  the  department  co- 
operated with  the  Society  of  American  Archivists  and  the 
National  Archives  and  Records  Service  in  holding  in  Raleigh 
on  April  16,  1966,  a  Symposium  on  Archival  Administration, 
which  was  attended  by  all  professional  staff  members  of  the 
division  and  by  a  large  number  of  other  interested  persons  in 
North  Carolina.  Several  members  of  the  staff  had  a  part  on 
the  program.  Nine  archivists  attended  the  Tri-State  Archives 
and  Records  Conference,  sponsored  by  the  same  organiza- 
tions, in  Atlanta,  May  20-21,  1966.  Several  staff  members 
took  extension  courses  in  North  Carolina  history  through  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill. 

The  state  archivist.  Dr.  H.  G.  Jones,  continued  as  treasurer 
of  the  Society  of  American  Archivists.  He  also  served  as  a 
staff  member  of  the  Governor's  Commission  on  Library 
Resources  and  as  a  member  of  the  American  Association  of 
State  Librarians'  Joint  Committee  on  State  and  Local  His- 
tory. On  May  9-14,  1966,  he  was  one  of  two  North  Carolina 
delegates  attending  the  Extraordinary  Congress  of  the  Inter- 
national   Council    on    Archives    in    Washington,    D.C.    He 
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attended  the  eight  meetings  of  the  council  of  the  Society  of 
American  Archivists  and  the  society's  two  annual  meetings, 
the  annual  meetings  each  of  the  American  Historical  As- 
sociation and  the  Organization  of  American  Historians,  and 
the  1965  meeting  of  the  Southern  Historical  Association. 
He  spoke  or  read  papers  at  meetings  of  the  Society  of 
American  Archivists  in  New  York  City,  October  6,  1965; 
the  Northeast  Alabama  Genealogical  Society  in  Gadsden, 
Alabama,  March  13,  1966;  and  the  Tri-State  Archives  and 
Records  Conference  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  May  20,  1966.  He 
received  the  degree  of  doctor  of  philosophy  from  Duke 
University  in  June,  1965,  his  dissertation  topic  being  "The 
Public  Archives  of  North  Carolina,  1663-1903."  A  revised 
version  of  the  dissertation  will  be  published  by  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  Press  in  September,  1966,  under  the 
title  For  History's  Sake:  The  Preservation  and  Publication 
of  North  Carolina  History,  1663-1903. 

Mr.  C.  F.  W.  Coker,  assistant  state  archivist  for  archives, 
attended  the  1965  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  of  American 
Archivists  in  New  York  City. 

Mr.  T.  W.  Mitchell,  assistant  state  archivist  for  state 
records,  spoke  at  an  institute  on  university  archives  conducted 
by  the  University  of  Illinois  Graduate  School  of  Library 
Science  at  Allerton  Park,  Illinois,  in  November,  1964,  and 
he  also  participated  in  a  symposium  on  archival  management 
in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  November,  1965. 

Admiral  A.  M.  Patterson,  assistant  state  archivist  for  local 
records,  read  a  paper  at  the  annual  convention  of  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  County  Recorders  and  Clerks  in  San 
Diego,  California,  in  July,  1965.  He  attended  and  spoke  at 
a  number  of  meetings  of  associations  of  North  Carolina 
county  officials,  appeared  before  several  civic  clubs,  and 
attended  the  1964  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  of  American 
Archivists  in  Austin,  Texas.  In  June,  1966,  he  was  elected 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Historical  Matters  of  the 
Presbyterian  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Messrs.  James  O.  Hall  and  Donald  R.  Lennon,  archivists 
II,  participated  in  the  Institute  on  Archival  Administration, 
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sponsored  by  the  American  University  and  the  National 
Archives,  in  1965  and  1966,  respectively. 

Mr.  Donald  E.  Horton,  photographer  II,  attended  the  two 
annual  meetings  of  the  National  Microfilm  Association. 

Miss  Beth  G.  Crabtree,  archivist  II,  was  assigned  tempo- 
rarily to  the  Department  of  Administration,  December  1, 
1965-June  30,  1966,  to  assist  in  a  special  research  project  on 
the  history  of  the  Governor's  Mansion. 

Summary 

For  nearly  two  decades  the  department's  biennial  reports 
have  stressed  the  need  for  adequate  space  in  which  to  carry 
on  its  programs.  Perhaps  the  greatest  sufferer  in  this  respect 
was  the  Division  of  Archives  and  Manuscripts  which  had 
not  only  insufficient  space  but  also  ill-designed  space  for  the 
preservation  of  the  state's  documentary  heritage.  The  delay 
in  the  construction  of  the  new  Archives  and  History-State 
Library  Building,  for  which  funds  were  appropriated  in 
1963,  therefore,  was  a  serious  handicap  to  the  division.  A 
detailed  account  of  these  hardships  need  not  be  repeated,  for 
it  appears  graphically  in  previous  reports.  It  is  sufficient  to 
report  that  the  crowded  conditions  in  the  work  areas,  in  the 
Search  Room,  and  in  the  stacks  became  even  more  serious. 
The  reports  of  progress  made  in  the  past  biennium,  there- 
fore, should  be  viewed  in  the  light  of  unsatisfactory  physical 
facilities  which  only  the  new  building  can  remedy.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  this  lament  over  space  and  facilities  will  be 
the  last  to  appear  in  these  biennial  reports. 

For  the  record,  one  specific  problem  relating  to  physical 
facilities  should  be  mentioned.  Because  of  the  design  of  the 
present  archives  storage  areas,  excessive  heat  builds  up  in 
the  stacks  during  the  winter.  This  problem  suddenly  became 
frightening  during  the  biennium  when  the  entire  archival 
profession  became  aware  of  the  development  of  "blemishes" 
or  microscopic  spots  on  negative  microfilm  housed  in  condi- 
tions of  excessive  heat  and  humidity.  Although  an  intensive 
inspection  program  satisfied  the  department  that  its  holdings 
had  suffered  relatively  little  from  this  malady,  the  National 
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Bureau  of  Standards  urged  that  all  master  copies  of  microfilm 
be  moved  out  of  the  stacks.  Accordingly,  more  than  15,000 
reels  of  master  negatives  were  removed  to  a  room  adjacent 
to  the  Museum  of  History  where  conditions  are  more  favor- 
able but  not  completely  satisfactory.  The  room  was  not  large 
enough,  however,  to  accommodate  all  of  the  negatives,  and 
some  remain  in  the  overheated  stack  areas.  Latest  investi- 
gation into  the  causes  of  the  blemishes  led  to  a  revision  of  the 
temperature  and  humidity  controls  being  specified  for  the 
security  vault  beneath  the  projected  new  building.  Even  so, 
there  is  serious  danger  that  further  damage  will  occur  during 
the  next  two  winters  while  the  building  is  under  construc- 
tion. Not  only  is  an  investment  of  a  million  dollars  tied  up 
in  the  microfilm,  but  the  30,000  reels  of  archival  film  contain 
many  documents  no  longer  accessible  in  the  originals.  The 
delays  in  construction  of  the  new  building  thus  not  only 
had  caused  efficiency  and  service  to  suffer,  but  may  have 
inflicted  heavy  tangible  financial  losses  upon  the  state,  not 
to  mention  the  possible  loss  of  irreplaceable  records. 

If  the  new  building  can  become  a  reality,  a  whole  new 
era  in  the  preservation  of  North  Carolina  history  can  be 
inaugurated.  Though  the  division  will  acquire  only  approxi- 
mately 35  per  cent  of  the  space  that  it  needs,  better  use  can 
be  made  of  that  space,  properly  laid  out  and  equipped.  Staff 
efficiency  can  increase,  the  records— though  still  crowded- 
will  be  given  greater  protection  from  natural  and  artificial 
elements,  and  greater  comfort  and  convenience  can  be 
offered  to  researchers.  The  additional  facilities  will  not 
eliminate  other  needs;  in  fact,  they  will  increase  the  need 
for  additional  personnel.  But  of  greater  significance  is  the 
fact  that  present  staff  members  will  be  able  to  accomplish 
more  and  better  work  simply  by  having  adequate  and 
properly-designed  space  in  which  to  do  their  work  and  in 
which  to  care  for  the  records.  Thus,  while  problems  will 
continue,  the  improved  morale  and  effectiveness  of  the  staff 
will  facilitate  their  solution. 

Shelving  accommodating  9,072  cubic  feet  of  additional 
records  was  installed  in  the  first  floor  of  the  State  Records 
Center.  Even  so,  at  the  end  of  the  biennium  the  capacity  of 
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available  shelving  was  almost  reached  and  shelving  to  ac- 
commodate an  additional  2,000  cubic  feet  had  been  ordered. 
With  the  continuing  rise  in  the  total  records  holdings  of  state 
agencies,  renovation  of  the  first  floor  of  the  building  will  be 
required  to  permit  more  economical  use  of  the  space,  includ- 
ing the  installation  of  more  shelving.  A  request  for  funds  for 
this  purpose  will  be  made  to  the  1967  General  Assembly. 
If  authorized,  this  alteration  may  give  the  Records  Center 
adequate  space  for  the  next  six  to  ten  years  after  which, 
based  upon  present  trends,  the  absolute  capacity  ^vill  have 
been  reached. 

Increasing  attention  is  being  given  in  the  division  to  the 
need  for  better  training  of  the  professional  personnel.  In 
addition  to  a  bachelor's  degree,  new  employees  are  now 
required  to  have  taken  a  college-level  course  in  North 
Carolina  history,  or,  lacking  such  a  course,  they  are  required 
to  complete  a  correspondence  course  through  the  University 
of  North  Carolina.  The  business  of  the  division  is  North 
Carolina  history;  its  employees  are  expected  to  be  North 
Carolina  historians  as  well  as  archivists.  A  more  difficult 
problem,  however,  is  that  of  furnishing  archival  training. 
Only  three  universities  in  the  United  States  now  offer  regular 
courses  in  archives  administration.  As  a  step  toward  remedy- 
ing this  need,  two  courses  will  be  given  in  1966-1967  by 
North  Carolina  State  University,  in  co-operation  with  the 
department;  these  will  be  open  to  a  limited  number  of  pres- 
ent staff  members.  While  an  archivist  evolves  through 
experience,  it  is  hoped  that  these  courses  will  make  on-the- 
job  experience  more  meaningful  by  giving  staff  members  a 
foundation  in  the  history,  nature,  principles,  and  practices 
of  the  profession.  It  is  also  hoped  that  this  provision  for 
training  will  lead  to  an  upgrading  of  the  professional  posi- 
tions enabling  the  division  to  attract  graduate  students  with 
a  knowledge  of  and  experience  in  original  research. 

In  retrospect,  the  1964-1966  biennium  was  the  most  fruit- 
ful, statistically,  in  the  history  of  the  division.  With  the 
prospect  of  a  new  building,  improved  training  opportunities 
for  the  staff,  and  increased  accessions,  the  future  augurs  well. 


DIVISION  OF  HISTORIC  SITES 
W.  S.  Tarlton^  Historic  Sites  Superintendent 

Two  years  ago  the  division  had  just  been  reorganized  both 
as  to  central  office  staff  and  the  administration  of  the  historic 
site  projects.  The  Raleigh  staff  is  now  larger  than  before, 
with  eight  executive  and  professional  positions,  and  it  is 
better  organized.  The  field  projects  are  each  in  the  im- 
mediate charge  of  an  on-site  manager  (historic  site  assistant) , 
responsible  to  the  operations  manager  in  Raleigh.  Adminis- 
tration of  the  field  projects  thus  is  more  centralized  than 
before. 

These  arrangements,  which  were  new  two  years  ago,  have 
had  a  full  term  in  which  to  demonstrate  their  value.  On  the 
whole  the  results  are  favorable.  In  the  central  staff  more 
structuring  is  becoming  necessary,  as  now  seven  key  staff 
members  are  responsible  directly  to  the  superintendent.  This 
number  should  not  become  greater;  perhaps  it  should  be 
reduced  in  the  future.  The  same  might  be  said  about 
properties  administration.  Thirteen  project  administrators 
are  responsible  to  one  individual  (the  operations  manager), 
and  this  overloads  the  supervisor.  As  new  projects  are  added, 
relief  will  be  necessary  through  structuring  and  tightening 
the  organization. 

The  historic  sites  program  has  continued  to  grow.  The 
division  is  responsible  for  twelve  state  historic  sites,  two 
more  than  two  years  ago.  (A  thirteenth,  Somerset  Place 
plantation,  joins  the  program  as  of  July  1,  1966.)  Several 
sites  added  visitor  center-museums  or  other  major  capital 
improvements;  visitation  increased  approximately  80  per 
cent  over  the  preceding  biennium;  the  operating  budget 
grew  from  $200,983  in  1963-1964  to  $262,890  in  1966- 
1967;  and  the  staff  increased  by  30  per  cent  to  a  total  of  26 
persons.  A  remarkable  rise  in  the  general  level  of  activity 
and  work  should  also  be  noted.  The  staff  is  much  busier  with 
routine  operational  matters  than  formerly.  There  are  no 
longer  any  slack  seasons. 
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The  1965  General  Assembly  appropriated  for  capital  im- 
provements a  total  of  $161,300.  As  heretofore,  $10,000  was 
provided  in  the  budget  of  the  Highway  Department  for  the 
Highway  Historical  Marker  Program. 

In  addition  to  state  funds  the  program  benefited  from 
private  and  local  funds.  Late  in  1964  a  grant  of  $100,000 
from  the  Richardson  Foundation  of  Greensboro  and  New 
York  was  awarded  the  department  to  be  used  for  the  greater 
part  as  challenge  grants  to  local  projects.  From  this  grant 
sixteen  projects  over  the  state  received  assistance,  and  the 
division  received  $10,000  with  which  to  accelerate  the  pro- 
duction of  educational  programs  for  the  historic  sites  and  to 
establish  a  new  temporary  staff  position.^ 

The  two-year  period  was  one  of  stock-taking  and  of  tight- 
ening policies  to  control  future  growth.  It  was  thought  that 
the  department's  historic  sites  program  might  be  growing 
too  fast  and  spreading  too  thin  and  that  the  state's  support 
of  local  projects,  through  money  appropriations  and  staff 
aid,  was  also  getting  out  of  hand.  There  was  concern 
especially  to  catch  up  on  the  program  already  begun  and  to 
curtail  what  some  critics  called  "pork  barrel"  special  ap- 
propriations to  historic  site  projects.  The  department  and  the 
State  Historic  Sites  Advisory  Committee  in  1965  retrenched 
from  a  previously  more  liberal  position  concerning  state 
grants-in-aid  and  began  to  apply  stricter  criteria.  The 
General  Assembly  of  1965  followed  the  advisory  committee's 
recommendations  with  reference  to  all  special  appropriation 
requests. 

It  was  felt  in  the  department  that  the  brakes  should  be 
applied  further.  Consequently,  the  Executive  Board  passed 
a  resolution  in  March,  1966,  recommending  a  moratorium 
for  a  period  of  five  years  on  state  appropriations  for  historic 
site  projects,  either  state  or  local,  which  had  not  heretofore 
received  state  aid.  Later  the  Historic  Sites  Advisory  Com- 
mittee endorsed  the  moratorium  for  a  shorter  term,  until 
December  31,  1968.  These  actions  were  given  wide  publicity 
in  hope  of  public  acceptance.  The  moratorium,  postponing

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consideration  of  new  projects  for  state  support,  is  designed 
to  give  the  department  time  to  catch  up  on  a  backlog  of 
dexelopment  both  in  the  departmental  program  and  among 
private  projects  with  which  the  department  is  co-operating. 
In  order  to  catch  up,  additional  funds  for  several  of  the 
current  projects  are  needed  and  will  be  requested  of  the 
1967  General  Assembly.  In  one  respect  the  moratorium  is 
designed  to  prevent  the  diversion  of  prospective  new  funds 
to  new  projects  until  current  projects  are  adequately  financed 
and  completed. 

The  division  dealt  with  several  major  weaknesses  of  the 
program:  (1)  inadequate  maintenance  funds  and  staff  for 
the  historic  site  projects:  (2)  inadequate  budget  and  staff 
of  the  archaeological  program;  (3)  inefficiency  and  lack  of 
good  economy  in  the  purchase  of  maintenance  supplies;  (4) 
inadequate  provision  for  basic  historic  site  research  prior  to 
planning  the  development  of  sites;  (5)  inadequacy  of  staff 
for  planning  and  supervising  the  restoration  of  historic 
structures;  and  (6)  lack  of  a  concerted  plan  or  program  for 
effective  educational  services  at  the  historic  sites. 

Several  of  these  problems  were  satisfactorily  remedied  and 
for  the  rest  helpful  measures  were  taken.  Funds  were  con- 
solidated to  permit  more  efficient  staffing  and  maintenance 
at  the  site  projects  during  the  current  fiscal  biennium. 
Budget  requests  further  to  improve  this  situation  were  pre- 
pared for  the  1967  General  Assembly.  Central  control  over 
the  purchase  and  distribution  of  maintenance  supplies  was 
established,  remedying  the  problem  in  this  respect.  In  1965 
the  archaeological  program  was  strengthened  by  the  ap- 
propriation of  $6,730  annually  (which  made  possible  the 
employment  of  an  assistant  archaeologist)  and  by  freeing  the 
staff  archaeologist  from  administrative  responsibility  for  Fort 
Fisher  and  Brunswick  Town,  giving  him  full  time  for 
archaeology.  Funds  were  consolidated  from  various  sources 
to  employ  advanced  graduate  students  and  others  to  conduct 
systematic  research  on  historic  sites  to  be  developed.  An 
assistant  restoration  specialist  was  employed  early  in  1966 
to  assist  with  the  large  volume  of  current  restoration  plan- 
ning and  supervision. 
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New  concepts  of  educational  service  that  should  be 
rendered  by  the  historic  sites  were  evolved,  following  a 
special  study  of  the  problem  sponsored  by  the  Richardson 
Foundation  in  the  summer  of  1965.  A  historic  site  should 
of  course  seek  to  benefit  many  age  levels  and  classes  of 
citizens,  but  it  should  consciously  seek  to  reward  the  young 
instructively.  The  staff  tried  to  evolve  workable  educational 
purposes  and  begin  translating  these  into  useful  devices  and 
programs  for  the  benefit  especially  of  school  groups  visiting 
historic  sites.  Concurrently  a  greater  effort  is  being  made  to 
cultivate  school  use  of  the  sites  as  valuable  aids  to  the  study 
of  history. 

Operations  and  Maintenance 

The  greatest  accomplishment  during  the  biennium  in 
operation  and  maintenance  was  the  standardization  of  the 
sites'  operational  programs.  This  was  accomplished  largely 
by  a  series  of  meetings  and  conferences  with  site  personnel. 
All  site  assistants  have  primarily  the  same  job  to  do  but  the 
larger  sites  have  more  staff.  Consolidation  of  all  the  historic 
sites  budgets  also  helped  to  accomplish  standardization.  At 
the  beginning  of  each  year,  each  site  assistant  submits  his 
anticipated  needs  for  supplies,  equipment,  and  temporary 
salaries.  All  of  these  requirements  are  tallied  by  the  opera- 
tions manager  and  are  ordered  or  allotted  to  sites  by  need. 
Operation  of  the  various  sites  greatly  improved  during  the 
biennium. 

A  central  storage  warehouse  was  established  at  Aycock 
Birthplace.  Heretofore  supplies  and  equipment  were  ordered 
individually  for  each  site,  but  now  all  standard  supplies  and 
equipment  are  ordered  in  quantity  and  delivered  to  the 
central  warehouse  for  distribution  to  the  sites. 

Two  grounds  maintenance  men  and  two  general  utility 
men  were  added  to  the  staff  during  the  biennium.  From 
experience  it  was  determined  that  each  site  needs  at  least 
two  permanent  employees,  one  being  the  historic  site  assist- 
ant, who  manages  the  site,  and  the  other  being  a  grounds 
maintenance  man  or  a  general  utility  man.  The  sites  are 
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open  six  and  seven  days  a  week  and  this  second  person  is 
needed  to  take  charge  of  maintenance  as  well  as  to  operate 
the  site  in  the  absence  of  the  historic  site  assistant.  The 
greatest  need  in  operation  and  maintenance  is  to  establish 
the  second  position  at  those  sites  which  have  only  the  historic 
site  assistant  and  to  provide  more  temporary  salary  money 
for  the  larger  sites  which  require  more  personnel. ^ 

Archaeological  Program 

The  archaeological  program  was  strengthened  in  1965  by 
adding  to  the  staff  an  archaeological  assistant,  Mr.  George 
Demmy,  and  freeing  the  archaeologist  of  administrative 
responsibilities  at  two  historic  sites  in  the  Lower  Cape  Fear 
area.  The  program  needs  to  be  further  strengthened  by  the 
provision  of  adequate  laboratory  facilities  and  laboratory 
staff. 

The  major  project  of  the  period  was  the  excavation  and 
interpretive  development  of  the  eighteenth-century  Mora- 
vian town  site  of  Bethabara  near  Winston-Salem.  This  was 
a  co-operative  project  of  the  department  and  the  Southern 
Province  of  the  Moravian  Church,  financed  through  the 
generosity  of  Mr.  Charles  H.  Babcock,  Sr.,  and  the  Mary 
Reynolds  Babcock  Foundation.  Notable  archaeological  finds 
include  the  waste  deposits  of  early  Bethabara  potters,  Gott- 
fried Aust  and  Rudolph  Christ,  and  the  precise  location  and 
form  of  the  palisade  built  around  Bethabara  during  the 
French  and  Indian  War.  The  palisade  was  restored. 

At  Brunswick  Town  partial  excavation  of  the  significant 
Russellborough  site  \vas  undertaken  early  in  1966  and 
continues.  This  was  the  home  site  of  Royal  Governors  Arthur 
Dobbs  and  William  Tryon  and  later  of  William  Dry.  The 
quantity  and  variety  of  ceramic  materials  taken  from  the 
masonry  sewer  tunnel  make  this  perhaps  the  richest  archaeo- 
logical dig,  in  terms  of  artifacts,  thus  far  conducted  at  Bruns- 
wick. The  interior  of  the  St.  Philips  Church  ruin  was  also 
excavated  as  an  aid  to  interpretation.

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Minor  archaeological  assistance  was  rendered  to  a  number 
of  restorations,  including  projects  within  the  regular  depart- 
mental program  and  outside  projects.  A  list  of  these  follows: 

The  Bell  House,  Beaufort;  Beaufort  Historical  Society. 
Early  nineteenth-century  brick  walks  and  foundations  in  the 
backyard. 

Historic  Halifax  State  Historic  Site.  Exploratory  exca- 
vation at  the  Colonial  courthouse  site  and  excavation  of  the 
original  site  of  the  "Constitution  House,"  now  relocated. 

Hope  Plantation,  Bertie  County;  Historic  Hope  Founda- 
tion. Exploratory  excavation  around  the  mansion  prior  to 
beginning  restoration. 

President  James  K.  Polk  Birthplace  State  Historic  Site, 
Mecklenburg  County.  Exploratory  excavation  to  determine 
the  original  site  preliminary  to  reconstruction  of  the  birth- 
place. 

Fort  Butler,  Murphy;  Cherokee  County  Historical  Society, 
Exploratory  excavation  on  the  site  of  an  1838  Cherokee 
removal  stockade. 

Fort  Fisher  State  Historic  Site,  New  Hanover  County. 
Intensive  investigation  of  the  river  end  of  the  palisade  and 
of  the  sally  port  to  aid  authentic  reconstruction  of  these 
features.  Complete  excavation  of  the  site  of  an  early  nine- 
teenth-century lighthouse  keeper's  house  within  the  later 
Confederate  fort. 

Old  Salem,  Winston-Salem.  Excavation  of  the  original  site 
of  the  Fifth  House  to  aid  in  the  authentic  restoration  of  this 
relocated  eighteenth-century  building. 

Historical  Research 

Four  meetings  of  the  Highway  Historical  Marker  Advisory 
Committee  were  held  during  the  biennium  and  48  markers 
were  approved.  These  bring  to  1,002  the  total  number 
authorized  since  the  program  began  in  1935.^ 

A  special  need  of  the  marker  program  is  for  a  complete 
survey  of  markers  in  order  to  update  the  records  as  to 
condition,  location,  and  loss  of  markers  in  service.

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As  always,  numerous  small  research  projects  were  con- 
ducted each  month  in  order  to  answer  inquiries  or  to  serve 
routine  staff  needs.  A  number  of  larger  research  projects 
were  undertaken  for  restoration  planning,  museum  inter- 
pretation, or  the  preparation  of  brochures.  Among  these  were 
the  following:

Special  in-depth  research  projects  were  conducted  by  out- 
side researchers  on  the  following:  Historic  Halifax,  'Tort 
Defiance,"  Fort  Butler,  the  James  K.  Polk  Birthplace,  and 
Hope  Plantation.  Full  reports  on  all  these  have  been  or  will 
be  deposited  in  the  department. 

For  the  North  Carolina  Scenic  Roads  and  Parkways  Study, 
part  of  a  national  plan  for  scenic  highways,  a  lengthy  report 
was  prepared  outlining  a  system  of  scenic  and  historic  tours; 
a  comprehensive  list  of  North  Carolina  sites  and  buildings 
was  documented  for  consideration  by  the  National  Park 
Service  for  National  Historic  Landmark  designation;  and  a 
complete  list  of  North  Carolina  historical  societies  and 
agencies  was  compiled  for  the  1967  Directory  of  Historical 
Societies  and  Agencies  in  the  United  States  and  Canada,  to 
be  published  by  the  American  Association  for  State  and 
Local  History. 

Restoration  Projects 

Staff  in  this  area  was  improved  late  in  the  biennium  by 
the  addition  of  an  assistant  restoration  specialist,  Mr.  Arthur 
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J.  P.  Edwards,  made  possible  by  a  grant  from  the  Richardson 
Foundation.  At  the  same  time  additional  duties  were  added 
to  the  basic  one  of  planning  and  supervising  physical  res- 
toration of  buildings  and  sites— namely,  (1)  research  and 
planning  for  appropriate  furnishings  for  historic  buildings, 
and  (2)  initiating  a  continuing  survey  of  historic  buildings 
and  sites  in  the  state  as  a  whole. 

The  division  as  heretofore  conducted  restoration  projects 
at  a  number  of  the  state  historic  sites  and  assisted  in  similar 
local  and  independent  projects  for  which  help  was  requested. 

Major  planning  and  restoration  was  accomplished  at 
Alamance  Battleground,  Historic  Halifax,  and  the  James  K. 
Polk  Birthplace.  Preliminary  restoration  planning  was  done 
for  six  others. 

More  than  50  per  cent  of  the  time  and  effort  of  the  restora- 
tion specialist  during  the  biennium  went  for  assistance  to 
local  and  independent  projects,  a  total  of  twenty-seven.  In 
many  cases  the  staff  carried  almost  the  full  burden  of  re- 
search, planning,  and  supervision  of  restoration  work;  in 
other  cases  the  role  was  that  of  adviser  only.  Among  the  most 
important  of  these  outside  projects  were  the  Bell  House 
restoration,  Beaufort;  the  Cupola  House  and  the  James 
Iredell  House,  Edenton;  the  Burwell  School  restoration, 
Hillsborough;  "Fort  Defiance,"  Caldwell  County;  "Harmony 
Hall"  restoration,  Duplin  County;  the  Railroad  House,  San- 
ford;  the  Hastings  House,  Smithfield;  and  the  Hezekiah 
Alexander  House,  Charlotte. 

The  number  of  historical  restorations  needing  professional 
help  is  steadily  increasing.  There  is  need  for  additional  staff 
to  make  it  possible  for  the  department  to  provide  such  help 
to  the  unstaffed  local  projects. 

Arts  and  Crafts 

The  problem  of  authentically  furnishing  historic  houses  is 
a  major  one,  requiring  specialized  knowledge  and  skill  that 
come  from  study  and  experience.  Though  there  was  an 
established  position  for  a  curator  of  arts  and  crafts,  the 
vacancy  which  occurred  in  August,  1964,  was  not  filled.  The 
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work  necessarily  slowed  down  during  the  biennium,  but 
even  so  progress  was  made. 

Three  rooms  of  the  Harper  House,  Bentonville  Battle- 
ground, were  furnished  to  period.  A  large  collection  of 
original  eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth  century  furniture 
was  obtained  with  the  Allen  House  and  accessioned  for  use 
in  the  house  when  restored.  A  furnishings  plan  was  estab- 
lished for  the  James  K.  Polk  Birthplace  and  approximately 
half  of  the  items  needed  were  acquired. 

In  addition,  the  staff  assisted  several  independent  projects. 
The  eighteenth-  and  nineteenth-century  furnishings  of  the 
General  William  Lenoir  home,  'Tort  Defiance,"  acquired 
by  the  Caldwell  County  Historical  Society  with  the  house, 
were  screened  and  sent  to  the  cabinetmaker's  shop  at  Old 
Salem  for  necessary  repair  and  restoration.  A  recommended 
furnishing  plan  was  prepared  for  the  Bell  House  at  Beau- 
fort, and  further  assistance  was  given  in  authenticating  items 
acquired  for  the  project. 

Interpretive  Program 

The  organization  of  this  function  changed  somewhat  dur- 
ing the  biennium,  so  that  larger  responsibility  for  planning 
as  well  as  producing  site  interpretive  exhibits  came  to  rest 
with  the  staff  of  the  Division  of  Museums  of  the  department. 
The  historic  sites  staff  conducts  basic  interpretive  research 
and  develops  the  story  line.  From  this  point  on  the  museums 
staff  plans  and  carries  out  the  exhibits  program.  The  staffs 
of  the  two  divisions  co-operate  closely,  however,  in  both 
phases. 

During  the  biennium  four  visitor  center-museums  were 
constructed  and  interpretive  exhibits  were  installed  at 
Bentonville  Battleground,  the  Governor  Richard  Caswell 
Memorial,  Fort  Fisher,  and  the  Governor  Zebulon  B.  Vance 
Birthplace. 

Interpretive  program  planning  was  done  for  the  visitor 
center-museum  under  construction  at  Brunswick  Town  and 
for  that  soon  to  be  under  contract  for  the  James  K.  Polk 
Birthplace. 
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The  staff  rendered  major  planning  assistance  for  reno- 
vating the  museum  building  and  for  interpretive  exhibits  at 
the  Davidson's  Fort  site  at  Old  Fort,  an  independent  project 
of  the  McDowell  County  Historical  Society. 

A  number  of  special  exhibits  were  prepared  by  the  staff 
for  special  events  and  meetings,  including  exhibits  on  North 
Carolina  historic  sites  for  the  1965  annual  meeting  of  the 
National  Trust  for  Historic  Preservation  held  in  Raleigh 
and  for  the  annual  Culture  Week  meetings  held  in  Raleigh 
each  year;  an  exhibit  on  the  department  for  the  South 
Atlantic  Conference  of  Historical  Societies  held  in  Raleigh 
in  April,  1966;  and  a  special  exhibit  on  the  Allen  House  for 
the  Burlington  Antiques  Fair  in  the  spring  of  1966. 

A  total  of  fifteen  historic  site  brochures  were  maintained 
in  supply  during  the  biennium,  including  four  new  bro- 
chures: A  Guide  to  North  Carolina's  State  Historic  Sites; 
Governor  Richard  Caswell  Memorial;  C.S.S.  "Neuse" ;  and 
St.  Thomas  Episcopal  Church,  Bath,  North  Carolina. 

More  than  600,000  leaflets  and  brochures  were  distributed 
during  the  two-year  period. 

Educational  Services 

During  the  biennium  it  became  increasingly  desirable  to 
accelerate  the  development  of  educational  programs  for  the 
various  historic  sites.  The  impetus  for  this  emphasis  was 
derived  largely  from  a  special  study  made  of  the  historic 
sites  program  in  the  summer  of  1965,  sponsored  by  the 
Richardson  Foundation.  Accordingly,  early  in  1966  the 
vacant  curator  of  arts  and  crafts  position  was  utilized  to 
establish  and  fill  the  new  position  of  curator  of  educational 
services.  Two  major  responsibilities  were  assigned:  manage- 
ment of  the  printed  leaflet  or  brochure  program,  and  the 
development  of  audio-visual  orientation  and  educational 
devices  for  each  historic  site. 

A  20  per  cent  decrease  in  printing  funds  for  the  biennium, 
combined  with  rapidly  increasing  distribution  of  leaflets, 
resulted  in  a  problem  that  was  met  by  drastically  reducing 
distribution  of  individual  site  leaflets  and  substituting  for 
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general  distribution  a  single  leaflet  listing  all  the  historic 
sites.  Prior  to  the  publication  of  this  brochure,  each  site 
distributed  not  only  its  own  leaflets  but  also  those  of  all  the 
others. 

The  situation  was  somewhat  relieved  but  funds  were  not 
available  to  print  the  James  K.  Polk  Birthplace  brochure 
and  the  needed  revision  of  the  Brunswick  Town  brochure. 
The  supply  of  the  multiple  brochure  was  also  exhausted 
before  anticipated,  and  there  was  a  hiatus  in  supply  at  the 
peak  season  of  the  year. 

Concentrated  attention  Avas  focused  on  the  development 
of  orientation  programs  for  each  historic  site.  These  pro- 
grams utilize  a  combination  of  documentation  and  drama. 
Color  photography  and  dramatic  audio-tapes  are  joined  to 
portray  by  sight  and  sound  the  historic  events  that  occurred 
at  each  site.  In  the  short  time  that  this  program  had  been 
underway,  one  automatic  audio-visual  program  was  produced 
and  installec'  at  Alamance  Battleground  and  planning  for  a 
second,  for  Bentonville  Battleground,  was  begun.  A  tempo- 
rary slide  program  installed  at  the  Aycock  Birthplace  two 
years  ago  will  be  revised  in  the  months  ahead.  Programs  for 
Fort  Fisher  and  Brunswick  Town  are  high  on  the  priority 
Hst. 

Western  North  Carolina  Region 

The  western  North  Carolina  representative  of  the  depart- 
ment superintends  the  Zebulon  B.  Vance  Birthplace  and 
also  works  with  a  number  of  local  projects  in  the  mountain 
counties  of  the  state.  He  investigates  prospective  new  projects 
and  assists  sponsoring  groups  in  planning  and  development. 

Vance  Birthplace  has  a  new  visitor  center-museum,  had  an 
increase  in  visitation  of  71  per  cent  during  the  biennium, 
and  moved  into  a  generally  improved  position  as  a  tourist 
and  school  attraction.  In  May,  1966,  Vance  Birthplace  was 
the  only  state  historic  site  visited  by  members  of  the  First 
Lady's  Tour  of  North  Carolina  Sites  and  Scenes,  promoting 
beautification  efforts  over  the  state. 

The  Carson  House,  McDowell  County,  is  a  large  early 
nineteenth-century  frame  house,  preserved  by  the  McDowell 
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The  Zebulon  B.  Vance  Birthplace  Visitor  Center-Museum  was  opened  on 
October  23,  1965. 


County  Historical  Society.  During  the  bienniurn  more  than 
1 14,000  was  raised  and  spent  on  restoration  of  the  building. 

Davidson's  Fort,  Old  Fort,  McDowell  County,  required 
several  months'  research  by  the  western  North  Carolina 
representative.  Approximately  $5,700  was  raised  locally  and 
116,500  was  appropriated  by  the  1965  General  Assembly  to 
aid  in  the  restoration  of  this  pre-Revolutionary  frontier  fort. 

"Fort  Defiance,"  Caldwell  County,  an  important  frontier 
landmark  and  the  home  of  General  William  Lenoir,  was 
built  in  the  1780's.  It  was  purchased  from  the  Lenoir  family 
by  the  Caldwell  County  Historical  Society  for  restoration.  A 
total  of  $20,000  was  raised  from  private  sources  in  1965  and 
a  like  amount  was  appropriated  by  the  General  Assembly  to 
carry  forward  the  project. 

At  Murphy,  Harshaw  Chapel,  dating  from  the  mid- 
nineteenth  century,  is  being  restored  by  local  organizations 
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as  a  Cherokee  County  history  museum.  Approximately  $4,500 
was  raised  to  begin  restoration.  A  project  also  was  begun  to 
preserve  the  site  of  Fort  Butler,  also  at  Murphy,  one  of  the 
concentration  points  for  the  removal  of  the  Cherokee 
Indians  to  Oklahoma  in  1838.  The  1965  General  Assembly 
appropriated  $6,000  for  research  and  planning  of  the  Fort 
Butler  project. 

Among  other  projects  in  the  West  receiving  assistance 
were  the  Tatum  Cabin  at  Boone  and  the  proposed  Museum 
of  the  Southern  Highlands  at  Asheville.  A  great  deal  of 
promotional  work  was  done  in  the  western  region  by  means 
of  public  speeches,  exhibits,  newspaper  writing,  service  on 
committees,  and  by  other  means  in  an  effort  to  stimulate 
public  and  organized  interest  in  preserving  local  history. 

Reports  on  Historic  Sites 

Alamance  Battleground 

The  Allen  House,  a  typical  eighteenth-century  regulator's 
cabin,  was  moved  to  the  site  in  May,  1966,  and  restoration 
was  in  progress  at  the  close  of  the  biennium. 

The  greatest  need  for  the  site  is  to  refurbish  and  improve 
the  museum  exhibits  which  have  been  in  use  since  1960.  Site 
marking  on  the  battlefield  is  also  an  important  need. 

Aycock  Birthplace 

Restoration  of  the  Aycock  stables  was  completed  except 
for  the  stalls  on  the  south  side.  It  is  planned  to  restore  and 
utilize  these  stalls  as  a  museum  of  farmers'  equipment  of  the 
nineteenth  century. 

The  State  Highway  Commission  opened  a  series  of  drain- 
age ditches  in  the  low  area  of  the  site  in  order  that  this  low 
ground  might  be  developed  into  a  picnic  area. 

The  greatest  needs  of  this  site  are  a  grounds  maintenance 
man  and  installation  of  a  heating  system  for  the  1870  school- 
house  and  the  restored  birthplace  house. 

Historic  Bath 

The  Historic  Bath  Commission  acquired  two  additional 
town  lots  in  the  historic  area  and  turned  them  over  to  the 
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The   Allen    House    (1782)     was    moved    in    May,    1966,   to    the   Alamance 
Battleground  State  Historic  Site.

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State.  These  lots  were  placed  under  the  division's  regular 
maintenance  program. 

The  greatest  need  is  a  visitor  center-museum  in  which  to 
receive  and  orient  visitors  and  to  house  interpretive  ex- 
hibits relating  to  Historic  Bath,  North  Carolina's  oldest 
town. 

Bennett  Place 

Due  to  the  lack  of  funds  and  adequate  facilities,  this  site 
is  still  open  on  a  part-time  basis  only.  The  greatest  needs 
are  for  a  visitor  center-museum  and  an  operating  budget  to 
hire  an  adequate  staff  to  bring  Bennett  Place  up  to  the  level 
of  the  other  state  historic  sites. 

Bentonville  Battleground 

A  visitor  center-museum,  provided  for  by  an  appropria- 
tion of  the  1961  General  Assembly  and  by  local  funds,  was 
constructed  and  opened  in  1965.  The  interior  of  the  Harper 
House  was  repaired  and  painted  and  more  period  furniture 
acquired,  also  in  1965. 

Important  needs  for  the  site  include  a  grounds  mainte- 
nance man,  a  maintenance  building,  restoration  of  the  kit- 
chen and  slave  house,  and  a  heating  plant  for  the  Harper 
House. 

Brunswick  Town— Fort  Anderson 

Archaeology  at  Brunswick  Town  continued  with  concen- 
tration on  the  Russellborough  site,  the  home  of  Royal  Gov- 
ernors Dobbs  and  Tryon,  and  the  ruins  of  St.  Philips 
Church. 

Under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Garden  Clubs  of  North 
Carolina,  Inc.,  the  Colonial  pond,  surrounded  by  the  nature 
trail,  was  cleared.  Funds  for  continued  clearing  were  sup- 
plied by  the  same  organization. 

Construction  of  the  visitor  center-museum,  provided  for 
by  the  1963  General  Assembly,  was  begun  and  nearly  com- 
pleted. The  building  will  be  opened  to  the  public  early  in 
the  next  biennium.  A  custodian's  residence  for  on-site  pro- 
tection,  for   which   funds   were   appropriated   by   the    1965 
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General  Assembly,  cannot  be  built  because  the  site  is  en- 
tirely within  the  buffer  zone  of  the  Sunny  Point  Army 
Loading  Terminal  and  a  waiver  of  regulations  cannot  be 
obtained  to  build  within  the  buffer  zone.  Instead,  early  in 
the  next  biennium  a  protective  fence  will  be  erected. 

The  greatest  need  at  the  site  is  for  adequate  funds  to 
stabilize  the  mounds  and  paths  on  Fort  Anderson  in  order 
to  halt  damaging  erosion  from  foot  traffic. 

Caswell  Memorial— Gunboat  "Neuse" 

With  operating  funds  appropriated  in  1965,  the  site  be- 
gan operation  as  a  regular  state  historic  site  on  July  1,  1965. 
The  department  established  a  full-time  maintenance  pro- 
gram. 

The  Governor  Richard  Caswell  Memorial  Museum  was 
completed  and  opened  to  the  public  in  May,  1966. 

Major  needs  at  this  site  include  a  protective  shelter  over 
the  Gunboat  "Neuse"  hull  and  a  visitor  center-museum  to 
serve  the  entire  Caswell-"Neuse"  project  and  to  house  ex- 
hibits and  artifacts  from  the  gunboat. 

Fort  Fisher 

With  funds  appropriated  in  1963,  the  visitor  center- 
museum  was  constructed  and  opened  in  1965  with  Governor 
Dan  K.  Moore  as  the  featured  speaker.  Fort  Fisher  receives 
far  more  visitors  than  any  other  historic  site,  from  1,000  to 
1,200  per  day  in  the  summer.  For  this  reason  a  larger  staff 
is  required  at  this  site  than  at  others  for  operation  and  con- 
tinued development. 

Needs  at  the  site  include  more  staff  for  operation  and 
maintenance,  a  paved  parking  lot,  and  funds  for  the  recon- 
struction of  a  large  section  of  the  fort  destroyed  several 
years  ago  by  the  construction  of  an  aircraft  landing  strip, 
now  taken  out  of  service. 

Work  was  begun  during  the  biennium  on  beach  erosion 
control.  The  Highway  Commission  and  the  Water  Resources 
Department  co-operated  in  initial  work  to  stop  erosion.  A 
survey  is  being  conducted  by  the  U.S.  Corps  of  Engineers 
for    recommendations    for    permanent    control.    Additional 
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land  was  acquired  by  the  state  in   1965  in  furtherance  of 
the  erosion  control  program. 

Town  Creek  Indian  Mound 

Archaeology  was  continued  on  the  site  each  summer,  with 
the  cleaning  and  cataloging  of  artifacts  being  done  in  the 
winter.  All  Indian  structures  on  the  site  were  repaired  dur- 
ing the  winter  of  1965. 

Chief  needs  of  this  site  call  for  additional  staff  and  a 
maintenance  building. 

Vance  Birthplace 

Construction  and  official  opening  of  the  visitor  center- 
museum  took  place  in  1965.  Funds  for  this  facility  were 
appropriated  in  1961. 

Staff  addition  is  the  major  operational  need.  Reconstruc- 
tion of  a  stable  or  barn  which  would  complete  the  site  is 
the  remaining  development  requirement. 

Polk  Birthplace 

Work  was  begun  on  the  development  of  this  site  as  a 
regular  state  historic  site.  Grading  and  paving  the  access 
road  and  parking  lot  was  completed.  The  entire  area  was 
graded  and  two  old  log  buildings  were  moved  to  the  site. 
Reconstruction  will  begin  early  in  the  next  biennium.  Plans 
for  the  visitor  center-museum  were  completed  with  con- 
struction planned  for  the  fall  of  1966.  A  historic  site  assist- 
ant was  employed  to  manage  the  site  operation. 


DIVISION  OF  MUSEUMS 
Mrs.  Joye  E.  Jordan^  Administrator 

When  the  decision  was  announced  that  the  Department 
of  Archives  and  History  would  be  relocated  in  a  new  build- 
ing, the  Division  of  Museums  initiated  a  number  of  changes 
essential  to  such  a  move. 

For  some  years  past,  the  name  "Hall  of  History"  created 
uncertainty  in  the  minds  of  the  general  public.  It  was 
interpreted  repeatedly  as  a  hall  of  fame  rather  than  a  state 
historical  museum.  With  the  prospect  of  a  new  building,  a 
name  change  was  inaugurated  on  July  1,  1965— the  Hall  of 
History  became  officially  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of 
History. 

The  work  of  the  museum  staff  was  geared  to  this  transi- 
tion period  and  involved  the  projection  of  programs  which 
could  continue  in  operation  until  the  relocation  date  is 
imminent. 

In  the  museum  proper,  the  installation  of  new  permanent 
exhibits  was  minimized.  Those  deemed  essential  to  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  program  were  designed  in  such  a  way  that 
they  could  be  moved  and  reinstalled  with  little  or  no 
change. 

The  design  and  installation  of  field  museum  exhibits  re- 
quired the  concerted  efforts  of  all  staff  members.  The  proj- 
ects were  given  priority  in  order  to  have  them  completed  in 
advance  of  necessary  exhibit  programing  for  the  new  build- 
ing. 

In  other  areas  much  the  same  policy  was  followed.  The 
education  program  was  re-evaluated.  New  policies  and  ser- 
vices concerning  the  Tar  Heel  Junior  Historian  Association 
and  the  Mobile  Museum  of  History  were  adopted,  and 
museum  publications  were  revised. 

In  the  field  of  preservation,  the  museum  collections  were 
being  cleaned  and,  where  possible,  restored  for  their  antici- 
pated move. 

A  major  objective  in  the  field  of  preserving  aged  photo- 
graphic film  and  prints  was  realized.  A  special  appropria- 
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tion  for  the  purpose  of  salvaging  these  collections  provided 
for  the  procurement  of  staff  and  equipment  essential  to  the 
project. 

Collections 

Emphasis  was  placed  upon  two  major  areas  in  the  work 
regarding  the  care  and  use  of  the  collections.  By  bringing 
the  accessioning  records  up  to  date  in  the  field  museums  as 
well  as  in  the  Museum  of  Historv.  a  better  control  of  the 
collections  was  established.  Providing  better  facilities  and 
materials  for  research  resulted  in  improved  services  to  both 
staff  and  the  public. 

Research 

Additional  staff  made  possible  more  research  on  items 
brought  in  for  identification  as  well  as  providing  more  in- 
formation for  staff  use  in  the  preparation  of  exhibits  or 
educational  programs.  The  research  library  was  further 
expanded  and  made  more  useful  by  the  indexing  of  the 
Chronicle  magazine  and  the  typing  of  subject  cards  for  all 
materials  in  the  collection.  A  significant  addition  to  the 
library  was  a  textile  file  which  included  a  description  of 
various  types  of  fabrics  with  a  sample  of  each  material 
attached. 

A  ccessions^ 

Accessioning  continued  on  artifacts  housed  at  the  \'arious 
historic  sites  in  the  state.  Record  keeping  for  Historic  Bath 
was  a  main  concern  and  ^vas  substantially  completed.  Pro- 
visions were  made,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  staff  at  the 
Preservation  Laboraton-  at  Fort  Fisher,  for  keeping  of  rec- 
ords on  the  artifacts  processed  there.  Explanatory  materials 
on  record  keeping  were  made  available  to  all  departmental 
field  personnel  as  well  as  to  local  historical  societies.  New 
artifact  accession  sheets  w-ere  composed  in  order  to  provide 
a  complete  record  for  each  artifact. 

Simificant  accessions  in  the  museum  included  an  1870 
organ,  an  1858  piano,  and  the  1840  coach  of  General  Samuel

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Finley  Patterson,  which  was  transferred  from  the  State 
Museum  of  Natural  History.  The  largest  collection  of  ma- 
terials was  received  from  Miss  Miriam  R.  LeVin.  Over  100 
oil  paintings  owned  by  the  state  and  administered  by  the 
department,  but  not  heretofore  cataloged,  were  accessioned. 
The  registrar  traveled  to  various  locales  to  investigate 
possible  additions  to  the  collection.  In  addition  to  trips 
made  with  other  staff  members,  places  visited  were  Belhaven, 
Snow  Camp,  Southern  Pines,  Benson,  Seagrove,  Winston- 
Salem,  Henderson,  Mebane,  and  Westchester,  Pennsylvania. 

Preservation 

Keeping  in  mind  the  fact  that  soon  the  museum  will  be 
housed  in  new  quarters,  the  collections  staff  made  plans  for 
preserving  the  collection.  While  this  plan  cannot  be  carried 
out  on  a  full  scale  at  present,  it  is  hoped  that  by  having  a 
proposed  work  schedule,  money  and  personnel  may  be  used 
to  the  best  advantage  as  it  and  they  become  available.  In 
the  meantime,  some  inroads  in  the  field  of  preservation  were 
made  in  the  over-all  collection.  The  restoration  of  the  oil 
paintings  administered  by  the  department  was  begun,  and 
all  paintings  in  the  Museum  of  History  collection  were  in- 
spected and  properly  stored.  Other  preservation  work  was 
completed  on  artifacts  from  Bentonville  Battleground  State 
Historic  Site,  the  furnishings  in  the  1842  Allen  Kitchen, 
the  shoulder  weapons  collection,  and  the  covered  wagon.  An 
1840  coach,  mentioned  previously,  was  completely  restored 
with  a  large  portion  of  the  extensive  reupholstery  work 
being  donated  by  Mr.  Mallie  W.  Jones  of  Durham. 

A  collection  of  women's  apparel  accessories  was  rearranged 
and  properly  housed.  Ninety  per  cent  of  the  dolls  in  the 
collection  were  cleaned  and  restored  by  members  of  the 
Piedmont  Doll  Club  as  their  1965  club  project.  The  prac- 
tice of  routine  cleaning  of  all  incoming  artifacts  before 
placing  them  in  the  museum  collection  or  on  display  was 
continued. 

Efforts  at  the  Preservation  Laboratory,  located  at  Fort 
Fisher  State  Historic  Site,  were  directed  toward  developing 
improved  technical  methods  of  preserving  Civil  War  arti- 
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facts  from  archaeological  and  underwater  archaeological 
sites.  Emphasis  was  placed  on  experimental  processes  for 
cleaning  and  applying  protective  coatings  to  some  150  types 
of  materials  in  various  stages  of  deterioration.  Thirty-five 
methods  evolved  and  were  used  to  preserve  1,668  artifacts 
including  weapons,  eating  utensils,  surgical  instruments, 
hand  tools,  and  ship  equipment.  Approximately  600  of  the 
above  artifacts  ^vere  placed  on  display  at  the  Fort  Fisher 
Visitor  Center-Museum. 

Many  improvements  and  additions  were  made  in  the 
facilities  of  the  Preservation  Laboratory.  Included  was  a 
new  system  which  provides  water  from  a  deep  well  at  the 
Fort  Fisher  Visitor  Center-Museum.  Despite  this  improved 
source,  the  greatest  single  problem  with  the  laboratory  proj- 
ect is  the  high  mineral  content  of  the  water  which  makes 
distillation  tedious  even  with  special  equipment. 

Underwater  Archaeology 

Since  the  first  underwater  archaeological  diving  program 
sponsored  by  this  department  in  1962,  numerous  requests 
have  been  made  by  amateur  and  professional  divers  to  sal- 
vage artifacts  from  historically  significant  shipwrecks  in 
state  waters.  With  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  state  at- 
torney general's  office,  permits  were  issued  through  the 
Division  of  Museums  to  dozens  of  amateurs  for  limited 
exploratory  diving  and  recovery.  This  program  yielded  valu- 
able materials  and  information  to  the  department— but  the 
program  can  neither  be  fully  developed  nor  the  sites  pro- 
tected adequately  by  the  small  staff  at  the  Preservation 
Laboratory. 

While  some  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  unauthorized 
divers  from  pirating  artifacts  for  sale  to  antique  dealers,  the 
need  for  better  protection  of  these  sites  is  necessary  if  this 
underwater  archaeological  gold  mine  is  to  be  preserved  for 
North  Carolina  and  its  citizens. 

Exhibits 

Demands  placed  upon  the  exhibits  section  were  numerous 
and  varied.  Even  with  a  well-organized  program  the  emer-

gency  requests  made  upon  the  staff  resulted  in  acceleration 
in  a  number  of  unplanned  areas  and  in  the  delay  of  scheduled 
work. 

With  the  expectation  of  the  new  Archives  and  History- 
State  Library  Building,  the  Museum  of  History's  exhibit 
program  was  de-emphasized  and  the  emphasis  placed  upon 
planning  and  designing  for  the  new  building. 

Permanent  Exhibits 

While  the  exhibit  program  of  the  museum  did  not  call 
for  any  extensive  renovation,  several  permanent  installa- 
tions were  made.  The  John  Gray  Blount  collection  was 
placed  in  a  period-house  setting.  A  number  of  other  artifacts 
were  added  to  the  federal  and  ante-bellum  gallery,  and  a 
new  demonstration  display  was  set  up  where  visitors  could 
view  the  arts  of  weaving,  spinning,  and  quilting. 
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The  artifacts  and  exhibit  materials  which  were  in  the 
Carolina  Charter  Tercentenary  Mobile  Museum  exhibit 
were  incorporated  into  the  Colonial  era  gallery. 

Visitor  Center-Museums 

In  an  agreement  with  the  Division  of  Historic  Sites  the 
museum's  exhibit  staff  has  the  responsibility  for  the  design, 
construction,  and  installation  of  the  interpretive  exhibits 
for  the  visitor  center-museums. 

In  the  past  two  years,  the  Division  of  Historic  Sites 
has  completed  buildings  at  Bentonville  Battleground,  Fort 
Fisher,  Zebulon  Baird  Vance  Birthplace,  and  the  Richard 
Caswell  Memorial  Park. 

The  completion  of  these  buildings  necessitated  an  exhibit 
schedule  which  amounted  to  a  crash  program  in  order  to 
meet  the  dedication  dates. 

Studies  and  designs  were  completed  for  the  James  K.  Polk 
Birthplace,  the  Bennett  House,  and  Brunswick  Town  State 
Historic  Site.  Work  on  the  construction  of  the  Brunswick 
Town  exhibits  is  underway. 

Special  Exhibits 

Each  year  a  number  of  special  exhibits  are  planned  for 
the  museum.  These  exhibits  may  be  based  upon  an  anni- 
versary, a  season  of  the  year,  or  a  special  collection.  A  num- 
ber of  these  exhibits  may  be  worthy  of  note:  'Tottery  in 
North  Carolina,"  an  exhibition  of  the  potter's  craft  from 
Indian  to  Wedgwood;  a  portrait  exhibit  of  leading  North 
Carolina  Civil  War  personalities  entitled  "They  Served 
Their  State  Well";  and  a  special  exhibit  of  paintings,  'Tlan- 
tation  Life  in  North  Carolina,"  by  a  North  Carolina  artist, 
Mary  Lyde  Hicks  Williams, 

The  annual  Christmas  exhibits  depicting  scenes  of  Vic- 
torian Christmases  were,  as  always,  a  highlight  of  each 
year. 

Traveling  Exhibits 

Upon  removal  of  the  Colonial  exhibit  which  had  toured 
the  state  for  the  Carolina  Charter  Tercentenary,  a  new  ex- 
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hibit  based  on  North  Carolina's  participation  in  the  Civil 
War  was  installed  in  the  Mobile  Museum  of  History. 

In  connection  with  the  state's  Civil  War  Centennial,  the 
exhibit  illustrated  the  history  of  major  events  through  wea- 
pons, documents,  and  other  related  artifacts  of  the  period. 

A  complete  renovation  of  the  Mobile  Museum  of  History 
and  the  installation  of  cases  for  the  new  exhibit,  "Rural 
Life  in  North  Carolina,  1820-1860,"  was  begun. 

Education 

The  major  services  offered  by  the  museum  education  pro- 
gram were  continued  with  added  emphasis  placed  upon 
assistance  to  other  state  agencies  and  related  community 
programs. 

Audio-visual  scripts  and  labeling  were  completed  for 
exhibits  at  several  state  historic  sites,  and  docent  service  and 
instruction,  as  well  as  research  and  programing  assistance, 
were  provided  to  the  Governor's  Mansion. 

Lists  of  the  members  of  the  House  and  Senate  for  the 
years  1840,  1961,  and  1963  were  compiled  in  order  to  have 
the  names  set  in  bronze  commemorative  plaques  to  be 
placed  in  the  Capitol  and  Legislative  Building. 

A  program  of  special  fall  tours  for  students  was  initiated, 
and  a  series  of  Sunday  afternoon  programs  was  scheduled 
for  the  public. 

For  the  school  year  1965-1966,  membership  in  the  Tar 
Heel  Junior  Historian  Association  rose  to  the  highest  num- 
ber ever  recorded  for  students  of  one  grade  level  engaged  in 
the  study  of  North  Carolina  history. 

The  planning  and  preparation  of  a  new  exhibit  for  the 
Mobile  Museum  of  History,  replacing  the  Civil  War  exhibit 
of  1964  and  1965,  resulted  in  an  improved  format  and  lec- 
ture technique  although  funds  requested  from  private  or- 
ganizations were  denied. 

School  Visitation 

The  number  of  students  touring  the  museum  increased 
considerably  in  a  two-year  period.  The  following  statistics 
reflect  this  increase:

Special  fall  tours  paralleling  the  school  curriculum  and 
including  spinning  and  weaving  demonstrations,  free 
printed  materials,  and  a  tour  of  the  1842  Allen  Kitchen, 
constituted  gratifying  results  in  alleviating  the  heavy  con- 
centration of  spring  visitation. 

The  student  orientation  program  was  revamped,  and  a 
new  museum  leaflet  was  designed  for  specific  aid  to  teachers 
in  planning  museum  tours. 

A  total  of  706  groups  received  certificates  of  commenda- 
tion for  their  attention  and  co-operation  during  visitation 
in  1964-1965.  Seven  hundred  and  eighteen  groups  received 
certificates  in  1965-1966. 

The  Tar  Heel  Junior  Historian  Program 

Information  provided  to  1,500  school  principals  and  to 
responding  North  Carolina  history  teachers  resulted  in  an 
enrollment  of  79  Junior  Historian  Clubs  in  1964-1965,  with 
2,605  members,  and  106  clubs  with  3,379  members  in  1965- 
1966. 

A  third  award  for  individual  achievement  in  the  literary 
division  of  the  annual  Literary  and  Arts  Competition  was 
established  by  the  North  Carolina  Literary  and  Historical 
Association  in  1965. 

In  the  1965-1966  competition,  a  Special  Achievement 
Award  was  established  by  the  Junior  Historian  Association 
for  presentation  to  the  Stephen  Cabarrus  chapter,  Harris- 
burg  School,  a  three-year  winner  in  the  group  literary  divi- 
sion with  a  fourth  entry  of  superior  quality.  The  award  will 
be  given  in  competition  to  clubs  having  received  first-place 
recognition  for  two  years  and  honorable  mention  for  one 
year. 

Winning  club  officers  of  1964-1965  received  awards  from 
Secretary  of  State  Thad  Eure  at  the  Literary  and  Historical 
Association   meeting  in   December.   The   winning   projects

were  placed  on  display  in  the  Tar  Heel  Junior  Historian 
gallery  of  the  museum. 

Tar  Heel  Junior  Historian,  the  club  magazine,  was  dis- 
tributed four  times  each  year  to  clubs  and  school  libraries. 
Student  contributions  on  preannounced  historical  topics, 
and  guest  editors,  provided  supplementary  information 
about  North  Carolina  Moravian  settlements,  the  Civil  War, 
famous  citizens,  Variety  Vacationland,  forests,  early  churches, 
tobacco  and  textiles,  and  books. 

School  Extension 

Two  slide  programs,  "Early  Churches  in  North  Carolina," 
and  "A  Visit  to  Brunswick  Town  State  Historic  Site,"  were 
added  to  the  loan  service.  Five  16mm  films  entitled,  "The 
Ayes  Have   It,"    "Mirror   of   the   Past,"    "North   Carolina's 
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Tribute  to  JFK,"  "Welcome  to  Work,"  and  "A  Portrait  of 
Bath  Town"  were  obtained  for  distribution.  The  eighteen 
slide  programs  and  six  films  were  distributed  to  560  request- 
ing school  and  civic  groups. 

A  new  loan  exhibit,  "The  Story  of  Flax,"  was  prepared 
for  display  and  future  use  as  a  travel  exhibit. 

In  1964  the  exhibit  of  North  Carolina  Colonial  life  in 
the  Mobile  Museum  of  History  was  replaced  by  weapons, 
documents,  and  artifacts  of  the  Civil  War.  The  unit  was 
scheduled  in  continuous  geographic  sequence  through  June 
of  1965,  the  termination  of  the  North  Carolina  Civil  War 
Centennial.  The  exhibit  was  viewed  by  approximately 
50,000  students  and  adults  across  the  state. 

The  format  for  the  Mobile  Museum  was  changed  to  in- 
clude the  delivery  of  classroom  lectures  by  the  driver-curator 
prior  to  visitation  of  the  exhibit.  Publicity  materials  and  a 
supplementary  brochure  are  included  in  the  program  for 
public  viewing  at  fairs,  state  festivals,  historic  sites,  and 
special  events. 

An  estimated  total  of  2,000  information  requests  were 
answered  by  the  museum  staff.  This  does  not  include  re- 
quests for  Junior  Historian  materials. 

Photography 

A  comprehensive  and  most  pressing  project  was  and  still 
is  the  preservation  of  the  Barden  Collection  of  negatives. 
Untold  hours  were  devoted  to  the  making  of  a  survey  in 
preparation  for  this  project.  Equipment  and  supplies  were 
listed  and  a  detailed  cost  estimate  was  worked  out.  Work 
space  in  the  photographic  laboratory  was  provided  by  re- 
arranging files  and  other  equipment.  The  photographer 
attended  a  seminar  which  illustrated  new  methods  and  new 
equipment  for  copy  work  and  which  aided  in  the  technical 
research  necessary  for  the  best  possible  method  of  obtaining 
a  permanent  negative.  Over-all  plans  will  include  the  copy- 
ing of  all  the  Barden  Collection  of  negatives;  the  copying  of 
the  pictures  in  the  museum  picture  file;  and  the  making 
of  a  print  of  each  newspaper  negative.  Even  with  a  conserva-

is  a  major  project  of  the  Division  of  Museums. 

tive  estimate,  the  time  required  for  the  completion  of  the 
entire  project  may  be  well  over  a  decade. 

Research 

Although  normally  a  photographer  is  not  expected  to 
supply  detailed  historical  information,  much  of  the  photog- 
raphers' time  must  be  spent  in  compiling  information  re- 
quested by  newspapermen,  authors  and  publishers,  film 
writers,  and  such  specialized  professional  persons  as  archi- 
tects and  antique  dealers. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  locating  of  pictures  and  negatives 
requested  most  frequently,  lists  of  pictures  of  related  subject 
matter  were  compiled.  These  compilations  resulted  from  a 
number  of  requests.  A  publication  and  a  television  program 
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relating  to  the  history  of  Raleigh  used  over  100  photographs 
and  was  the  basis  for  one  compilation.  All  negatives  and 
pictures  in  the  files  relating  to  President  Andrew  Johnson 
were  listed.  Life  magazine  requested  a  list  of  photographs 
on  the  life  of  a  typical  country  doctor  in  the  early  1900*s. 
A  North  Carolina  newspaper  has  a  standing  request  for 
pictorial  material  which  can  be  used  from  time  to  time  to 
illustrate  special  features. 

Photographic  Collections 

With  the  beginning  of  this  restoration  project,  the  files 
for  both  prints  and  negatives  were  reorganized.  Several  col- 
lections of  negatives  were  identified  and  cataloged.  In  the 
case  of  aged  negatives,  a  security  copy  was  made. 

Historic  sites  negative  and  print  inventories  were  brought 
under  control.  Three  collections  of  glass-plate  negatives  were 
cleaned  and  sorted  until  such  time  as  they  can  be  copied. 

The  photographic  records  correlator  brought  the  catalog 
file  on  the  Museum  of  History  negatives  up  to  date.  Catalog- 
ing on  a  number  of  other  collections  is  in  process. 

Special  Events  and  Items  Photographed 

In  addition  to  photographing  all  functions  of  the  depart- 
ment, the  photographer  completed  various  assignments  for 
other  organizations  and  related  work  outside  the  museum 
as  follows: 

Administration.  Swearing-in  ceremony  of  new  Executive 
Board  members;  Sir  Walter  Cabinet  meeting  and  coffee 
hour. 

Archives.  Presentation  of  National  Archives  award  by 
Governor  Terry  Sanford;  Dr.  Christopher  Crittenden  and 
Dr.  H.  G.  Jones  receiving  the  trophy  for  "Distinguished 
Service  Award"  from  the  Society  of  American  Archivists;

Co-operation  with  Other  Organizations 

While  the  primary  responsibility  and  attention  of  the 
Division  of  Museums  staff  must  of  necessity  be  focused  on 
the  work  of  the  North  Carolina  Museum  of  History  and  the 
state  historic  sites  visitor  center-museums,  authorization  for 
co-operating  in  the  planning  and  establishment  of  local 
historical  museums  was  given  by  the  General  Assembly  to 
this  department.  Staff  members  consider  it  not  only  a  duty, 
but  an  opportunity  for  increasing  state-wide  services  in  de- 
veloping the  museum  program. 

In  this  connection,  artists  on  the  exhibits  staff  have  com- 
plied with  over  100  requests  for  special  art  work  for  other 
agencies  ranging  from  a  new  silk  screen  of  the  state  seal  for 
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the  Governor's  Office  to  informational  posters  on  Culture 
Week. 

Other  Museums 

Designs  were  completed  for  the  Museum  of  the  Albemarle 
near  Elizabeth  City,  and  an  exhibit  was  installed  in  the 
State  Legislative  Building  for  the  Hillsborough  Historical 
Society. 

Technical  assistance  was  provided  to  local  groups  in  High 
Point,  Newton,  Milton,  and  North  Wilkesboro  regarding 
the  establishment  of  community  museums,  and  information 
concerning  museum  policy  was  provided  to  the  Wilmington- 
New  Hanover  Museum. 

The  museums  administrator  consulted  with  Tryon  Palace 
personnel  and  worked  with  a  local  committee  for  Historic 
Halifax  regarding  costuming  of  guides. 

Suggestions  for  museum  exhibits  and  study  units  were 
offered  to  Salisbury  city  school  personnel  in  their  formula- 
tion of  a  cultural  center  which  will  include  historical 
materials. 

Information  pertaining  to  the  Mobile  Museum  of  History 
program  was  supplied  to  several  out-of-state  museums  and 
historical  societies. 

Souvenir  tiles  of  Orange  County  Courthouse  were  pro- 
duced for  the  Hillsborough  Historical  Society. 

Two  members  of  the  museum  exhibit  staff  made  a  com- 
prehensive survey  of  the  major  museums  in  the  Northeast. 
The  purpose  of  the  survey  was  to  acquaint  staff  members 
with  new  exhibit  techniques,  materials,  audio-visual  aids, 
and  interpretive  forms  which  would  aid  in  the  planning  and 
design  of  exhibits  for  the  new  building. 

Research  was  completed  on  eighteenth-century  window 
dressings,  and  ornate  hangings  were  custom-made  for  the 
Richard  Caswell  Visitor  Center-Museum. 

Methods  of  preserving  the  Jacob  Johnson  monument  in 
Raleigh's  City  Cemetery  were  researched  and  compiled  for 
the  Raleigh  Historic  Sites  Commission. 

Meetings  and   programs   in   connection   with    the   North 
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Carolina  Museums  Council  were  arranged  by  the  adminis- 
trator as  secretary-treasurer,  and  meetings  in  Hillsborough, 
Winston-Salem,  Raleigh,  and  Fort  Fisher  were  attended  by 
staff. 

Workshops 

Three  senior  girl  scouts  devoted  three  hours  every  Sunday 
beginning  in  January,  1966,  to  obtain  fifty  hours  of  training 
in  museum  work. 

The  museums  administrator  attended  the  Southeastern 
Museums  Conference,  Savannah,  Georgia,  October,  1964; 
American  Association  of  Museums  Council,  Washington, 
D.C.,  January,  1965;  and  Southeastern  Museums  Council, 
Jacksonville,  Florida,  March,  1965.  As  a  representative  of 
the  Southeast  United  States  on  the  International  Committee 
for  Regional  Museums,  the  administrator  attended  ICOM, 
New  York  City,  September,  1965.  Other  meetings  attended 
were  the  American  Association  for  State  and  Local  History, 
Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania,  October,  1965,  and  the  South- 
eastern Museum  Conference,  Jacksonville,  Florida,  October, 
1965. 

The  administrative  assistant  was  a  featured  speaker  at 
the  Second  Conference  on  Underwater  Archaeology  in 
Toronto,  Canada.  Two  Junior  Historian  Directors'  Con- 
ferences were  attended  in  Newark,  New  Jersey,  1964,  and 
Madison,  Wisconsin,  1965. 

The  exhibits  curator  attended  the  Midwest  Museums 
Conference,  Springfield,  Illinois,  October,  1965,  and  was 
accompanied  by  the  exhibits  designer  at  the  American  Asso- 
ciation of  Museums  meetings  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania, 
and  Chicago,  Illinois. 

The  photographic  records  correlator  attended  the  1965 
and  1966  Short  Course  in  Photography  which  was  held  in 
conjunction  with  the  Carolinas  Press  Photographers  Asso- 
ciation in  Columbia,  South  Carolina.  She  served  as  secretary 
of  that  organization  for  the  year  1965. 

The  registrar  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Early  American 
Industries  Association  in  Wilmington,  Delaware,  October, 
1964.  I 
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Publicity  and  Publications 

Several  radio  spot  announcements  and  newspaper  releases 
regarding  the  work  of  the  Preservation  Laboratory  were 
provided  for  the  Wilmington  area. 

The  administrator  was  interviewed  by  Rachael  Fulture, 
WTTF  radio,  Raleigh,  concerning  museum  work. 

Prepared  releases  regarding  the  Mobile  Museum  of  His- 
tory and  special  Sunday  afternoon  programs  appeared  on 
radio  and  television  networks  across  the  state. 

A  program  on  antique  valentines  was  presented  by  the 
registrar  on  "Femme  Fare,"  WRAL-TV,  and  a  fashion  show 
of  1790-1890  appeared  on  WUNC-TV,  Raleigh. 

"Wood  Products  of  the  Past,"  was  discussed  by  the  admin- 
istrative assistant  on  "Aspect,"  WUNC-TV,  Raleigh. 

The  education  curator  appeared  on  "Femme  Fare," 
WRAL-TV,  Raleigh,  to  promote  public  attendance  at  the 
re-enactment  of  the  Battle  of  Averasboro  in  Harnett  County. 

Newspaper  features  concerning  museum  dolls,  toys,  spe- 
cial Sunday  afternoon  programs,  the  Mobile  Museum,  and 
the  Junior  Historian  Association  were  published  in  local 
and  state  newspapers. 

A  leaflet,  Tar  Heel  Tales,  was  revised  under  a  new  title. 
Tar  Heel  Legends,  and  distributed  to  visiting  students. 

An  information  brochure,  North  Carolina  Museum  of 
History,  was  compiled  and  published  as  an  aid  to  teachers 
in  planning  museum  visits. 

A  Guide  to  History  Relevant  to  the  Carolina  Charter 
was  revised  to  include  current  information. 

Receptions  and  Other  Special  Events 

Assistance  in  the  planning  and  arrangements  were  pro- 
vided for  a  dual  meeting  of  the  American  Association  for 
State  and  Local  History  and  the  Society  of  American  Ar- 
chivists meeting  in  Raleigh  in  October,  1964. 

A  fashion  show  was  presented  to  the  State  College  Wom- 
an's Club,  July  13,  1965,  and  period  fashions  were  shown  to 
the  regional  meeting  of  Quota  International,  October  23, 
1965. 
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A  series  ot  special  Sunday  afternoon  programs  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Division  of  Museums  beginning  July  12,  1964, 
including  three  programs  on  World  War  I  with  guest  speak- 
ers Clifton  Beckwith,  Major  Hugh  P.  Massengill,  and  Chief 
Warrant  Officer  Joseph  C.  Bowling,  Jr.  The  museum  admin- 
istrative assistant  presented  a  slide  program  and  lecture  on 
"Recovery  of  Materials  from  Sunken  Civil  War  Ships"  on 
August  23.  Mr.  Tony  Zurek  and  Dr.  J.  Keith  Lavvson  of 
Chemstrand  Researcli  Center,  Incorporated,  demonstrated 
the  art  of  glassblowing.  Mrs.  William  J.  .Newberry  presented 
and  discussed  dolls  from  four  collections  on  October  25.  A 
program  of  North  Carolina  folk  music  was  presented  by  Miss 
Lydia  Fish  on  November  22.  Ciuest  remarks  were  provided 
by  Wake  County  Representative  A.  A.  McMillan  at  a  film 
showing  on  Fel)ruary  28,  1965,  of  "The  Ayes  Have  It,"  the 
film  story  oi  the  North  (Carolina  legislature.  Members  of  the 
Ra'eigh  Recorder  Consort  presented  selections  of  renaissance 
and  baro(|uc  music    in  March,   1965. 

The  Division  ot  .Museums  provided  refreshments  and 
assisted  in  entertaining  members  of  the  Sir  Walter  Cabinet 
at  a  coffee  hour  on  April  1.3,  1965. 

The  administrator  served  as  liaison  for  the  local  Tour  and 
Hospitality  Committee  and  the  National  Trust  for  Historic 
Preservation  which  met  in  Raleigh  October  7-10,  1965.  The 
education  curator  served  as  press  liaison  for  the  meeting. 

Extensive  preparation  and  participation  was  contributed 
to  the  Conference  of  South  Atlantic  Historical  Societies  meet- 
ing in  Raleigh  April  15  and  16,  1966. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Division  of  Historic  Sites,  the  mu- 
seum staff  assisted  at  dedication  and  commemoration  cere- 
monies for  Bennett  Place,  Bentonville  Battleground.  Zebuloii 
Baird  Vance  Birthplace,  and  Fort  Fisher  state  historic  sites. 


DIVISION   OF  PUBLICATIONS 
Mrs.  Memory  F.  Mitchell,  Editor 

The  department  continued  to  publicize  its  publications  by 
featuring  them  in  the  weekly  column  written  for  the  Asso- 
ciated Press  by  the  director,  through  stories  concerning  the 
pamphlets  for  school  children  in  such  magazines  as  the  North 
(Carolina  Education  Association's  Bulletin,  and  through  re- 
views of  documentary  volumes  in  the  leading  scholarly  jour- 
nals in  the  field  of  history  and  in  daily  newspapers.  The  use 
of  dust  jackets  on  the  documentaries  resulted  in  an  appreci- 
able increase  in  the  number  of  reviews  of  these  books.  The 
department's  publications  also  received  notice  on  educational 
television  programs  in  such  widely  separated  parts  of  the 
country  as  California,  Illinois,  and  Virginia.  Orders  from 
each  of  those  states  included  references  to  the  television  pro- 
grams with  notations  that  certain  of  the  pamphlets  of  the 
Department  of  Archives  and  History  had  been  recommended 
to  the  students. 

Participation  in  programs  of  various  kinds— those  of  book 
clubs,  patriotic  organizations,  groups  such  as  the  School  and 
Children's  Section  of  the  North  Carolina  Library  Associa- 
tion—permitted discussion  of  the  books,  pamphlets,  maps, 
and  charts  issued  during  the  biennium  and  in  the  past.  An 
exhibit  and  sales  desk  at  the  library  meeting  just  mentioned 
and  at  sessions  of  the  North  Carolina  Literary  and  Historical 
Asso(  iation  and  the  Soutii  Atlantic  Regional  Meeting  t)f  the 
American  Association  for  State  and  Local  History  resulted 
in  further  publicity.  The  permanent  sales  desk  in  the  Fdu- 
c.ition  Building  made  the  publications  in  print  easily  acces- 
sible to  the  public. 

Because  most  of  the  department's  pamphlets  and  smaller 
publications  are  sold  to  school  children,  it  was  felt  tliat 
teachers  and  supervisors  should  be  aware  of  the  facilities 
and  resources  of  the  department.  Orders  often  reflect  a  lack 
of  knowledge  of  titles  in  print,  and  many  people  write  for 
material  on  subjects  unrelated  to  North  Carolina  history.  A 
committee  made  up  of  representatives  of  this  department 
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A    variety    of   pamphlets    and    other    publications   are    on    display    in    the 
offices  of  the  Division  of  Publications. 
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and  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  concluded  that  a 
kit  of  materials  sent  to  supervisors  of  the  teachers  of  North 
Carolina  history  would  be  useful,  and  such  a  kit  was  pre- 
pared and  sent  out  in  the  fall  of  1964.  Included  were  sample 
copies  of  pamphlets,  an  up-to-date  list  of  publications  avail- 
able, and  other  information  relating  to  museums  and  to  his- 
toric sites.  The  Department  of  Public  Instruction  further 
co-operated  by  including  copies  of  the  department's  list  of 
publications  in  its  bulk  mailing  to  school  libraries  twice 
during  the  biennium. 

Addressograph  plates  were  cut  so  that  announcements  of 
new  documentary  volumes  could  easily  be  sent  to  the  chair- 
men of  the  history  departments  of  the  major  colleges  and 
universities  in  the  Southeast.  These  schools  will  receive  notice 
of  new  publications  prior  to  the  opening  of  school  in  the 
fall  of  1966. 

The  over-all  effect  of  efforts  to  make  known  the  publica- 
tions program  was  an  increase  in  sales  as  shown  in  the  total 
receipts  collected  during  the  period.  The  Division  of  Publi- 
cations had  receipts  in  the  amount  of  $50,027  with  $38,654 
being  retained  by  the  department  and  $11,373  being  turned 
over  to  the  North  Carolina  Literary  and  Historical  Asso- 
ciation during  the  biennium.^  Membership  dues  in  the 
association  were  divided  on  a  40-60  per  cent  ratio,  with  the 
department  retaining  40  per  cent  to  help  pay  for  the  North 
Carolina  Historical  Revieiv  sent  to  each  member.  This  total 
of  $50,027  compares  with  $43,516  collected  during  the  pre- 
ceding biennium  and  with  $12,602  a  decade  ago,  during  the 
1954-1956  biennium. 

During  the  two-year  period  a  total  of  145,110  publications 
was  distributed.2  This  total  included  80  governors'  letter 
books,  49,820  historic  site  leaflets  and  other  free  materials, 
and  40,525  copies  of  the  list  of  publications,  totaling  90,425 
items  and  leaving  a  balance  of  54,685  publications  sold  to  the 
public.  Comparative  figures  for  the  1962-1964  biennium  were

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4,837  letter  books,  332,605  free  leaflets,  and  34,224  copies  of 
the  list  of  publications,  a  total  of  371,666.  During  that  period, 
too,  17,087  more  pamphlets  were  sold  than  in  the  period  cov- 
ered by  this  report.  On  the  other  hand,  the  number  of  docu- 
mentary volumes  sold  during  the  last  two  years  increased  to 
2,255  from  1,456.  These  figures  show  that  new  publications 
always  attract  buyers;  during  the  1962-1964  biennium  four 
new  pamphlets  and  one  new  documentary  were  published; 
during  the  comparable  1964-1966  period,  there  were  no  new 
pamphlets  but  four  new  documentaries. 

The  over-all  decrease  in  the  total  number  of  publications 
distributed  is  attributable  primarily  to  the  lack  of  free  ma- 
terial available  to  send  to  school  children  and  to  others 
requesting  information  from  the  Department  of  Archives  and 
History  concerning  the  history  of  North  Carolina.  The  1965 
General  Assembly  cut  appropriations  for  printing  through- 
out state  government  by  approximately  20  per  cent.  The  cut 
in  the  budget  of  the  Department  of  Archives  and  History 
was  reflected  in  the  elimination  for  general  distribution  of 
leaflets  on  individual  historic  sites  and  other  free  materials. 
A  mimeographed  statement  was  prepared  toward  the  end  of 
the  biennium  so  that  an  explanation  could  be  included  with 
a  copy  of  the  list  of  publications  sent  to  each  person  request- 
ing free  material. 

The  1965  General  Assembly  also  set  up  a  special  legislative 
committee  on  printing  and  binding.  Representatives  of  the 
Department  of  Archives  and  History  testified  before  this 
committee  on  March  4,  1966.  A  statement  on  printing  for 
the  1963-1965  biennium,  including  costs  of  each  publication, 
and  sample  copies  of  all  printed  materials  issued  during  that 
time  were  presented  to  the  committee.  The  fact  that  most  of 
the  department's  publications  were  sold  seemed  to  be  an 
asset  for  the  department. 

Though  the  curtailment  of  funds  was  a  serious  handicap, 
the  department  continued  to  strive  toward  attractive  publi- 
cations which  would  be  competitive  with  books  on  sale  else- 
where. Little  effort  was  made  to  insist  that  authors  complete 
their  manuscripts,  however,  because  of  the  known  fact  that 
money  was  not  available  to  publish  all  that  was  being  writ-

ten.  It  is  hoped  that  additional  printing  funds  will  be  appro- 
priated in  1967  and  that  a  number  of  new  pamphlets  will  be 
published  in  the  1966-1968  biennium. 

The  price  of  the  department's  publications  is  still  un- 
believably low  when  one  sees  the  cost  of  many  books  being 
published  by  commercial  firms.  An  effort  is  made  to  maintain 
a  25-cent  price  on  most  pamphlets  so  that  the  average  child 
will  be  able  to  afford  those  he  needs  to  supplement  his  texts 
in  the  field  of  North  Carolina  history.  The  price  of  back 
issues  of  the  North  Carolina  Historical  Review  was  raised 
from  75  cents  to  $1.00,  and  the  subscription  rate  was  in- 
creased from  $3.00  to  $4.00  a  year  effective  January  1,  1965. 
The  price  of  new  documentary  volumes  was  advanced  from 
$3.00  to  $5.00  though  the  old  $3.00  cost  was  retained  for 
volumes  which  have  been  in  print  for  several  years.  Second- 
hand dealers,  who  offer  out-of-print  publications  of  the  de- 
partment (as  well  as  some  still  in  print)  at  fantastically 
inflated  prices,  realize  the  value  of  the  publications  of  the 
department. 

In  an  effort  to  offset  the  high  prices  charged  by  dealers, 
the  department  considered  during  the  biennium  the  idea  of 
reprinting  some  of  its  older  volumes,  but  the  limitation  of 
funds  made  this  step  impossible.  Preliminary  negotiations 
were  begun  with  the  University  of  North  Carolina  Press 
with  the  thought  that  some  mutually  advantageous  agree- 
ment might  be  worked  out  whereby  the  books,  such  as  the 
first  seven  volumes  of  Records  of  the  Moravians  in  North 
Carolina,  might  be  reprinted  and  sold  at  a  reasonable  price. 
The  press  was  also  affected  by  the  1965  legislative  cut  in 
printing  funds,  and  for  this  reason  no  action  was  taken  but 
the  idea  was  not  shelved  and  both  the  department  and  the 
press  hope  that  the  idea  will  materialize  into  reality  during 
the  next  two  years. 

The  department,  as  do  state  agencies  in  North  Carolina 
and  throughout  the  United  States,  continues  to  receive 
thousands  of  requests  each  year  from  school  children.  Many 
write  for  information  about  which  there  is  no  pamphlet  or 
leaflet  available  to  send,  and  often  the  answers  sought  by 
the  children  are  given  in  encyclopedias  and  other  standard 
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reference  works.  The  division  developed  a  reference  sheet 
several  years  ago,  and  this  sheet  is  often  used  in  replying  to 
children.  It  suggests  places  and  sources  of  information.  Dur- 
ing the  spring  of  1966  a  committee  was  set  up  with  Mrs. 
Mitchell  as  chairman  to  work  on  the  problem  of  requests 
from  school  children.  The  form  reference  sheet  was  revised 
to  include  more  areas  of  activities  and  was  adopted  for  use 
by  the  entire  department. 

The  magnitude  of  the  problem  of  handling  requests  and 
filling  orders  can  be  easily  seen  by  the  fact  that  229,425  pieces 
of  mail  were  sent  through  the  postage  meter  in  the  Division 
of  Publications.  This  number  compares  with  60,865  for  the 
biennium  ten  years  ago.  Though  errors  are  made  occasion- 
ally, the  percentage  of  mail  which  is  sent  out  by  the  depart- 
ment and  which  reaches  its  destination  without  difficulty 
makes  the  few  errors  seem  insignificant.  The  mail-room  per- 
sonnel also  assembled  10,920  kits  of  pamphlets  and  15,300 
sets  of  free  material.  All  supplies  for  the  department  were 
moved  to  the  Division  of  Publications  in  May,  1966,  and 
were  handled  by  the  mail-room  staff. 

As  was  true  of  other  divisions  in  the  Department  of  Ar- 
chives and  History,  storage  space  became  critical  prior  to  the 
end  of  the  biennium.  A  large  part  of  the  space  provided  by 
the  State  Records  Section  when  the  division  moved  from  the 
Education  Building  was  reclaimed  in  the  spring  of  1966, 
necessitating  rearrangement  of  many  of  the  books  and 
pamphlets  in  the  stock  room.  As  new  publications  come  from 
the  printer,  this  problem  will  become  even  more  acute. 

The  Division  of  Publications  operated  with  the  need  for 
additional  staff  constantly  facing  it.  With  no  addition  to  the 
professional  staff  since  June,  1951,  the  activities  of  the  divi- 
sion have  of  necessity  been  limited  for  a  number  of  years. 
An  editorial  assistant  was  employed  to  assist  with  the  editing 
of  the  Sanford  Letter  Book  for  eighteen  months  of  the  bien- 
nium, but  requests  to  the  1965  General  Assembly  for  an 
additional  employee  were  rejected.  The  Editorial  Board,  at 
its  September,  1965,  meeting,  adopted  a  resolution  urging 
that  every  effort  be  made  to  add  at  least  one  editorial  assist- 
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ant  to  the  staff;  this  resolution  was  ratified  by  the  depart- 
ment's Executive  Board  later  that  month. 

The  Advisory  Editorial  Board  met  in  September,  1964  and 
1965,  to  evaluate  the  over-all  publications  program.  Board 
members  continued  to  give  valuable  advice  to  the  staff.  In 
the  fall  of  1964  the  board  approved  the  suggestion  that  a 
special  sale  of  documentaries  in  the  Blount,  Graham,  and 
Mangum  series  be  continued  from  the  summer  months 
through  the  end  of  the  year.  Four  hundred  and  twenty-five 
of  these  volumes  were  sold  at  $1.00  each  during  this  period. 
At  its  1965  meeting  the  board  recommended  various  policy 
changes  including  the  proposal  that  rules  of  capitalization  in 
the  University  of  Chicago's  A  Manual  of  Style  be  adopted 
as  the  guide  for  the  department,  and  these  recommendations 
were  followed.  Footnote  sample  sheets  were  revised  later 
that  fall  and  were  used  to  supplement  The  Editor's  Hand- 
book. During  the  biennium  the  following  persons  served  on 
the  board:  Dr.  Sarah  M.  Lemmon,  Dr.  Mattie  Russell,  Mr. 
John  Fries  Blair  (second  year)  ,  Mr.  William  S.  Powell,  Mr. 
George  H.  Stephens  (first  year)  ,  and  Dr.  Henry  S.  Stroupe. 

Despite  efforts  to  make  known  accesible  guides  to  those 
who  prepare  articles  and  other  materials  for  the  North  Caro- 
lina Historical  Review,  the  editors  in  the  division  had  to 
spend  a  great  deal  of  time  preparing  copy  for  the  press, 
checking  footnotes,  putting  documentation  into  the  form 
followed  in  the  department,  and  correcting  material.  Failure 
of  the  printer  to  correct  errors  marked  on  proof  and  the 
additional  tendency  of  the  printer  to  make  new  errors  when 
correcting  mistakes  also  caused  constant  concern.  Several 
times  page  proof  was  correct  and  yet  the  finished  product 
contained  an  obvious  error  because  of  some  mishap  which 
occurred  at  the  print  shop  after  the  proof  had  left  the  Divi- 
sion of  Publications. 

Personnel  turnover  also  continued  to  plague  the  division. 
Five  individuals  filled  the  two  editorial  assistant  positions 
during  portions  of  the  biennium.  One  was  promoted  to 
another  division,  and  two  left  because  their  husbands  moved 
from  Raleigh,  but  this  turnover  made  for  inefficiency  and 
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waste.  It  is  hoped  that  the  staff  will  remain  stable  during  the 
next  two-year  period.  The  clerical  staff  of  four,  fortunately, 
remained  the  same  throughout  the  entire  biennium. 

Though  problems  existed  throughout  the  1964-1966 
period,  there  were  also  improvements  which  should  be  noted. 
A  new  Graphotype  machine  greatly  facilitated  the  Addresso- 
graph  work;  a  photocopying  machine  saved  hours  of  time; 
and  shelving  donated  by  the  Department  of  Revenue  made 
it  possible  to  utilize  the  storage  space  to  greater  advantage 
than  would  otherwise  have  been  possible. 

Publications 

A  detailed  listing  of  the  publications,  both  new  and  re- 
printed, is  given  later  in  this  report,^  but  titles  issued  for  the 
first  time  during  this  biennium  are  described  briefly  below. 

Records  of  the  Moravians,  Volume  IX  which  covers  the 
years  1838-1847,  was  edited  by  Minnie  J.  Smith.  The  con- 
tinuation of  the  series  begun  in  1922  was  made  possible  by  a 
grant  from  the  Z.  Smith  Reynolds  Foundation.  The  issuance 
of  a  new  volume  created  renewed  interest  in  earlier  volumes, 
but  only  Volume  VIII  was  in  print. 

The  Papers  of  John  Willis  Ellis,  edited  by  Mr.  Noble  J. 
Tolbert,  was  issued  in  two  volumes.  The  documents  cover 
the  years  1841  until  the  time  of  Ellis'  death  in  1861.  The 
publication  of  the  papers  of  North  Carolina's  first  Civil  War 
governor  was  particularly  appropriate  during  the  observance 
of  the  Civil  War  Centennial;  the  two  volumes  contain  sig- 
nificant documents  relating  to  the  war  years  as  well  as  letters 
from  the  earlier  career  of  Ellis  which  are  informative  as  to 
the  state's  development  in  the  years  preceding  the  war. 

Volume  III  of  The  John  Gray  Blount  Papers  covers  the 
years  1796-1802  and  continues  the  series  of  papers  relating 
to  the  Blount  family,  a  family  influential  in  North  Carolina 
commerce,  politics,  and  over-all  development.  Volume  III 
was  edited  by  Dr.  William  H.  Masterson,  biographer  of  Wil- 
liam Blount,  who  assumed  editorship  of  the  series  upon  the

retirement  of  Dr.  Alice  B.  Keith,  the  editor  of  the  first  two 
volumes. 

Governors  of  North  Carolina,  1585-1965 ,  was  issued  just 
prior  to  the  inauguration  of  Governor  Dan  K.  Moore.  The 
single  sheet  contains  pictures  of  all  governors  where  such 
pictures  were  available.  Names  of  all  governors  are  included. 

The  North  Carolina  Historical  Review*  was  consistently 
mailed  on  or  before  the  publication  dates.  The  eight  issues 
contained  45  articles,  2  bibliographies,  and  2  documentaries, 
a  total  of  49;  44  were  on  North  Carolina  subjects  and  the 
other  5  were  on  subjects  relating  to  the  South  or  other  states; 
34  were  by  North  Carolina  residents  and  15  by  nonresidents. 
Included  also  were  144  book  reviews  and  notices  of  79  other 
recent  publications.  Two  thousand  five  hundred  copies  of 
each  issue  were  ordered,  and  an  average  of  2,072  copies  were 
distributed  for  each  -ssue.  There  were  3,918  new  subscrip 
tions  and  renewals,  an  average  of  168  each  month.  Back 
copies  sold  totaled  777  copies. 

Carolina  Comments:'  though  edited  and  published  by  the

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North  Carolina  Literary  and  Historical  Association,  was 
financed  through  an  appropriation  included  in  the  budget  of 
the  Division  of  Publications.  Issued  each  two  months,  the 
leaflet  is  mailed  to  members  of  the  association  and  to  sub- 
scribers to  the  Review  as  well  as  to  libraries  requesting  it. 

Future  Publications 

Because  of  the  cut  in  printing  appropriations,  discussed 
earlier,  the  number  of  new  publications  issued  during  the 
biennium  was  held  to  a  minimum.  Plans  for  new  books  and 
pamphlets  were  made,  however,  and  several  titles  were  near- 
ing  completion  as  of  June  30. 

Copy  for  a  history  of  the  textile  industry  in  North  Caro- 
lina, by  Dr.  Richard  W.  Griffin,  was  submitted  in  the  spring 
of  1966  and  was  being  prepared  for  the  printer  at  the  end  of 
the  biennium.  Dr.  Sarah  M.  Lemmon  was  writing  her  study 
of  North  Carolina's  role  in  World  War  I  and  planned  to 
submit  the  manuscript  by  the  end  of  July.  Mr.  Noble  J.  Tol- 
bert  continued  his  plan  to  write  on  reconstruction  in  North 
Carolina  and  hoped  to  have  the  manuscript  ready  for  publi- 
cation by  the  spring  of  1967.  Other  manuscripts— the  history 
of  transportation  before  the  Civil  War  by  Dr.  Percival  Perry 
of  Wake  Forest  College,  the  history  of  agriculture  in  the 
same  period  by  Dr.  C.  O.  Cathey  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  the  history  of  the  furniture  industry 
in  North  Carolina  by  Dr.  David  N.  Thomas  of  East  Caro- 
lina College,  literary  North  Carolina  by  Mr.  Richard  Walser 
of  North  Carolina  State  University,  North  Carolina's  role  in 
the  War  of  1812  by  Miss  Louise  C.  Smith  of  Greensboro. 
North  Carolina's  role  in  the  Spanish-American  War  by  Dr. 
Joseph  F.  Steelman  of  East  Carolina  College,  and  gold  min- 
ing in  North  Carolina  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  W.  Wilbom  of  the 
State  Department  of  Archives  and  History— were  all  still  in 
various  stages  of  preparation.  It  is  hoped  that  several  of  these 
will  be  published  within  a  year. 

The  greatest  single  need  is  for  material  on  each  of  the 
counties,  written  and  illustrated  so  as  to  appeal  to  the 
seventh-grade  student  of  North  Carolina  history.  The  history 
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of  Lenoir  County  is  the  only  such  pamphlet  available,  and 
the  department  needs  funds  with  which  to  publish  compar- 
able histories  for  other  counties.  Though  the  law  requires  the 
department  to  have  such  histories  written  and  published,  no 
appropriations  were  made  for  the  purpose. 

One  of  the  most  significant  publications  of  the  department 
will  be  available  before  the  end  of  calendar  1966.  Dr.  Wil- 
liam P.  Gumming  of  Davidson  College  selected  fifteen  of  the 
outstanding  and  historically  important  maps  of  North  Caro- 
lina, beginning  with  a  1585  John  White  map  and  ending 
with  an  1876  postal  route  map.  Included  are  such  well-known 
maps  as  the  Mouzon,  the  Collet,  the  Bachmann,  and  the 
Price-Strother.  Reproduced  from  original  copies  in  such  re- 
positories as  the  Library  of  Congress  and  the  North  Carolina 
Collection  at  the  Library  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina 
at  Chapel  Hill,  the  maps  were  reduced  in  size  as  little  as 
practicable.  A  pamphlet  describing  the  maps,  relating  them 
to  the  history  of  North  Carolina,  and  explaining  their  signifi- 
cance, will  accompany  each  set.  The  complete  set,  including 
the  pamphlet,  will  be  sold  for  $5.00. 

Mr.  Richard  Walser  revised  his  pamphlet  on  Tar  Heel 
authors  and  added  sketches  and  pictures  of  twenty  additional 
persons.  The  enlarged  and  revised  edition  will  be  ready  for 
distribution  early  in  the  new  biennium. 

Editors  of  the  documentary  volumes  being  prepared  for 
publication  were  engaged  in  various  phases  of  production  at 
the  close  of  June.  Dr.  John  G.  Barrett  of  Virginia  Military 
Institute  and  Dr.  Frontis  W.  Johnston  of  Davidson  College 
agreed  to  collaborate  on  a  second  volume  of  The  Papers  of 
Zebidon  Baird  Vance.  Dr.  Johnston's  first  volume  was  pub- 
lished in  1964;  Dr.  Barrett,  author  of  The  Civil  War  in 
North  Carolina,  will  work  with  Dr.  Johnston  in  an  effort  to 
expedite  a  continuation  of  the  Vance  series. 

Volume  X  of  Records  of  the  Moravians  in  North  Carolina 
was  in  page  proof  at  the  close  of  the  biennium.  The  volume, 
financed  by  a  grant  from  the  Z.  Smith  Reynolds  Foundation, 
was  edited  by  Bishop  Kenneth  G.  Hamilton.  At  the  close  of 
the  period  Bishop  Hamilton  was  working  on  translations  and 
editing  of  the  eleventh  and  last  volume. 
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Dr.  William  H.  Masterson,  editor  of  The  John  Gray 
Blount  Papers,  planned  to  continue  work  toward  the  publi- 
cation of  Volume  IV  despite  his  acceptance  of  the  presidency 
of  the  University  of  Chattanooga,  effective  July  1.  Selected 
documents  for  this  volume  were  typed  in  the  division. 

With  the  exception  of  the  biographical  sketch,  the  first 
volume  of  The  Papers  of  Thomas  Jordan  Jarvis,  edited  by 
Dr.  W.  B.  Yearns  of  Wake  Forest  College,  was  ready  for  the 
printer  at  the  close  of  June. 

Dr.  Joseph  F.  Steelman  continued  his  work  on  The  Papers 
of  Robert  B.  Glenn  throughout  the  period  covered  by  this 
report. 

Before  his  death,  J.  G.  de  Roulhac  Hamilton  edited  several 
volumes  of  The  Papers  of  William  Alexander  Graham  which 
have  not  yet  been  published.  Because  of  the  need  for  addi- 
tional documentation  and  a  review  of  the  material  before  it 
will  be  readv  for  the  printer,  arrangements  were  made  with 
Dr.  Max  R.  Williams  of  Western  Carolina  College,  who  did 
his  dissertation  on  Graham,  to  prepare  additional  volumes 
for  the  press.  Dr.  Williams  began  this  assignment  prior  to  the 
c'ose  of  the  biennium. 

The  James  Iredell  Papers  were  being  edited  by  Dr.  Don 
Higginbotham  of  Louisiana  State  University.  A  brief  was 
submitted  in  the  spring  of  1965  to  the  National  Historical 
Publications  Commission  with  the  request  that  the  commis- 
sion consider  sponsorship  of  the  project,  but  no  answer  was 
received.  It  had  been  hoped  that  some  financial  support 
might  be  given  to  the  project.  Dr.  Higginbotham  plans  to 
spend  the  summer  of  1967  in  North  Carolina  working  on 
this  editorial  job. 

A  new  documentary  series.  The  Papers  of  W.  W.  Holden, 
was  undertaken  by  Dr.  Horace  W.  Raper  of  Tennessee  Tech- 
nological University.  Dr.  Raper,  who  did  his  dissertation  on 
Holden,  came  to  North  Carolina  several  times  to  select  ma- 
terial and  to  do  preliminary  work  on  the  papers;  a  large 
amount  of  material  was  typed  for  him  in  the  Division  of 
Publications. 

The  Pettigrew  Papers,  a  documentary  series  planned  years 
ago,  was  relinquished  by  Dr.  C.  O.  Cathey  and  was  assumed 
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by  Dr.  Sarah  M.  Lemmon  of  Meredith  College.  Dr.  Lemmon 
obtained  typed  materials  from  Dr.  Cathey  and  began  work 
on  the  project  near  the  end  of  the  biennium. 

The  Edmondston  Diary,  edited  by  Dr.  James  W.  Patton 
and  Miss  Beth  G.  Crabtree,  was  not  completed  in  time  for 
publication  during  the  Confederate  Centennial.  Because  of 
lack  of  funds  and  because  the  market  had  been  saturated 
with  Civil  War  materials  during  the  past  several  years,  the 
decision  was  made  to  delay  publication  of  this  volume  until 
later. 

The  Granville  Papers,  edited  by  Mr.  D.  L.  Corbitt,  was 
being  held  awaiting  sufficient  printing  funds  and  adequate 
staff  time  to  prepare  the  material  for  the  printer. 
•  Messages,  Addresses,  and  Public  Papers  of  Terry  Sanford, 
Governor  of  North  Carolina,  1961-1965,  will  be  published  by 
the  Council  of  State  before  the  end  of  1966.  Mrs.  Memory  F. 
Mitchell  edited  the  material;  galley  proof  was  being  checked 
when  the  biennium  closed. 

OtJTLOOK    FOR   THE    FUTURE 

Though  steady  growth  has  been  evident  in  the  Division  of 
Publications  for  the  past  several  years,  much  remains  to  be 
done.  At  the  close  of  June,  1964,  the  staff  was  made  up  of 
conscientious  and  competent  people.  Hopefully  the  qualified 
people  in  the  division  will  find  the  work  rewarding  and  will 
remain  with  the  department.  Increased  receipts  made  possi- 
ble additional  funds  for  printing  and  for  some  temporary 
help;  here  again,  it  is  hoped  that  receipts  will  continue  to 
exceed  the  amount  required  by  the  budget  and  that  the  sur- 
plus will  be  made  available  for  operations  in  the  division. 

With  a  stable  staff  and  a  favorable  outlook  for  an  addi- 
tional editorial  assistant  on  the  staff,  the  editor  would  be 
relieved  of  many  routine  responsibilities  and  would  have 
time  to  devote  to  long-range  planning.  One  of  the  weak- 
nesses of  the  division  has  been  lack  of  time  for  plans  to 
strengthen  the  program;  the  pressure  of  jobs  requiring 
immediate  attention  has  pushed  aside  those  which  could  be 
considered  "future"  ideas.  The  need  for  long-range  planning 
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has  been  recognized  and  has  long  been  felt,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  it  will  be  possible  to  do  more  than  the  day-to-day  imme- 
diate projects  during  the  coming  biennium. 

Certainly  the  need  for  additional  pamphlet  material  is 
one  of  the  crying  needs  as  evidenced  by  requests  which  come 
in  daily  for  information  about  which  nothing  is  available 
from  the  department.  The  need  also  exists  to  review  some 
of  the  older  pamphlets  to  determine  whether  they  should 
be  kept  in  print,  revised,  or  dropped  from  the  current  list. 
The  department  should  do  more  in  the  way  of  publicizing 
its  books  and  pamphlets  as  well  as  the  North  Carolina  His- 
torical Review.  These  are  but  a  few  of  the  matters  needing 
attention.  Increased  receipts  from  a  total  of  $43,516  in  the 
1962-1964  period  to  $50,027  this  biennium;  increased  aver- 
age circulation  of  the  Review  from  1,798  in  1962-1964  to 
2,072  in  1964-1966;  and  the  greatly  increased  attention  given 
to  the  department's  publications  in  scholarly  journals  and 
newspapers  through  their  reviews  are  all  factors  indicating 
optimism.  They  are  also  factors  which  are  considered  chal- 
lenges to  do  a  better  job  during  the  1966-1968  biennium. 


COLONIAL  RECORDS  PROJECT 

Mrs.  Mattie  Erma  E.  Parker,  Editor 

The  Colonial  Records  Project  moved  slowly  toward  its 
first  two  objectives,  but  it  made  substantial  progress  toward 
the  third.  Those  objectives  are: 

1.  To  locate  and  inventory  all  extant  records  of  Colonial 
North  Carolina,  wherever  they  may  be. 

2.  To  obtain  photocopies  of  all  North  Carolina  Colonial 
records  located  outside  the  state. 

3.  To  publish  the  more  important  documents. 
Inadequate  financing  caused  drastic  reduction  in   progress 
toward  the  first  two  objectives. 

The  Inventory 

During  the  first  year  the  inventory  was  continued  on  a 
reduced  scale,  and  an  index  to  the  report  files  was  prepared. 
The  inventory  was  limited  to  records  in  the  custody  of  the 
State  Department  of  Archives  and  History.  That  work  was 
suspended  during  most  of  the  second  year,  although  it  was 
resumed  for  six  weeks  in  the  spring  of  1966.  The  inventory 
elsewhere  was  suspended  altogether. 

Approximately  50,000  manuscript  pages  of  documents 
held  by  the  department  were  inventoried.  The  documents 
inventoried  since  the  beginning  of  the  project,  including  ali 
agencies  in  which  work  had  been  done,  comprised  about 
800,000  manuscript  pages. ^ 

Photocopying 

Photocopies  of  twenty-three  documents  located  outside  the 
state  were  acquired. ^

^In  the  preceding  biennium,  photocopies  of  218  documents  were  acquired. 
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A  bond  of  John  Culpeper  to  Samuel  Shrimpton  of  Boston,  dated  Septem- 
ber 24,  1678,  resulted  in  an  action  of  debt  being  brought  for  an  unpaid 
balance  on  the  bond.  The  action  was  brought  by  Shrimpton  against  the 
administrators  of  Culpeper's  estate  in  General  Court,  February,  1694/95, 
but  the  court  ruled  against  Shrimpton  on  the  ground  of  insufficient  proof 
of  Culpeper's  signature.  Shrimpton,  having  located  a  witness  to  the  signa- 
ture, brought  a  new  action  in  General  Court,  September,  1695.  That  suit 
was  dismissed  on  the  ground  that  the  Fundamental  Constitutions  provided 
that  no  cause  be  tried  twice  in  the  same  court.  Shrimpton  then  appealed 
to  the  Court  of  Chancery,  November,  1965;  that  court  decreed  that  payment 
of  the  debt   be  made. 

(Transcription  of  the  bond)  This  Bill  bindeth  me  John  Culpeper  of 
Albemarle   In   the   province   of   Carolina   my   heires   Executors  and   admini- 
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strators  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  to  Mr.  Samuel  Shrimpton  of  Boston  In 
New  England  Merchant  his  heires  Executors  Administrators  or  assignes  the 
full  somme  of  Seaventy  three  pounds  Fiveteen  shillings  and  three  pence 
In  currant  money  of  New  England.  For  the  true  payment  where  of  as 
Aforesaid  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  May  next  Ensuing  the  date  hereof 
I  bind  ray  selfe  as  aforesaid  In  the  some  of  One  hundred  and  Forty  [seaven]

Publication 

In  July,  1965,  preliminary  work  was  begun  on  the  second 
volume  in  the  new  series  of  North  Carolina  Colonial  rec- 
ords.^ It  already  had  been  determined  that  the  second  vol- 
ume would  consist  of  seventeenth-century  records  of  courts 
that  had  jurisdiction  over  the  entire  colony.  In  the  ensuing 
five  months  photocopies  of  documents  to  be  included  in 
the  \olimie  were  obtained  and  processed,  editorial  method 
for  the  legal-records  section  of  the  new  series  was  established, 
directions  for  typists  transcribing  legal  documents  were  pre- 
pared, procedures  for  handling  material  at  various  stages  of 
the  editorial  process  were  developed,  and  other  preliminary 
tasks  were  performed.  The  resulting  plans  were  presented 
to  the  Advisory  Editorial  Board  for  the  project  at  a  meeting 
of  the  board  held  December  9,  1965,  and  transcribing  docu- 
ments was  begun  shortly  afterward. 

The  transcribing  of  documents  for  the  second  volume  in 
the  series  was  completed  and  checking  printer's  copy  for 
accuracy  was  almost  completed.  Other  editorial  tasks,  such 
as  writing  the  introduction  and  determining  the  arrange- 
ment of  documents  within  the  \  olume,  were  in  progress. 

After  completing  their  portion  of  the  work  for  the  second 
volume,  typists  began  transcribing  documents  for  a  third 
volume,  to  consist  of  records  of  higher  courts  after  1696,  the 
"cut-off  date"  for  the  second  volume.  Meanwhile,  planning 
was  begun  for  a  fourth  volume,  to  consist  of  early  records  of

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precinct  courts  and  other  precinct  records.  At  the  end  of 
the  biennium,  therefore,  work  was  in  progress  on  three 
volumes  of  legal  records.  One  volume  was  nearing  readiness 
for  the  printer;  about  1,000  pages  of  draft  transcriptions  for 
the  next  volume  had  been  made;  and  data  needed  to  select 
documents  for  a  subsequent  volume  had  been  compiled. 

Administrative  Problems 

Inadequate  and  uneven  financing  was  the  basic  adminis- 
trative problem  of  the  project.  The  1963  appropriation  was 
insufficient,  and  a  substantial  portion  even  of  this  was  made 
contingent  upon  the  provision  of  matching  funds  from 
non-state  sources.  Dependence  on  donations,  which  were  un- 
predictable, caused  fluctuations  in  the  size  of  the  staff.  Thus 
the  size  and  personnel  of  the  staff  changed  frequently,  for 
lack  of  funds  it  was  necessary  to  release  trained  staff,  and  an 
undue  amount  of  time  had  to  be  spent  in  training  new  em- 
ployees. It  was  hoped  that  in  the  future  adequate  outright 
appropriations,  not  contingent  upon  matching  funds,  would 
lessen  and  ease  some  of  these  administrative  problems. 


TRYON  PALACE 
Miss  Gertrude  S.  Carraway,  Director 

The  Tryon  Palace  Commission,  a  state  agency  affiliated 
with  the  Department  of  Archives  and  History,  observed  its 
twentieth  anniversary  November  3  and  4,  1965,  with  gala 
programs  at  New  Bern, 

For  the  dinner  on  the  first  evening  the  speaker  was  the 
Honorable  Luther  H.  Hodges,  who  was  governor  of  North 
Carolina  when  the  restored  palace  was  formally  opened  in 
April,  1959.  At  the  second  dinner,  in  the  unavoidable  ab- 
sence of  Governor  Dan  K,  Moore,  his  address  was  read  by 
Mrs.  Moore. 

Commission  members  heard  numerous  compliments  for 
their  restoration  and  preservation  of  North  Carolina's  Coloni- 
al and  first  State  Capitol,  through  gifts  of  the  late  Mrs. 
James  Edwin  Latham  of  Greensboro,  in  co-operation  with 
the  state.  In  turn,  commission  officers  expressed  gratitude 
to  many  organizations,  individuals,  and  state  authorities  for 
aid  and  interest. 

A  souvenir  of  the  occasion  was  a  36-page,  illustrated  book- 
let, summarizing  the  achievements  of  the  commission  during 
its  two  decades  of  public  service.  Of  the  5,000  printed  at 
commission  expense,  more  than  half  were  given  to  schools, 
libraries,  writers,  and  interested  leaders. 

Much  progress  was  made  during  the  1964-1966  biennium 
at  the  restoration. 

The  Jones  House,  built  1808-1809,  across  Eden  Street, 
was  opened  in  November,  1964,  as  a  commission  guest  house 
and  meeting  place,  after  having  been  bought,  restored,  and 
furnished  at  no  expense  to  the  state.  With  its  white  picket 
fence  and  attractive  southern  garden,  the  guest  house  repre- 
sents an  investment  of  approximately  $130,000,  not  counting 
the  work  of  commission  members,  a  number  of  gifts,  and 
furnishings  valued  at  several  thousand  dollars  donated  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  A.  Kellenberger  of  Greensboro. 

Since  1951,  when  she  succeeded  her  mother  Mrs.  Latham

practically  her  entire  time  to  restoration  projects.  Mr.  Kel- 
lenberger  is  the  commission's  able  finance  officer  and  treas- 
urer. 

During  July,  1964,  the  restoration  of  the  Stevenson  House, 
built  about  1805,  was  started  by  the  commission.  Notable 
for  its  hand-carved  woodwork  and  captain's  walk,  this  hand- 
some residence  was  purchased  by  the  commission  in  1957 
and  for  almost  eight  years  was  used  as  a  guest  house  and 
meeting  place. 

The  commission  had  spent  more  than  $150,000  for  the 
purchase  of  the  house,  with  its  contents,  and  its  restoration; 
and  by  June  30,  1966,  had  acquired  rare  antiques,  costing 
an  additional  $55,000,  as  a  nucleus  for  complete  furnishings, 
in  the  plan  to  open  the  home  as  an  exhibition  house. 

The  historic  John  Wright  Stanly  House,  where  President 
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George  Washington  slept  two  nights  and  which  he  described 
as  "exceeding  good  lodgings,"  was  accepted  as  a  gift  from 
the  New  Bern  Library  Association.  A  service  station  adjoin- 
ing the  Tryon  Palace  auditorium  on  George  Street  was  pur- 
chased by  the  commission  for  $50,000  and  razed  at  cost  of 
$1,685,  in  order  to  move  to  the  lot  the  Stanly  House,  restore 
it,  furnish  it  with  antiques,  and  open  it  eventually  as  another 
exhibition  house. 

Besides  thus  protecting  the  palace  approaches,  the  com- 
mission saved  for  posterity  three  of  New  Bern's  fine  old 
homes,  the  1810  McKinlay-Daves  House  having  been  pre- 
viously converted  into  a  reception  center.  Much  research 
was  undertaken  in  order  to  attain  authentic  restorations  and 
appropriate  furnishings. 

Two  dwellings  on  Eden  Street,  bought  by  the  commission 
for  $20,500  in  1965,  were  demolished,  at  a  cost  of  $1,534, 
for  the  enlargement  of  the  restoration's  parking  lot. 

The  palace  grounds  and  gardens  were  greatly  improved, 
with  constant  care  and  continuous  plantings,  so  that  there 
might  be  colorful  blooms  the  year  around.  During  drainage 
installations  a  number  of  artifacts  were  unearthed.  Some  of 
these,  appraised  by  experts  as  being  two  centuries  old,  were 
put  in  the  museum  cases  in  the  artifacts  room. 

For  other  rooms  in  the  palace  there  were  additional  acqui- 
sitions, including  several  purchases:  a  rare  English  eight- 
eenth-century flute  donated  by  Mrs.  Henry  F.  du  Pont  of 
Winterthur,  Delaware,  a  member  of  the  commission  and  a 
lineal  descendant  of  John  Hawks  who  was  supervising  archi- 
tect of  the  original  palace;  and  a  chancel  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  sent  by  the  Reverend  Sydney  J.  Bro^vne,  of  Fort 
Myers,  Florida.  This  book,  printed  at  London  in  1760,  was 
presented  by  Royal  Governor  William  Tryon  to  the  Bertie 
County  Parish  as  a  gift  from  the  Society  for  the  Propagation 
of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts. 

In  the  parlor  were  placed  a  male  manikin  dressed  in 
eighteenth-century  style,  including  an  antique  coat  and 
waistcoat  contributed  by  Mrs.  Carroll  P.  Rogers,  of  Tryon; 
and   a   manikin    in    a   dress    worn    by    Mrs.    Eunice    Kelly 
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The  dining  room  in  Tryon  Palace  is  one  of  the  most  popular  and  inter- 
esting of  the  thirty- two  rooms  in  the  main  building.

to  a  1791  palace  ball  honoring  President  Washington,  the 
dress  being  given  by  her  descendants. 

From  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jerome  C.  NeuhoflF,  of  Kings  Point, 
New  York,  came  four  gifts  of  antique  furniture:  a  large 
mahogany  bureau  bookcase,  a  Sheraton  inlaid  mahogany 
bedside  cupboard,  a  mahogany  yarn  winder,  and  a  Georgian 
turned  fruitwood  and  walnut  spinning  wheel. 

Rare  books  were  obtained  for  the  re-created  library  of 
Governor  Tryon  and  for  other  rooms  in  the  palace,  the 
commission  guest  house  book  shelves,  and  the  staff  libraries. 
Inventories  of  these  are  kept,  as  for  all  the  restoration  items. 

Awards  of  appreciation  were  presented  during  the  bien- 
nium  to  42  persons  or  clubs  for  gifts  or  special  services, 
making  a  total  of  570  awards.  At  the  twentieth  anniversary 
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programs  16  awards  of  distinction  went  to  15  commission 
members  and  the  restoration  director  for  twenty  years  of 
service. 

A  96-page  book,  From  Englarid  to  North  Carolina:  Two 
Special  Gifts,  tracing  the  genealogies  of  Governor  Tryon  and 
William  Sydney  Porter  (O.  Henry)  was  written  by  Mrs. 
Ethel  Stephens  Arnett  of  Greensboro  and  published  by  the 
commission.  The  Tryon  Palace  shop  paid  for  10,000  re- 
prints of  an  8-page  article  on  Tryon  Palace,  with  six  color 
cuts;  and  for  10,000  reprints  of  the  leaflet,  The  Library  of 
William  Tryon.  These  are  sold  in  the  shop. 

Under  state  printing  contracts,  since  they  are  distributed 
free,  were  five  reprints:  100,000  color  folders;  50,000  res- 
toration leaflets;  50,000  leaflets,  Mrs.  James  Edwin  Latham, 
Benefactor;  84,000  garden  sheets;  and  2,000  folders,  Your 
Visit  to  Tryon  Palace,  which  is  sent  by  the  curator  of  educa- 
tion to  teachers  and  students. 

The  palace  continued  to  have  much  favorable  publicity. 
Besides  being  in  54  books  and  42  different  magazines  during 
the  biennium,  it  was  the  subject  of  excellent  articles  in 
innumerable  newspapers  and  splendid  programs  over  radio 
and  television. 

In  his  booklet,  Seven  Wonders  of  the  Southern  United 
States,  Harry  J.  Shay,  from  a  consensus  of  185  authorities 
such  as  editors,  engineers,  geologists,  historians,  and  travel 
agents,  lists  Tryon  Palace  among  North  Carolina's  seven 
historical  wonders  and  also  seven  man-made  wonders. 

The  new  color  and  sound  film.  Mirror  of  the  Past,  was 
popular,  being  shown  as  far  away  as  Japan.  Color  slides 
were  used  for  programs  in  various  states.  Palace  pictures 
appeared  on  calendars,  maps,  souvenirs,  match  books,  and 
Christmas  cards. 

Headquarters  for  North  Carolina's  Coastal  Historyland 
Association,  Tryon  Palace  had  most  of  that  group's  meetings. 
A  three-day  training  session  for  employees  of  local  travel- 
serving  businesses  was  held  there.  About  400  members  of 
the  National  Trust  for  Historic  Preservation  were  taken 
on  conducted  tours  of  the  palace  and   the  city  and   were 
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given  luncheons  and  predeparture  refreshments  by  the  Com- 
mission. 

The  best  of  all  the  phenomenal  publicity  came  from 
teachers  who  brought  their  students  for  impressive  inter- 
pretations of  living  history  and  good  citizenship  and  from 
other  visitors  who  praised  the  palace  to  their  friends  and 
acquaintances  as  an  outstanding  historic  site,  architectural 
showplace,  garden  mecca,  tourist  attraction,  educational 
museum,  and  patriotic  shrine. 

Many  complimentary  letters  were  received.  One  person 
wrote:  "I  do  not  possess  a  vocabulary  of  adjectives  which 
are  adequate  to  express  my  enthusiasm  for  the  perfection 
you  all  have  accomplished  in  the  buildings,  grounds  and 
furnishings.  The  Hostesses  were  attractive  with  an  intelligent 
and  interesting  presentation." 

Another  correspondent  commented,  "Only  individuals 
dedicated  to  an  ideal  could  have  achieved  anything  so 
perfect."  Still  another  observed,  "The  Palace  is  fabulous  and 
no  adjectives  can  truly  describe  the  beauty  of  the  gardens." 

John  Rex  McDonald  of  Raleigh  became  restoration  horti- 
culturist, in  charge  of  the  grounds,  on  September  1,  1964: 
he  succeeded  Larry  L.  Trammel,  who  resigned  to  study  for 
a  master's  degree  at  North  Carolina  State  University. 

W^ith  only  one  other  change,  the  staff  personnel  remained 
the  same.  A  new  position  for  the  grounds  became  effective 
October  1,  1964,  to  make  a  total  of  fifteen  regular  employees 
at  the  restoration. 

Twelve  new  junior  hostesses,  selected  by  New  Bern  High 
School  faculty  committees,  were  added  to  the  temporary, 
part-time  hostess  rolls.  Several  temporary  groundsmen  were 
hired  from  time  to  time,  and  two  laborers  were  trained  on 
the  grounds  under  the  Manpower  Improvement  Program 
through  Community  Effort. 

Application  was  filed  with  the  commissioner  of  patents 
to  copyright  the  small  emblem  used  on  leaflets,  bookplates, 
programs,  and  souvenirs.  Featuring  Hawks'  drawing  of  the 
palace,  it  was  adapted  recently  for  shoulder  patches  on  the 
groundsmen's  uniforms,  as  a  gift  from  Mr.  Henry  F.  du  Pont 
of  Winterthur,  Delaware. 
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Palace  buildings  and  grounds  were  toured  by  60,928 
persons  during  the  biennium.  This  was  a  gain  of  3  per  cent 
over  the  previous  two  years  despite  the  fact  that,  due  to  the 
destruction  of  the  Governor  Tryon  Motor  Inn  by  fire  on 
November  2,  1965,  three  state  conventions  had  to  be 
canceled  and  not  a  single  overnight  busload  of  palace  visitors 
came  to  the  city  during  the  first  six  months  of  1966. 

Since  the  formal  opening  of  the  palace  there  were  220,535 
visitors  through  June  30,  1966;  a  monthly  average  of  2,554 
for  the  86%  months,  and  a  daily  average  of  98  for  the  2,252 
open-days.  Represented  were  all  50  states,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  the  Canal  Zone,  Puerto  Rico,  the  Virgin  Islands, 
Guam,  and  85  foreign  countries. 

The  restoration  has  become  an  economic  asset  to  the  state 
in  bringing  travelers  from  far  and  wide.  Although  the  low 
admission  charges  of  $2.00  for  adults  and  $1.00  for  children 
through  high  school  age  are  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  mount- 
ing maintenance  and  operation  costs,  the  other  tourist 
expenditures  more  than  offset  the  supplemental  budgets 
appropriated  by  the  General  Assembly. 

Admission  fees  are  deposited  daily  to  the  credit  of  the 
state  treasurer.  For  the  biennium  the  deposits  aggregated 
$98,239  from  admissions,  plus  $1,990  from  the  sale  of  surplus 
equipment,  making  a  total  of  $100,229.  Adding  previous 
deposits  through  the  years,  including  $4,245  from  pre- 
opening  shoAvings  for  which  $1.50  was  paid  by  each  visitor, 
the  grand  total  deposited  from  admissions  through  June  30, 
1966,  came  to  $370,307. 

State  auditors  go  over  the  financial  accounts  and  lists  of 
complimentary  guests.  All  requisitions,  purchases,  and  bills 
are  approved  by  the  proper  state  officials. 

Private  funds  of  the  commission,  chiefly  from  Mrs. 
Latham's  bequest,  are  managed  and  handled  by  the  com- 
mission finance  officer  and  treasurer  and  are  disbursed  by 
him,  as  needed,  through  the  Department  of  Conservation 
and  Development. 

All  the  restoration  properties  are  deeded  to  the  state.  The 
nineteen  buildings  and  their  contents  are  insured  with 
extended  coverage  under  the  State  Property  Fire  Insurance 
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Fund  for  a  valuation  of  $1,404,000.  In  addition,  there  is  a 
Fine  Arts  Policy  of  $750,000  for  protection  of  antique 
furnishings. 

Of  the  $4,319,341  spent  for  real  estate,  construction, 
furnishings,  landscaping,  gardens,  maintenance,  and  opera- 
tion, the  state  expended  $776,591  through  June  30,  1966,  or 
a  little  less  than  18  per  cent;  the  commission,  according  to 
its  treasurer's  report,  through  March  28,  1966,  provided 
$3,542,750,  or  more  than  82  per  cent. 

Five  changes  in  the  commission  membership  took  place 
during  the  biennium.  Three  of  these  were  for  ex  officio 
members:  Governor  Dan  K.  Moore  succeeded  Governor 
Terry  Sanford;  Mr.  Robert  L.  Stallings,  Jr.,  was  followed 
as  director  of  the  Department  of  Conservation  and  Develop- 
ment by  Mr.  William  P.  Saunders,  who  in  1965  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Mr.  Dan  E.  Stewart. 

As  appointed  members,  Mrs.  Stallings  was  named  by 
Governor  Sanford  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death 
of  Mrs.  Edwin  Clarke  Gregory  of  Salisbury;  and  Mrs.  Robert 
P.  Holding,  Jr.,  of  Raleigh,  was  chosen  by  Governor  Moore 
to  take  the  place  of  the  late  Mrs.  Charles  A.  Cannon  of 
Concord. 

To  succeed  Mrs.  Cannon  as  first  vice-chairman,  Miss 
Virginia  Home  of  Wadesboro  was  elected  March  29,  1966; 
and  Mrs.  James  Samuel  Mitchener  of  Raleigh  was  chosen 
second  vice-chairman  to  succeed  Miss  Home. 

For  twenty  years  the  Tryon  Palace  Commission  members 
have  unselfishly,  zealously,  and  efficiently  served  the  citizens 
of  North  Carolina,  without  any  compensation,  per  diem,  or 
expense  refund.  They  have  given  their  time,  talents,  and 
means  to  make  the  restoration  an  integral  part  of  the  state's 
history  and  culture,  to  which  every  Tar  Heel  may  point  with 
justifiable  pride. 

That  their  efforts  have  had  outstanding  results  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  the  palace  is  already  recognized  by  laymen  as 
one  of  the  nation's  top  tourist  attractions  and  by  profession- 
als as  one  of  the  most  notable  restorations  in  America. 


THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  CONFEDERATE 
CENTENNIAL  COMMISSION 

The  North  Carolina  Confederate  Centennial  Commission, 
authorized  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1959  {Session  Laws, 
c.  323),  completed  the  observance  of  the  one  hundredth  an- 
niversary of  the  Civil  War  in  June,  1965.  The  Biennial 
Report  for  1962-1964  included  a  detailed  report  of  the 
activities  of  the  commission,  but  it  is  appropriate  to  review 
here  the  accomplishments  of  the  agency  during  the  last  year 
of  its  existence. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  single  undertaking  of  the 
commission  was  the  compilation  and  editing  of  a  new  roster 
of  North  Carolinians  who  served  in  the  Civil  War.  The  first 
volume,  on  the  artillery,  was  ready  for  printing  at  the  close 
of  the  centennial  period,  and  plans  were  made  whereby  the 
publication  would  be  completed  by  the  State  Department 
of  Archives  and  History.  The  department  hopes  to  obtain 
sufficient  funds  to  complete  the  thirteen  to  fifteen  volumes 
originally  planned.  The  new  roster  is  being  edited  by  Dr. 
Louis  H.  Manarin. 

Another  publication  of  the  commission,  completed  just 
as  the  period  drew  to  a  close,  is  a  detailed  history  of  one  of 
North  Carolina's  best-known  regiments,  the  Sixth.  By 
Richard  lobst  and  Louis  Manarin,  The  Bloody  Sixth  also 
contains  a  roster  of  troops  from  Alamance  County,  home  of 
the  regiment.  (The  volume  is  now  for  sale  by  the  State 
Department  of  Archives  and  History,  Box  1881,  Raleigh, 
for  $5.25.)  A  reactivation  of  the  Sixth  Regiment  materialized, 
and  the  members  participated  in  a  number  of  centennial 
programs. 

County  committees  were  set  up  to  work  out  programs  and 
plans  in  each  county  so  that  citizens  in  all  parts  of  North 
Carolina  would  be  aware  of  the  centennial  observance.  The 
Alamance  County  Centennial  Committee,  for  example, 
joined  the  North  Carolina  Confederate  Centennial  com- 
mission in  publishing  The  Bloody  Sixth.  Many  county 
groups  rendered  valuable  assistance  to  the  commission.  The 
Lenoir  County  committee  helped  obtain  funds   to  finance 
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the  salvage  of  the  ram  "Neuse"  from  the  Neuse  River.  The 
vessel  was  formally  presented  to  the  state  of  North  Carolina 
on  May  13,  1965. 

Throughout  the  1961-1965  period,  the  commission  and 
the  State  Department  of  Archives  and  History  worked  to- 
gether closely  on  the  marker  program.  New  markers  calling 
attention  to  Civil  War  places,  people,  and  events  were 
erected  throughout  North  Carolina. 

Through  the  marker  program,  radio  and  television  pro- 
grams, exhibits,  films,  dramas,  and  re-enactments  of  Civil 
War  battles,  the  commission  endeavored  to  bring  to  the 
attention  of  the  people  of  North  Carolina  the  part  their 
forebears  played  in  the  Civil  War.  During  the  last  year  of 
the  period  such  events  as  the  observance  of  the  centennial 
of  the  Battle  of  Fort  Fisher,  January  10-17;  a  re-enactment 
of  the  Battle  of  Averasboro  on  March  20  and  the  dedication 
of  the  Bentonville  Battleground  Visitor-Center  Museum  the 
next  day;  and  the  Centennial  of  Unity,  held  at  the  Bennett 
Place  near  Durham  in  April  attracted  visitors  from  all  over 
the  state  and  from  other  states.  The  presence  of  Vice- 
President  Hubert  Humphrey  at  the  Bennett  Place  contri- 
buted to  the  success  of  the  occasion. 

Originally  used  during  the  Tercentenary  Commission's 
period  of  activity,  the  Mobile  Museum  of  History  was 
adapted  for  use  as  a  Civil  War  museum  during  the  1964- 
1965  school  year.  Exhibits  on  Civil  War  topics  were  viewed 
by  an  estimated  30,000  during  the  year.  The  Mobile  Museum 
was  one  of  the  most  effective  tools  used  in  conveying  the 
significance  of  the  Civil  War  period  to  North  Carolinians. 

The  North  Carolina  Confederate  Centennial  Commission 
went  out  of  existence  on  June  30,  1965.  Its  program  was 
recognized  nationally,  as  was  shown  by  the  fact  that  it  was 
awarded  the  Centennial  Bronze  Medallion  by  the  United 
States  Civil  War  Centennral  Commission.  The  program 
conducted  by  the  executive  secretary,  Mr.  Norman  C. 
Larson,  and  the  chairman  of  the  commission.  Colonel  Hugh 
Dortch,  was  outstanding.
